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FIRST DAY-FIRST SESSION. 

FoET Wayne, Indiana, 

Thursday, May 17th, 1866. 

According to the last adjournment of the General Synod of 
the Evangelical Lutheran Church in the United States of Amer- 
ica, the delegates of the several District Synods assembled at 
9 o'clock, A. M., May 17th, 1866, at the church in charge of 
Rev. W. P. Ruthrauff, in the city of Fort Wayne, Indiana, to 
constitute the twenty-second convention of said body. The 
President, Rev. Prof. Samuel Sprecher, D.D., preached the 
opening sermon, from 1 Thes. v. 19, 20, 21 : " Quench not the 
Spirit. Despise not prophesyings. Prove all things ; hold fast 
that which is good." 

TEMPOBABT OBGANIZATION. 

Public worship being concluded, the convention was called to 
order by the President. Prayer was offered by Rev. Prof. S. S. 
Schmucker, D.D. In the absence of the Secretary, Rev. M. 
Sheeleigh was called to act as Secretary pro tempore. Rev. 
J. H, Heck was appointed Assistant Secretary. 

BEOEFTIOH OF DELEaATEB. 

The roll of Synods was next called, whereupon the respective 
delegations proceeded to present their certificates of election, 
and to take their seats as members of the Synod. 
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DEOIBIOH OF OHAIS OOHOEBVIVa PEFHSTLVAHU BTHOD. 

When the first eleven Synods had responded, the President 
decided as follows in reference to the Synod of Pennsylvania: 
The Chair regards the act of delegates of the Pennsylvania 
Synod, by which they severed their practical relations with the 
General Synod, and withdrew from the partnership of the 
Synods in the governing functions of the General Synod, as the 
act of the Synod of Pennsylvania, and that consequently that 
Synod was out of practical union with the General Synod up 
to the adjournment of the last convention, and as we cannot know 
officially what the action of that Synod has been since, she must 
be considered as in that state of practical withdrawal from the 
governing functions of the General Synod, un,til the General 
Synod can receive a report of an act restoring her practical 
relations to the General Synod; and as no such report can be 
received until said Synod is organized, the Chair cannot know 
any paper offered at this stage of the proceedings of the Synod 
as a certificate of delegation to this body. 

When the hour of 12 had arrived, the Synod adjourned until 
2 o'clock.

An appeal being made from the decision of the Chair in re- 
gard to the Synod of Pennsylvania, that decision was sustained, 
A division of the house was called for, when the vote resulted 
in seventy-seven ayes to twenty-four nays.

2. The Synod of Kentucky was dissolved in May, 1866, with the recommend- 
ation that its minister^ and churches unite with the Olive Branch Synod of 
Indiana, which is in union with this body. 

3. The Synod uf Southern Illinois had no delegation present to represent it. 
4.* The Synod of Texas found it impossible to be represented during the

At 8 o'clock the members of Synod assembled, and spent 
one hour in devotional services. 

The business session opened at 9 o'clock, Rev. S. W. Harkej, 
D. D., leading in prayer. 

The roll was called and corrected. The minutes of the pre- 
vious session were read, and, after making a verbal modificar 
tion, approved. • 

R£FOBT OF OOMMITTEE OV GASE OF FEHHSTLVAHU BTHOB. 

As the special business of the hour, the Committee to whom 
was referred the case of the Pennsylvania Synod reported : 

Tour committee respectfuUy report, that, in aocordance with the public 
notice given in the church, they assembled at the specified time and place, 
to take into consideration the case of the Pennsylvania Synod, and any 
credentials or documents, which the delegates of said Synod might, in ao- 
cordance with the public invitation given by the President of the General 
Synod, see fit to present. Your Committee regret to report, that no creden- 
tials or other documents were communicated to them, and that their only 
recourse was to the Minutes of the Synod of Pennsylvania, during the two 
years since the session of the last General Synod. After mature considera- 
tion of the case, your Committee resolved firsts to present to the Synod a state- 
ment of the facts in the case, as apparent from the Minutes of the Pennsyl- 
vania Synod referred to, and from earlier Minutes ; and, tecondly^ on the basis 
of these facts to submit several resolutions. 

It appears, then, that the Synod of Pennsylvania was one of the original 
Synods which formed the Constitution of this Body, in 1820, at Hagerstown : 
That they attended one meeting of the General Synod, in 1821, and in the 
spring of 1828 withdrew from this Body, and resolved not to have any con- 
nection with it again until requested to do so by their congregations: That 
for thirty years thereafter, they had no connection whatever with this Body : 
That when, in 1858, they re-entered into connection with it, they proposed 
only a quaUfied connection, specifying a contingency, on the occurrence of 
which, their delegates were instructed, by a standing resolution, to withdraw 
from the sessions of this Body, and report to their Synod: That the admis- 
sion of the Franckean Synod, in 1864, was, in the judgment of their delegates, 
such a case, and they therefore protested against said action, withdrew from 
the sessions of the General Synod, and reported to their Synod : That their 
Synod, after full discussion, approved the action of their delegates, by a 
unanimous vote: That at their meeting in 1864, they resolved, that the 
consideration of *<the future relation of this Synod to the General Synod be 
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postponed, until the time for the election of delegates to that body shall again 
recur:" That at the meeting of 1865, they elected delegates to this Body, 
with the declaration, that the '< Synod desires it to be distinetly understood, that ii 
has not ceased to approve of the protest and withdrawal of its last delegation at the 
meeting at York ;" and also resolved that « the Synod now as ever reserves to 
itself the right asserted in the resolutions adopted at the time of the election of its 
delegation to the General Synod in 1853, and which prompted the action of our 
delegation at the Gonvention at York," in 1864 : That the delegation thus 
elected made their appearance at this meeting, and tendered their credentials 
upon the calling of the roll of Synods; but the President having decided, 
that the status of their Synod being a disputed one, their credentials could 
not be received or acted on until after the organization of the Synod, and 
this decision being sustained by a vote of the house, their case was not taken 
up until aftexw the organization, when they were called on to present their 
credentials, but declined to do so: That your Committee was then appointed, 
to whom the matter was referred to report on. 

Having thus detailed the facts of the case, your Committee present the 
following resolutions: 

1. Resolved, That this Synod regard the condition annexed by the Penn- 
sylvania Synod to the appointment of their delegates, as contrary to thai 
equality among the synods composing this Body, provided for by the Con- . 
stitution of this Synod, and as derogatory to its dignity. 

2. Resolved, That whatever motives of Christian forbearance may have 
induced this Synod to receive the Pennsylvania delegates in 1858, with this 
condition; the unfavorable influences since exerted by it render this Synod 
no longer willing to submit to such distinctions. 

3. Resolved, That waving the irregularities in the present case, for the 
sake of brotherly love and peace, this Synod hereby agree to receive the 
present delegates of the Pennsylvania Synod, with the understanding that 
they use their influence at the next meeting of their Synod, to have the 
obnoxious condition rescinded. 

4. Resolved, That this body will hereafter not receive any Synod into its 
connection, upon any other terms or conditions than those prescribed in the 
Constitution of the General Synod.

The business concerning the Pennsylvania Synod was re- 
sumed. • 
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The resolations having been considered to the end, amended 
and adopted, the Report, thus changed, was adopted as a whole, 
as follows : 

Your Committee respeotfully report, that in accordance with the public 
notice given in the church, they assembled at the specified time and place, 
to take into consideration the case of the PenDsylvania Synod, and any 
credentials or documents, which the delegates of said Synod might, in accord- 
ance with the public invitation given by the President of the General {Synod, 
see fit to present. Your Committee regret to report, that no credentials or 
other documents were communicated to them, and their only recourse was 
to the Minutes of the Synod of Pennsylvania, during the two years since the 
session of the last General Synod. After mature consideration of the case, 
your Committee resolved firstf to present to the Synod a statement of the 
facts in the case, as apparent from the minutes of the Pennsylvania Synod 
referred to, and from earlier Minutes ; and, secondly, on >the basis of these 
facts to submit several resolutions. . 

It appears, then, that the Synod of Pennsylvania was one of the original 
Synods which formed the Constitution of this Body, in 1820, at Hagerstown: 
That they attended one meeting of the General Synod in 1821, and in the 
spring of 1828 withdrew from this Body, and resolved not to have any con- 
nection with it again until requested to do so by their congregations : That 
for thirty years thereafter they had no connection whatever with this Body: 
That when, in 1853, they re-entered into connection with it, they proposed 
only a qualified connection, specifying a contingency, on the occurrence of 
which, their delegates were instructed, by a standing resolution, to withdraw 
from the sessions of this Body and report to their Synod : That the admission 
of the Franckean Synod, in 1864, was, in the judgment of their delegates, 
such a case, and they therefore protested against said action, withdrew firom 
the sessions of the General Synod, and reported to their Synod : That their 
Synod, after fuU discussion, approved the action of their delegates by a unani- 
mous vote : That at their meeting, in 1864, they resolved ** that the considera- 
tion of the future relation of this Synod to the General Synod be postponed, 
until the time for the election of delegates to that body shall again recur: " 
That at the meeting of 1865, they elected delegates to this Body, with the decla- 
ration, that the " Synod desires it to he distinctly understood, that it has not ceased 
to approve of the protest and withdrawal of its last delegation at the meeting at 
York ;" and also resolved that the Synod now as ever reserves to itself the right 
asserted m the resolutions adopted at the time of the election of its deleyation to 
the General Synod, in 1858, and which prompted the action of our delegation 
at the Convention at York," in 1864 : That the delegation thus elected made 
their appearance at this meeting, and tendered their credentials during and 
after calling the roll of Synods, before the election of officers and organisa- 
tion of the Synod, when the President gave this decision: <<The Chair 
regards the act of delegates of the Pennsylvania Synod, by which they se- 
vered their practical relations with the General Synod, and withdrew from the 
partnership of the Synods, in the governing functions of the General Synod* 
as the act* of the Synod of Pennsylvania, and that consequently that Synod 
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was out of practical union with the General Synod up to the a^oamment of 
the last convention, and as we cannot know officially what the action of that 
Synod has been since, she must be considered as in that state of practical 
withdrawal f^om the governing functions of the General Synod, until the 
General Synod can receive a report of an act restoring her practical relations 
to the General Synod ; and as no such report can be received until said 
Synod is organized, the Chair cannot know any paper offered at this stage of 
the proceedings of the Synod as a certificate of delegation to this body ;" 
and this decision being sustained by a vote of the house, their case was not 
taken up until after the organization, when they were called on to present 
their credentials, but declined to do so : That your Committee was then ap- 
pointed, to whom the matter was referred to report on. 

Having thus detailed the facts, your Committee present the following reso- 
lutions : 

[Here follow the resolutions adopted, and as in part only those of the 
committee.] 

1. Resolved, That this Synod regard the condition annexed by the Penn- 
sylvania Synod to the appointment of the delegates, as contrary to that 
equality among the Synods composing this Body, provided for by the Con- 
stitution of this Synod. 

2. Resolved, That whatever motives of Christian forbearance may have 
induced this Synod to receive the Pennsylvania delegates in 1858, with this 
condition, the unfavorable influences since exerted by it render it very de- 
sirable that said condition be rescinded by the Synod of Pennsylvania. 

8. Resolved, That the General Synod hereby expresses its entire willing- 
ness to receive the delegates of the Synod of Pennsylvania. 

After thus disposing of the foregoing, it was, on motion, 

Resolved^ That the delegates from the Pennsylvania Synod 
be requested to waive what may seem to them an irregular or- 
ganization of this Body, and to acquiesce in the present or- 
ganization. 

It was, furthermore, 

Mesolved^ That the Secretary be requested to present, in 
writing, to the delegates of the Pennsylvania Synod the action 
just passed in reference to that body. 

FBAHOEEAV SYVOiyB DELEChATIOV REGEnrEI>. 

In relation to the Franckean Synod, it was then 
Resolvedy That, inasmuch as the Franckean Synod has com- 
plied with the condition of admission laid down by the^ last 
General Synod, its delegation be received. 

In response to a suggestion made by a member, in view of 
the favorable disposal of the subject before the Synod- during 
the last three days, the whole body rose and engaged in heart- 
ily singing the doxology, — 
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<* Praise God, from whom all blessiDgs flow; * 
Praise Mm, all creatures here below ; 
Praise bim above, ye heavenly host ; 
Praise Father, Son, and Holy Ghost ;" 

and then united in prayer with Rev. C. F. Heyer, the oldest 
member of the Synod. 

It was then determined to adjourn until 9 o'clock on Monday 
morning.

BESOLUTIOES OE THE STATE OF THE OOUVTBY. 

The following Resolutions on the state of the country were 
offered, and unanimously adopted, by a rising vote : 

WhereaSj The last two sessions of the General Synod of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church of the United States, convened, 
respectively, in the years 1862 and 1864, at Lancaster and 
York, in the State of Pennsylvania, were both held during the 
prevalence of a calamitous civil war ; and, 

WhereaSj At both of said sessions the General Synod, be- 
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sides carefully enanciating its views in reference to the origin 
of s&id war, and the great issues at stake, also offered fervent 
prayers to Almighty God for the speedy return of a peace, 
based on the principles of his own truth and righteousness; be 
it, therefore, 

1. Resolved,^ That we do hereby, as a General Synod, greatly 
rejoice, that our present sessions are being held under circum- 
stances, and amidst surroundings, which are in so grateful and 
happy contrast with those which at our two former sessions 
filled our hearts with so much anxiety and grief. 

2. Ile9olvedj That, not abating a jot or tittle of the declara- 
tion of principles then solemnly put forth, we do now join in 
ascriptions of praise, and power, and glory unto Him who is 
the Author of all our mercies, and the source of all our bless- 
ings, that He has caused the desolations of war to cease in 
our land, and that peace once more sheds its benign influence 
over every part of our national domain. 

3. Resolved^ That in these our thanksgivings we include, as 
among the most obvious occasions of them, the final victory 
which He was graciously pleased to vouchsafe to our gallant 
army and navy; the preservation of our government, and its 
associated institutions from meditated forcible overthrow, and 
the removal from amongst us of the curse of slavery, in whose 
interest, and for whose extension, the war was inaugurated and 
prosecuted. 

4. Mesolvedy That the widows and orphans which the rebel- 
lion has made are the legacy of the nation, and that it behooves 
the Church to unite with the States, and the General Govern- 
ment, in extending to them all possible sympathy, succor and 
support. 

5. Resolved, That to the millions of bondmen, who by the 
vicissitudes of war have been so suddenly and strangely trans- 
lated into a state of freedom, the country owes its most benefi- 
cent and paternal guardianship, that they suffer no detriment 
from neglect or abuse, but be strengthened, comforted and 
assisted, in which great duty the Church of Christ cannot and 
must not be found tardy or delinquent. 

6. Resolved, That we share in the enlightened and sponta- 
neous sentiment of the people of this land, in expressions of 
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profoundest sorrow, because of the violent death of President 
Abraham Lincoln, whose memory as a Patriot, a Statesman, 
and the highest type of a Philanthropist, we cherish and revere, 
and whose services to our nation, and to the cause of the suffer- 
ing and oppressed, we shall ever hold in grateful and affec- 
tionate remembrance. ' , 

Immediately on the adoption of the above, the Synod united 
in singing the first and last stanzas of 
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My country, 'tis of thee."

Dr. S. S. Schmucker, Chairman of the Liturgical Committee, 
read a Report. 

BEFOHT OF THE LITUEOIO OOMMITTEiE 

OF THE GENERAL SYNOD, MAT 18tH, 1866. 

At the present stage of the action of the General Synod, in regard to the 
proposed Liturgy, your Committee find it unnecessary to add much to the 
statements made in the last Report. We there mention that the General 
Committee, on the day of their appointment at Lancaster city, had marked 
out the line of action for the sub-committee which they elected, in the follow" 
ing resolutions:* 

"1. Resolved, That the General Synod's Liturgy shall be the basis on which 
the new Liturgy is to be constructed; the other Liturgies employed in diffe- 
rent portions of our Church, to be consulted and used as far as may be 
deemed proper. 

"2. Resolved, That the new Liturgy shall have but one form for each occa- 
sion. 

** 3. Resolved, That on all subjects on which difference of doctrinal senti- 
ment exists, Scripture language, suited to either or both views, is to be em- 
ployed without comment." 

The General Committee thus instructed its agents, not to ignore the former 
labors of the General Synod, but, to build upon the existing Liturg^r of this 
body as the basis of the new work. As the one now in use was translated 
from the former Liturgy of the Pennsylvania Synod, and that had been chiefly 
copied and enlarged from that .which was prepared by the patriarchs of our 
Church in America; it follows, as the sub-committee faithfully observed 
their instructions, that the work is a legitimate development from that of the 
fathers of our Church in this country, preserving the historical connection 
of our Church, as well as its ecclesiastical principles and usages. Yet, as 
several District Synods, and even individuals in our Clyirch, had also pub- 
lished the fruits of their liturgic labors, these also were added to the ma- 
teriala from which our selection was made. From this mass, your Com- 
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mitiee selected the best of each, and thus furnished one form for those Actus 
MinUteriaUB which are of more rare occurrence; and several for the constantly 
recurring exercises of public worship. In these selections the Committee 
made only such alterations and verbal amendments as were necessary to the 
unity and homogeneity of the whole. While, therefore, we claim no credit of 
authorship, we believe the plan of the General Committee to be judicious, 
and the new Liturgy to be far better than any one of those from which it was 
selected. 

To facilitate the further improvement of this work, the General Synod << re- 
ferred the work to the District Synods and Churches, for examination, &c. ; 
that a Committee of five be appointed, to whom the action of the several 
Synods shall be submitted^ which Committee shall adjust, and as far as possible 
endeavor to harmonize said action, and report the same to the General Synod, 
and that this Committee also be authorized to make any amendments which 
their judgment may approve." We regret to say, that not in a single instance 
did any such proposed alterations, either verbal or real, reach your Commit- 
tee. We know also that some of the Synodical Committees gave the work 
but little attention, especially in regions where a liturgy is rarely used. Of 
one thing your Committee feel convinced, that unless we build upon the labors 
of our predecessors, unless we hold fast to this selection, making whatever 
further amendments may be deemed necessary, many years will elapse before 
the Church will be at rest on this subject, or have a good Liturgy. The ma- 
jority of our Synods are decidedly opposed to any increa&e of liturgic forms, 
beyond what are contained in this selection ; and as this consists of a careful^ 
selection of the most approved forms in. all the Liturgies in use. among us, 
we do not suppose that any individual could compose an original one better 
than these, or that half as many churches or Synods would be willing to re- 
ceive it. 

With these remarks, your Committee submit the following resolutions, to 
indicate the course of action which the Synod might pursue : 

1. Resolvedf That the General Synod first hear the reports of the delegates 
of the different Synods, if they have any to make. 

2. Resolved, That the Synod hear the Liturgy read, at least so far as the 
exercises of public worship on the Lord's day are concerned. 

8. Resolved, That the Synod now give the Committee suggestions for the 
further improvement of the Liturgy, if deemed necessary. 

4. That with these instructions the Committee be requested to make 
such further improvements in the work as they may deem proper; and 
when in their judgment it is finished, they shall report the fact to the Hymn 
Book Committee, who shall make a contract for having it handsomely and 
correctly printed, the Liturgic Committee having the charge of the proof- 
sheets and the correction of the press. 

6. That the sale of the book shall be contracted for with the Publication Board. 
6. The book thus published, to be styled the Provisional Liturgy, and the 
ministers be authorized to introduce it for trial in their churches.

" Provided : 

" That this Body shall now declare that the Synod of Penn- 
sylvania had, as it claimed to have, the constitutional right to 
be represented before the election of oflScers, and to take part 
in it, and might now justly claim the right of casting its vote. 

"If the Convention shall so declare, we are perfectly willing 
to waive the right of voting, will acquiesce in the present or- 
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ganizatiob, and trill take our seats in this Body, equals among 

equals.

Your Committee, to whom was referred the Report of the Hymn Book 
Committee, and accompanying papers, beg leave to report that they have 
examined the same, and find that there was due the Treasurer, January 1 st, 
1865, the sum of $453.89, of which amount he receiyed $340.42 ; leaving a 
balance of $118.47. It appears that this discrepancy arose in this way : the 
$118.47 was withheld under the impression that the Hymn Book Committee 
of the General Synod would allow that amount under the resolution of the Gen- 
eral Synod at York, (see page 47,) because that the then *< condition of the 
country had materially affected the prices of publication." 

It appears, however, that such an arrangement was never formally acted 
upon ; and hence that amount is yet due from the Publication Society to the 
Treasurer of the General Synod. 

There was also due since January Ist, 1866, upon account rendered at that 
date, the further sum of $1168.37, making the sum total due $1276.84. 

The Publication Society, as appears f^om vouchers furnished, had ex- 
pended the sum of $5110.00, to carry into effect the publication of the 24 mo 
edition of the Hymn Book, recommended to be published by the Committee 
of the General Synod at the meeting in York, Pa., in May, 1864. 

That, under the contract, the Publication Society were to receive five per 
cent, on sales ; that they received during the first twenty months^ under that 
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contract, only $176.68 — ^less than the interest of the money inrested — to say 
nothing of expenses. 

Hence the Hymn Book Committee, in justice to the Publication Society, 
have recommended the allowance of an additional five per cent, on all sales 
made under the contract. 

Your Committee would so far concur in the recommendation as to allow the 
additional five per cent, on all sales made since the last account was rendered, 
January 1st, 1866. This is the more justifiable, because under this new 
contract the General Synod will realize much more revenue than under any 
former contract. 

The committee further recommend the re-adoption of the action of the 
General Synod as follows: ** That the control and management of the publi- 
cation of the Catechism, Hymn Book, Liturgy, and other books of the General 
Synod, and the power to contract for the publication of several editions of 
the same, shall be intrusted to the Hymn Book Committee."

The undersipi6d delegates of various Synods, connected with the General 
Synod, having cast their votes against the final action of this Body, as re- 
gards the Pennsylvania Synod, respectfully ask leave to place on record the 
reasons which led them thus to vote, and at the same time, they solemnly, 
and in the fear of God, protest against this action, as, in their judgment, ir- 
regular, and contrary both to the Constitution of the Synod and the law of 
equity as revealed in the word of God. 

And, First, we protest against the decision of the retiring President, after- 
wards sustained by a majority of the delegates, by which the Pennsylvania 
Synod was declared as not being "in practical relations" to the General 
Synod, and consequently not entitled to any part in its organization, as an 
unwarranted assumption of power, because^ 

1. The name of the Pennsylvania Synod was on the official roll of Synods 
which had been furnished this Body by the retiring Secretary, and after the 
withdrawal of the Pennsylvania delegates from the Convention in York, the 
Synod itself is expressly recognized in an official paper as an integral part of 
the General Synod. In our judgment, therefore, the presiding officer was in 
duty bound to receive the credentials of the Pennsylvania Synod at the proper 
time. 

2. Because the Constitution and By-laws give him no power whatever to 
exclude Synods, or even to decide as to their relations to the General Synod, 
but merely make it his duty **to decide on the validity of the credentials of 
delegates.*' 

8. The reason given by the Chair, and sustained by the msjority, for such 
refusal to call the names of all the Synods on the official roll, that the Penn- 
sylvania Synod, by the withdrawal of its delegation from the Convention in 
York, placed itself out of governing relations to the General Synod — is not a 
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Talid one — a< Hteh mthdrawal from the seitions was merely the ezereUe of a right 
which wag freely conceded by the General Synod to the Penntylvama Synod at the 
time of its reception in Wmchesterf and which woe never objected to, either before 
cr on the oceation of ite exereiee. The retirement of the Pennsylyutia delega- 
tion fron the farther sessions of the Synod in York could not, therefore, affeet 
the relations of that Sjmod to the General Synod — the sole object of this act 
being, as officially expressed, "in order to report to their own Synod at its 
sj^roaehing CbaventfoB.'* 

4. Even if the Pennsylvania Synod afterwards, by a formal act of separa- 
tion, had sundered its connection with the General Synods the President 
could not^ by his own ruling, know this and act upon it» until officially noti- 
fied of such separation. 

5. If such a principle is established, it is placed in the power of any future 
retiring President to rule '<out of practical relations" any Synod or number 
of Synods he may deem proper thus to designate, and a minority of the re- 
maining delegates, by sustaining him, may keep out such Synod or Synods 
until the Convention is organized, and so long thereafter as they may deem 
advisable; or may even refuse to give them the rights which belong to all the 
constituent parts of this Synod, except on conditions which it was known be- 
forehand could never be consented to, without the setting aside of solemn 
compacts between brethren, or the sacrifice of Christian principle. 

And, Secondly t we solemnly protest against the final action of this Body in 
the case of the Pennsylvania Synod, because, that notwithstanding the most 
satisfactory evidence officially communicated on the floor of this house, that 
the Pennsylvania Synod was, at the time of the organization, and continues 
to be, an integral part of this Body, its original relations unchanged, and all 
its guarantied rights intact, it has now finally been resolved that the previous 
action of this Convention, in disfranchising it, is **both regular and constitu- 
tional,'* a course of procedure which, in our judgment, is wholly without pre- 
cedent in law and sanction in the Gospel of Jesus Christ. Its inevitable con- 
sequence must be a future, fraught with the most serious results to Xhe Church 
of God.

REPORT OH KEKORIAL OHITROH, WASHIVaTOir, D. 0. 

Your Committee, tor whom was referred the subject of the proposed Memo- 
rial Church at Washington City, beg leare to submit the following: 

Whereat, It seems tf us, after considering the claims of the moTement so 
auspioiouslj initiated by^our Lutheran Church in Washington, to build a church 
in the capital of our great nation, which shall be worthy not only of our 
Lutheran Church, but especially as a monument of the loyalty of our Church 
and of our gratitude to God for his kindly Interposition in saving our nation 
from disruption and ruin, and which shall also answer an imperative demand 
for more room to accommodate our large and increasing membership and the 
numerous congregations which attend upon the ministration of the word in 
our church ; therefore, be it 

Reeolvedy That we, as a general Synod, heartily approve said movement, 
and desire its speedy and complete accomplishment, and that we will encour- 
age contributions to this worthy object.

Rev. J. G. Butler reported for the Committee on the State 
of the Church. 

REPORT OV STATE OF THE CHUROE. 
From the reports of the several Synods, your Committee express the hope 
that in the future the mind and heart of the Church will be less engaged with 
matters of controversy, and more earnestly interested in the great work of 
developing the field in which God in his providence has placed us as laborers. 
They further cherish the hope that the time is not distant when, as we trust, 
there is now greater unity in our ecclesiastical life and purpose, there will 
also be greater conformity in our forms of Church service, in accordance with 
the teachings of God's word and the historic character of the Church of the 
Reformation. 
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The oTerthrow of the great rebellion since our last meeting, the deliveranoe 
of the land from slavery, which nerred the arm that threatened the nation's 
life; the disbanding of our armies, and the supremacy of law established, 
itimish ground for hope that the entire Church, North and South, when time 
shall hare healed the nation's heart, may again meet uppn common ground, 
to labor for the promotion of Christ's kingdom. The deliverances of this 
Synod, during those years of strife, have proceeded not from a sectional or 
Tindictive -spirit, but were inspired by love of truth and freedom, and the 
earnest purpose, as the Scriptures ei\]oin, to sustain the powers that be, which 
are ordained of God. Our hearts go out towards our brethren. 

In all parts of our vast field there are evidences of the Divine blessing upon 
the labors of the Church. The harvest is great, but the laborers are few. 
One of our Synods, in the spirit of the Master, meets our brethren of the 
common faith as from the emigrant ship they set foot upon our free soil, and 
furnishes, through a faithfUl man of God, the counsel and sympathy needed 
by strangers in a strange land. The Church, in the older States, is actively 
engaged in gathering in the children, preaching Christ to the people, building 
houses of worship and parsonages, whilst she is not unmindful wholly of the 
work of Ministerial Education, Home and Foreign Mis|iions. Though in these 
departments she is not accomplishing a tithe of what might and should be 
done. 

Far off in the new States and Territories, new centres of influence are being 
planted, and a living Christianity, through our agency, is making its lasting 
impressions, by God's blessing, upon the vigor of our Western life. So vast 
and rich is the field before us, that our chief regret is that these agencies 
cannot at once be multiplied a hundredfold. No branch of the Church of the 
Bedeemer has, in this land, resources so abundant and so promising as the 
Church of the Reformation, had we but an adequate number of earnest, godly 
men to go in and gather the harvest for the Master. 

A noble spirit of liberality is endowing our Theological and Literary Insti- 
tutions, in which we rejoice, and pray that those who give so liberally and 
cheerfully of their substance may experience the blessedness of their privi- 
lege as a rich reward. But is i{ not the duty of the parents of the Church to 
consecrate their children to God in the work of the Gospel ministry? Are 
not the young men of our congregations needed by the Master, and called to 
turn aside from the paths of gain and worldly ambition, to the honorable, re- 
sponsible and glorious work of laboring for souls? In our Sunday-schools 
and catechetical classes are there not many who should be made to weigh the 
question of duty, in view of the pressing demands for earnest workmen in 
our Lord's vineyard? 

Whilst the spirit of benevolence has greatly improved among us, what mil- 
lions of unconsecrated wealth are being treasured up against the day of final 
account! The Church is crippled in all her energies; as Lazarus, she lies at 
the rich man's gate, and receives only crumbs. *<Will a man rob God? Yet 
ye have robbed Me." ** Bring ye all the tithes into the store-house, that there 
may be meat in mine house, and prove me now herewith, saith the Lord of 
hosts, if I will not open you the windows of heaven, and pour you out a bless- 
ing that there shall not be room enough to receive it." As ministers of Him 
who, << though he was rich, yet for our sakes became poor," must we not care- 
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tMy and oonBtantly edacate our people to '*ahaw/td in thit grate aUo"f Tour 
Committee are impressed with the conriotion not only that we are able to do 
tenfold more than we hare erer done for all the great objects of benerolence — 
Church Extension, Ministerial Education, Home and Foreign Missions, the 
Bible, Tract and Sunday-school, and our own Publication Society, as also for 
the Orphan and the Freedman — ^but that it is the solemn duty of erery pastor 
to teach his people to be ready to every good work, to labor and pray, and 
^ye, as God has prospered him, that Christ's kingdom may come! 

Many of our churches are rejoiciag in special seasons of grace, refreshings 
from on high, reriTals of religion, in which sinners are conyerted, whilst 
God*s people are awakening to new life. In yiew of the Diyine promises, this 
should not be considered surprising, where the word is faithfiilly preached, 
and God's house is indeed a house ot proper. And more especially should we 
e3tpect the continuance of these refreshings because of the nation's baptism 
of tears and blood, all through which the truth has been scattered, in the 
hospital and upon the tented field, as well as at home, followed by the im- 
portunate prayers of parents, wiyes and children. Your Committee urge upon 
all the churches the solemn duty of sustaining the prayer-meeting, whilst the 
regulflkr offering upon (he closet and family altars must not be omitted. God 
is a God of coyenant, and it is only faithfulness, upon our part, to his word 
and ordinances, the daily consecration of ourselyes, our families and our 
clvurches to Him, that will make us that liying power which the Church of 
the Reformation should be in this land. Thus shall we be prepared to giye 
account of our stewardship. May He fill us with his Holy Spirit, and bring 
us all into sympathy with our Liying Head, in the great work of the world's , 
eyuigeliiationl 

Tour Committee reaffirm the recommendations of the following Standing 
Keselutions of the General Synod: 

On Stated Daye and Feetwalt, 

Bewlved, 1. That the churches in connection with the General Synod be 
recommended to obserye our regpilar ecclesiastical festivals, in commemoration 
of the fundamental facts of our religion, yii. f Christmas, Good-Friday, Easter, 
Ascension-Day, and Whit-Sunday, in the hope and persuasion that, by the 
. Diyine blessing, they will be found to be, as they haye often proyed^ occasions 
of reyiying to our congregations. 

Bet9lved, 2. That it be recommended to the ministers and churches in our 
connection to celebrate the Thirty-first of October in each year, in commemo- 
ration of the commencement of the Reformation. 

Eeeolvedf 8. That we recommend to all our pastors the obseryance of the 
first Monday in January of each year, as a day of special humiliation and 
prayer, on which to humble themselyes, with their people, before Almighty 
God, penitently confessing their sins, and earnestly imploring the outpouring 
of the Spirit on our churches, our missionary operations and the whole world. 

Meeolvedf 4. That we recommend most earnestly that the last Thursday of 
February of every year be obseryed by the churches as a day of prayer for. 
the blessing of God upon the work of the Ministry, especially in its relation 
to* the baptized children of the Church, and for the outpouring of the Spirit 
of God upon the youth of the land, particularly those who are in course of 
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training in the yatious institutions of learning in our country and the world. 
They further recommend the yearly obserranoe of the first week in January, 
in common with the great church catholic, as a season of special prayer for 
the outpouring of God's Spirit upon the Church and upon the world.

IHQUIBT AS TO 00H8TITUTI0HAL *AMEFDM£HTS. 

The roll of Synods was now called, to ascertain the action 
of the several Synods, upon the proposed Amendments to the 
Constitution of the General Synod. 

During the calling, it was 

Hesolvedy That, without reference to the question of the pre- 
sent relation of the Synod of Pennsylvania to the General Synod, 
we have learned from the printed Minutes of that body, that 
it has adopted both the proposed amendments to the Constitu- 
tion of the General Synod. 

AMEFDKEHTB REFOSTED ADOPTED. 

The reports of the Synods showed that the first amendment, 
relating to the ratio of representation, was adopted by twenty- 
one yeas to one nay; and that the second amendment was 
adopted by eighteen yeas to four nays. 

The Secretary being instructed to print the amendments in 
the Minutes, they are here given : 
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OOKSTITUTIOVAL AMEVDMEHT8. 

{Adopted.) 

1. Amendment to Article 11.^ in relation to the ratio of re* 
presentation. Strike out the second paragraph of said Article 
and insert the following: 

^^Each Evangelical Lutheran Synod containing eight minis* 
ters may send one; if it contain sixteen, two; if twenty-four, 
three; if thirty-two, four; if forty, five; if fifty-five, six; if 
seventy, seven; if eighty-five, eight; and if it contain one 
hundred and upwards, nine delegates of the rank of ordained 
ministers, and an equal number of lay delegates. Each Synod 
at present connected with this body shall be entitled to at least 
one clerical and one lay representative/' 

2. Amendment to Article III., Sec. 3, in relation to the ad- 
mission of Synods. Strike out Section 8, and insert the fol- 
lowing: 

^'AU regularly constituted Lutheran Synods, not now in con- 
nection with the General Synod, receiving and holding, with 
the Evangelical Lutheran Church of our fathers, the Word of 
, God, as contained in the Canonical Scriptures of the Old and 
New Testaments, as the only infallible rule of faith and prac- 
tice, and the Augsburg Confession, as a correct exhibition of 
the fundamental doctrines of the Divine Word, and of the faith 
of our Church founded upon that Word, may at any time become 
associated with the General Synod, by complying with the requisi- 
tions of this Constitution, and sending delegates to its Conven* 
tion according to the ratio specified in Article II." 

ooHOEBHnra a gebkah Hnar book. 

Dr. Schmucker, chairman of the Committee, made a verbal 
statement, that no further communication had been received 
from Dr. Schaefier on the subject, and that in the existing state 
of things, nothing could be done in reference to it at present. 

Mesolvedy That the chairman of the Committee on Theologi- 
cal and Literary Institutions, have permission to incorporate 
into his report such statements concerning them, as he may re- 
ceive, after adjournment, from the officers of the same. 
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BEFOBT OH LUSEIBT AMD THBOLOaiGAL IHSTIUnOVa 

The Committee on Literary and Theological Institutions beg leaye to pre- 
sent the following statements, furnished by representatiyes of the respecttye 
institutions named: 

Pennafflvania ColUg€, at OeUythurg. — PennsyWania College is now about 
one-third of a century old. It was founded especially for the youth in the 
Lutheran Church, and generally to aid in the work of higher education 
throughout the land. This work it has aeoompliohed, in its sphere, with 
eommendable success. She has giyen to the church a large majority of her 
most influential and successful ministers. She has officered the principal 
eolleges, theologioal seminaries, and grammar schools of the church ; whilst 
her graduates, and those who were educated by her, without graduation, 
are oocupying honorable and inflnenUal positions in the halls of legislation, 
at the bar, on the benoh, in the school-room, and in otl^er walks of useAil 
Ufe. 

She is now recoyering firom the baleful influence of the Rebellion, which 
her sons, with others, aided to suppress. The current year, the roll of 
students, in both departnej^ts, numbers one hundred i^d fifty-four. The 
endowment fUnd has been greatly increased, by the judicious liberality of 
Bey. J. £. Graeff, of Philadelphia, Messrs. A. F. and G. P. Ockershausen, 
and Bey. V. L. Conrad, of New York, Mr. C. A. Morris of York, Bey. F. 
Benedict, of Bedford, and others ; so that the Board of Trustees has been 
enabled to enlarge the ooorae of instruction, and increase the corps of 
Professors. 

In addition to this, they haye enlarged the cabinet of minerals, by the 
purchase of the Seymour Cabinet, of New York, one of the rarest and most » 
Taluable collections in the country. They haye also renewed and graatly 
enlarged the chemical and philosophical apparatus, so that in this depart- 
ment, the Professors are prepared to illustrate the truths of science, by 
experiments at once brilliant and satisfactory. Among the instruments re- 
cently purchased is a telescope, of nine and a half feet focal iMigth, and four 
and a half inches aperture^ and equatorially mounted, so that it is adapted, 
not only to obsenration, but astronomical measurement. 

This College claims and asks for the patronage of the church in Pennsyl- 
yania, and portions of States adjacent, East and South. 

WUtmherg College^ Ohio, — Since the last meeting of the General Synod, 
this Institution has been enjoying a degree of prosperity unequalled in any 
period of its preyions history. After the dose of the war, many of the young 
men who, at the call of their country, had abandoned their studies to participate 
in the suppression of the rebellion, haye now returned, and, in connection 
with the new students that haye come in, haye increased our number from 
155— the catalogue number last year — to aboye 200, the present attendance. 

Our endowment is going on most eneouragingly, being now in all oyer 
$100,000. Quite recently there haye been collected from the citisens of 
Springfield, about $8,000, for the completion of the college edifice and the 
improyement of the surrounding grounds. This year we graduate a class of 
10, 16 of whom are professors of religion. This Institution has sent forth 
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on« hnBdred ministeml Uboren into the Master's Tineyard, being fifteen 
less than the entire number of our graduates. During the last few yearsy 
but few young men haTe applied for benefioiary aid; now, however, more 
are seeking such assistance than reoeiye it. 

HUnoit Siate CTmoern^.-— This Institution is at present in a better condi- 
tion than it has been at any time sinoe Uie oommenoement of the war. The 
number of students during the past year, was 70, nearly all £rom abroad, 
(and crowding the building to its utmost capacity,) 10 of whom were candi- 
dates for the ministry. The debt has been somewhat reduced, and a new 
effort is now in progress, by which it will, in ^e ooi^dent expectation of its 
friends, be entirely paid before the close of ihe present year. Its present 
Faculty are, S. W. Harkey, B.P., President, and Professor of Theology and 
of Intellectual and M<»ral Science; BeT. B. G. Suesserott, A.M., Professor 
of the Greek and Latin languages; L. F. M. Easterday, A.M., Professor of 
Mathematics; Noah Hodge, A.M., Principal of the Preparatory Department; 
and J. J. Cook, A.M., Tutor. 

We need additional buildings, and at least a partial endowment. The citi- 
sens of Springfield and Sangamon County, it is believed, will iiimish the • 
means needed to erect the additions to our building; and we hope the Church 
will, at no distant^day, furnish the endowment. 

Hartwiek Seminary, State of. New ForJb.—^This, our oldest Theological Semi- 
nary, continues to prosper in its work of preparing men for the gospel minis- 
try. Its last Catalogue shows two students in Theology, and nine in the Pre- 
paratory Department. Since the last meeting of the General Synod, Prof. 
Levi Sternberg, D.D., has resigned as Principal, and he has been succeeded 
by Bey. William N. SchoU. At the same meeting of the Trustees that elected 
* Mr. SchoU, it was resoWed to increase the endowment of the Institution fifty 
thousand dollars; and the new Principal entered with energy upon the work 
of raising that sum. He has succeeded in securing half the amount, with a 
good prospect of getting the balance, if not eren more. This, added to the 
eighteen thousand dollars, its present endowment, would make an aggregate 
of sixty-eight thousand dollars. 

This fall, the Semi-Centennial AnniTcrsMry of tho Institution will be cele- 
brated. Bey. H. N. Pohlman, D.D., will deliver a historical address, and 
Bev. W. Hull will read a poem. Bev. Dr. G. B. Miller, the able and beloved 
Professor of Theology, continues his labors in that Department. His golden 
wedding will be celebrated the present summer. 

May the Lord prosper the efforts to make this school of the prophets more 
efficient, by adding to its endowment and corps of instructors! 

Theological Seminary, Oelty9ln/iTg,^^\ke Constitution of our Seminary making 
provision for a report of the condition of this Institution, to each successive 
session of the General Synod, as President of the Board of Directors I beg 
leave to submit the following: 

Since the last report, made to the Synod convened at York, important 
changes have taken place, affecting the interests of our beloved Institution—- 
some, rather adversely, and others, we trust, beneficially. The establishing 
of another institution on this our territory, and the withdrawal of one of our 
Professors, without the conititutionally required notice, taking with him star 
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dents who naturally were attached to him, left us, as may be supposed, with 
but a limited number of students. Influences haTe been set at work, and re- 
presentations made, calculated to place our beloyed Institution in a prejudicial 
light before the Church, as being un^Lutheran and not true to the historic faith 
of the Church. This may for awhile operate somewhat against us. But as 
the tree is known by its fruits, we are willing to be judged by our past record 
and by our honest endearors for the future, and are determined, by the help 
of the Master, to obey the injunction of the great Apostle: (Tit. i. 9.) " Hold- 
ing fast the faithful word as ye have been taught, that ye may be able by sound 
doctrine both to exhort and to oonyince the gainsayers." 

Since our last report, the Tenerable S. S. Schmucker, D.D., who was in- 
strumental in the establishment of this Institution, and labored therein most 
faithfully for thirty-eight years, resigned his position as actlTO Professor ; 
and three others have been elected — Bey. J. A. Brown, D.B., Bey. C. A. Hay, 
B.D., and Bey. M. Valentine. These men are in eyery respect qualified for 
the positions to which the Lord, through the Church, has called them, and 
are entitled to the entire confidence of the Church. They are not new to the 
• Church ; they are men who haye been tried — in whose piety and ability, and 
deyotedness to the interests of our Zion, all haye the utm'ost confidence. The 
yenerable Dr. C. P. Krauth, Sen., is still deyoting all his energies to the du- 
ties deyolying upon him. With such men at the head, if we continue in the 
future to look to, and trust confidently in the great Master — as has been done 
in the past — we cannot faiL <*If God be for us, who can be against us?" 

The Seminary building has been thoroughly repaired, the rooms are being 
refurnished, and adequate additions and repairs are in progress on the Pro- 
fessors' houses. Valuable additions haye been made to the library. Some 
sixty thousand dollars haye been added to the endowment fund. Thirteen 
students haye been in attendance during the present year. 

This Institution has been, as all must acknowledge, a great blessing to the 
Church. ' It has neyer in the least changed, or departed from, its confessional 
stand-point. It has eyer adyocated and fostered an enlightened, sanctified, 
actiye, progressiye Church life and feeling, in opposition to an extreme formal- 
ism, ritualism, and symbolism. And thus, I trust, it eyer will do. 

Our feryent prayer is that the Lord may bless our beloyed Institution in 
the future as he has done in the past, make it a fountain of salyation to the 
Church, and from it send forth laborers into his yineyard — workmen approyed 
unto God, that need not to be ashamed, rightly diyiding the word of truth. 

(This report was prepared by Bey. Dr. A. H. Lochman, President of the 
Board of Directors.) 

MiaHonary InttUute, — The Missionary Institute, located at Selinsgroye, Pa., 
is quietly pursuing its work, haying, in the course of the few years of its 
existence, sent out about thirty-fiye ministers of the Gospel of Christ, most 
of whom are doing a good work. The seryices of the graduating class of this 
spring are already engaged, and there is demand for more. There are at 
present eleyen theologioal students in the Institute, which number would be 
larger but for the fact that seyeral left this school, as well as the classical 
school connected therewith, during the war, and laid down their liyes in de- 
fence of their country. An effort has been commenced to endow a Professor- 
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ship in the institatioiiy and thus far about fifteen thousand dollars hare heeii 
secured. 

The Classical department connected herewith, under the charge of the Rot. 
Prof. Born and his ahle assistants, is in quite a flourishing condition, haying 
at this time about one hundred students attending its sessions. Quite a re- 
Tival of religion has been going on in this department, which has resulted ia, 
a number of hopeful conversions. 

During the present scholastic year, the number of students in both depart- 
ments was one hundred and thirty-eight. Both departments are in a pros- 
perous condition. One of the great desiderata now is an additional building; 
ten or twelve applications having been rejected for want of room. 

Sutquehanna Female CoUege, — In the Susquehanna Female College, located 
at Selinsgrove, Pennsylvania, a very great and good work of gprace has been 
going on for several months, and numbers of conversions are reported. 

Bev. Prof. S. Domer, who has charge of this school, aided by a corps of 
able and earnest teachers, is well calculated for this position ; and, instead of 
only about one hundred pupils, he ought to have had considerably more if 
space allowed; but it is confidently expected that an addition will be made to 
the building, to accommodate the increased number asking for admission. It 
is indeed gratifying to see the great interest manifested by the Lutheran 
Church, in this part' of the country, in the education of their daughters. 

Fairfield College, Iowa, — This Institution is now in as prosperous a condition 
as at aify time heretofore. The average number of pupils in attendance 
during the last year has been about one hundred. The friends of the Insti- 
tution are greatly encouraged, and trust that it will ultimately be a great 
blessing to the Church, as well as to the community in which it is located. 

Iowa Lutheran College. — This College is located in the centre of the State of 
Iowa. The prospects of success, as a classical institution, are favorably. 
Whether it shall become a power for good in our Church, depends upon fu- 
ture developments. If we can harmonize, as we hope and believe we may, 
and if the Church will lend its helping hand, the way is open to make it • 
great centre of influence for good. 

Mendota College, Illinois. — This Institution has been in existence for more 
than nine years. Its Preparatory Department was opened in the spring of 
1857, in the Lutheran Church. The College building was erected in 1867, 
and the Institution was chartered in the winter of 1858 under the name of 
'* Mendota College ;'* and is therefore empowered to graduate students through 
all the studies of a regular College Curriculum, and confer degrees. It has 
a Male and a Female Department, and the highest number of pupils in attend- 
ance was during the past year, in which there were eighty-two Females and 
sixty Males — in all, one hundred and forty-three. 

It occupies a beautiful and healthy location in near proximity to the cor- 
poration limits. The town of Mendota is situated at the intersection of the 
Chicago, Burlington, and Quinoy Railroad with the Illinois Central Railroad, 
and contains a population of between four thousand and five thousand inhabi- 
tants. A more eligible situation for an Institution of learning eannoi be 
found in the ** Prairie State."

BEFLY TO FS0TE8T. 

Bev. Prof. Joel Swartz read, on behalf of the committee, a 
Beply to the Protest offered this morning. 

Tour Committee, to whom was referred the Protest read by Dr. Passayant 
before this body, and signed by yarious members, against the action of the 
Ckneral Synod in the case of the Pennsylvania Synod, beg leaye to submit 
the following answer: 

The position of the protestants rests upon a mistake in regard to the nature 
and origin of the difficulty. They suppose that it has arisen from the exer- 
cise of the ordinary and legitimate rights of the members of an organized and 
representative body. Here is their capital mistake. What are those rights 
in saoh a body? They are evidently such only as can take place in the body, 
and compatibly with its existence ; such as the right to speak, to vote, and, 
by calling for the ayes and nays, to have their votes recorded. If in the use of 
these rights they find themselves in a minority, the duty of loyalty requires 
them stiU to submit to the decisions expressed by the minority. If they re- 
gard the action as a violation of the Constitution, then they have still another 
right — ^that of respectful protest, and the recording of such protest upon the 
Minutes of the body, thus exonerating themselves from all responsibility for 
such action; but loyalty still demands submission. Beyond this, the integral 
parts of any organized and representative body cannot go, and stiU retain 
ftill and complete membership in it. If, however, they feel that they cannot 
submit even under protest, and, proceeding a step further, withdraw from 
the body, this act is incipient revolution, and of necessity disturbs the rela- 
tions of such members with the body from whose sessions they secede, and 
forfeit their share in its governmental Amotions. When the body represented 
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by such retiring delegates makes their action its own, the rerolution is com- 
plete. This last step severs all relations, and forfeits all rights of future 
membership. In accordance with these manifest principles, the organizing 
President of the present convention decided that ** the Synod of Pennsylvania 
was out of practical relation with the General Synod," as the delegates of the 
former body had openly, and without permission, seceded from the sessions 
of the last General Synod at York. Furthermore, he was assured by official 
documents placed in his hands, that the Synod of Pennsylvania had authorized 
her delegation in a certain contingency, of the occurrence of which she con- 
stituted them the judges, to protest and withdraw from the sessions of the 
General Synod; and having no official knowledge of the Pennsylvania Syncd's 
subsequent action, he ruled that this body could not admit her delegates to par- 
ticipate in the organization of this Convention, as no papers from such Synod 
could be examined and decided upon until the officers necessary to an orga- 
nization could be elected. That is, this body could not entertain the appli- 
cation of delegates from a Synod having no practical relation to it, until the 
General Synod had a formal existence. For the absurdity of a body being 
capable of receiving a report before its organization, that is, before it exists, 
needs scarcely to be pointed out, and the ruling of the President, based upon 
this view of the case, distinctly stated, was, upon appeal, taken to the undis- 
puted delegations, sustained by an overwhelming majority. If any thing 
further be necessary to illustrate the legitimacy of^the President's ruling and 
its support by the Convention, it may be seen from the absurdity of admitting 
a principle contrary to it. Suppose that any number of members of the Gen- 
eral Synod could withdraw, without permission, for any cause, and yet be 
regarded as entitled to all the rights and privileges of full membership, what 
would-be the consequence? Why, since the Constitution requires a "majority 
of the deputies of a majority of the Synods attached to the General Synod** 
to "be present" before "business shall go on," then the very existence of 
this body might at any time be destroyed by the withdrawal of a majority of 
the members of the majority of the Synods, leaving the loyal minority with- 
out even the power of adjourning and appointing the time and place of a fu- 
ture meeting. Can it be possible that the General Synod is such a body? Is 
it credible that she has legitimated such a suicidal principle in her Constitu* 
tion, or in her official action? And yet this is what is practically contended 
for by the protestants. Nay, on the contrary, it is a principle of common 
sense, and universally admitted, that the rights and privileges of a loyal mi- 
nority in a body cannot be destroyed by the defection from it of a disloyal 
majority. Upon the indubitable principle, then, that when the delegates of 
the Pennsylvania Synod withdrew from the sessions of the General Synod 
without its consent, they could not in such state of withdrawal be counted 
among its legitimate membership or be entitled to the benefit of undisturbed 
relations with this body, the arguments of the protestants are easily answered. 
1st. The argument that the Pennsylvania Synod was officially recognized 
as a member of this body after the withdrawal of its delegates at York, be- 
cause her name is found on the official roll, made out by the retiring Secre- 
tary, rests upon a mistake, in regard to a point of fiact The roll in the pos- 
session of the President during the organization of this body was the Msi 
found recorded in the Minutes of the last Convention. The list contained the 
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names of the delegates and of their Synods as reported in the organisation of 
that Convention, and as the Pennsylyania Synod was then in full relations to 
the General Synod, her name properly appeared in the list; just as being out 
of relations now, her name will not appear on the list or Minutes of the pre* 
Bent Convention. No roll was made out by the retiring Secretary after the 
withdrawal of the delegates of the Pennsylvania Synod. If he h<id made such 
roll, it could not oblige the General Synod to be governed by it, for it wad 
the mere act of the Secretary. To have bound the General Synod, it must 
have received her officifil sanction, which it did not.. In like manner, tha 
argument that the Pennsylvania Synod was officially recognised as in full 
membership in the General Synod after the withdrawal of her delegates ai 
York^ because she is so referred to, in the " Report on the state of the Church," 
rests upon a misapprehension. It is simply said in that paper, that in view 
of the numbers, etc., represented in that Synod, the Pennsylvania Synod 
must ever enjoy a commanding place among the Synods of the General Synod* 
As the report was not upon the relations of the Synod to the General Synod^ 
but upon quite a different subject, vis., her numbers^ resources, etb., the 
adoption of such a paper did not define those relations. As the Chairman of 
your present Committee was the Chairman of the Committee on that report, 
he may be permitted to say, that if the protestants suppose it was the design 
of the Committee to go so far aside from their proper business as to express 
an opinion upon the subject in connection with which it is quoted in the pro- 
test, they are greatly mistaken. As well might a similar remark, made in a 
report a few years ago upon the extent and resources of Virginia, be quoted 
as defining the relations of that State to the American Union, against which 
she was then in rebellion. But since the protestants have referred to this re- 
port, it may not be inappropriate to attend to an argument which it inci- 
dentally furnishes, that the Pennsylvania Synod was, by the withdrawal of 
its delegates, put out of practical relations with the General Synod. Those 
who were present at the last Convention of the General Synod^will, perhaps^ 
remember that the Chairman of the Pennsylvania delegation, who was also 
Chairman of this very Committee on the state of the Church, delivered into 
the hands of the President of the General Synod the documents in his pos- 
session, with the remark, that he and his fellow delegates must be withdrawn 
from their places in the various committees on which they had been appointed. 
How could he have divested himself and his fellow delegates of the duty as- 
signed them in the General Synod without its consent, if his Synod was stiU 
a governing power in the General Synod? Or by what right did the Presi- 
dent of the General Synod substitute for the name of Rev. Dr. Sohaeffer that 
of the Chairman of your present Committee, if the original Chairman had, 
after his withdrawal, a right at any time to return and resume his seat in the 
General Synod and his place in said Committee? 

As to the second argument of the protestants, that, << Because the Constitn- 
tion and By-laws give no power whatever to exclude Synods, or even to de- 
cide as to their relations to the General Synod, but merely make it his duty 
'to decide on the validity of the credentials of the delegates,'" we have only 
to say, that having proved that the Pennsylvania Synod was out of practical 
relations with the General Synod, it was not competent to the President offi- 
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eially io know anj paper or a credential of delegates ftrom that Synod, and 
eonsequently not to receive it at that stage of the meeting eyen for examina- 
iion. The third and farther claim of the protestants, that the Pennsylyania 
Synod exercised only a conceded right in withdrawing firom this body, and 
hence could not have yiolated her claim to full membership, is fallacious, be- 
cause, if such right wot conceded upon her reception into this body, at Win- 
chester in 1868, the retiring President in organising the present CoaveBtion could 
not officially know the fact; for it is not recorded in the Minutes of this body. 
The General Synod can know only such facts as her official acts which have 
a recorded place in her Minutes. The right alluded to as a concession, not 
being on official record, and consequently not binding on this body, the Pre- 
sident could not, of course, respect the claim based upon its assumption. If 
the Pennsylyania Synod had, as she claims, secured such an unusual con- 
eession trftm this body, and one to which she attaches such an immense im- 
portance, and of which she now claims the right to ayail herself, eyen at the 
peril of the life of the General Synod, it is her own oyersight that it was not 
officially entered up(m the Minutes of this Synod, and the consequences of 
anch neglect are of her own procuring. But if such a right, as that claimed, 
had received an official sanction by the General Synod, still, as it was essen- 
tially and necessarily revolutionary in the very nature of the case, this body 
oould have consented to it only as she consents the other integral parts of this 
and every organization have the ultimate right of revolution whenever the 
eontingency justifying its exercise actually occurs. Of course, then she ex- 
pected to regard the Pennsylvania Synod as occupying that necessary relation 
of practical withdrawal whenever the latter body chose to exercise the right 
claimed to have been granted. 

As to the remaining argument upon this point, that ''the principle iip<« 
which the retiring President acted, places it in the power of any future re- 
tiring President to rule out of practical relations any Synod or number of 
Synods, etc.," it may be answered, that it presupposes what is contrary to 
common sense, vis., that future Presidents shall not be capable of distin- 
guishing between the delegates of Synods that remain in loyal obedience 
to the body and those who disloyally and violently sever themselves from it. 

Finally, in regard to their solemn protest against the final action of this 
body in the case of the Pennsylvania Synod, we have only time to say 
that it was announced by the retiring President that an opportunity 
would, no doubt, be given, to present a report or credentials from persons 
claiming to be delegates of the Pennsylvania Synod, immediately after the 
organisation, by the election of officers; that this body did immediately after 
its organization ask for such a report, and invite those brethren to present 
their credentials; that she has repeated this invitation in her last action; and 
that consequently there is no ground whatever for the pathetic complaint and 
the- doleful prophecies with which the protest concludes. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

No more business was 
suggested. 

The time was then most delightfully and profitably employed 
in the services of a prayer meeting. At intervals, a number 
of brethren made short addresses, relating to the experience 
and duties of Christians, and the interests and prospects of Zion. 

All felt that it was good to be there. 

After the final prayer, which was offered by the President, 
all united in singing two stanzas of the 753d hymn, and con- 
cluded with the doxology, number 1006: 

''Praise God, from whom all blesBings flow ; 

Praise Him, all creatures, here below ; 

Praise Him aboye, ye heavenlj host ; 
*" Praise Father, Son, and Holjr Ghost! 

The Synod then adjourned, to meet again in its twenty-third 
Convention, in the city of Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, on the 
third Thursday of May, in the year of our Lord, 1868.

(as last amended.) 

Jesus Christ, the Supreme Head of his Church, having prescribed no entire 
specific directory for government and discipline, and every section of his 
Church being left at full liberty to make such additional regulations to that 
effect, as may be most adapted to its situation and* circumstances, therefore — 
relying upon God our Father, in the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, under 
the guidance and direction of the Holy Spirit in the Word of God, for the pro- 
motion of the practice of brotherly love, to the furtherance of Christian con- 
cord, to the firm establishment and continuance of the unity of the Spirit in 
the bond of peace — We, the Deputies of the '^ German Evangelical Lutheran 
Synod of Pennsylvania and the neighboring States," of the '< German and En- 
glish Evangelical Lutheran Synod in the State of North Carolina and the bor- 
dering States," of the <* Evangelical Lutheran Ministerium in the State of 
New York, and the neighboring States and Countries," and of the ** Evangel- 
ical Lutheran Synod of Maryland and Virginia," &c., for ourselves and our 
successors, do adopt the following fundamental articles, viz : 

ARTICLE I. 

The name, style and title of this Convention shall be: " The Evangelical Lu^ 
theran General Synod of the United States of North America." 

ARTICLE IL 

The General Synod shall consist of the Deputies from the several Evangelic- 
al Lutheran Synodical Conventions in the United States, who may join them- 
selves thereunto, and be duly acknowledged as members thereof in the fol- 
lowing ratio, namely : 

Each Evangelical Lutheran Synod containing eight ministers, may send 
one; if it contain sixteen, two; if twenty-four, three; if thirty-two, four; if 
forty, five; if fifty-five, six; if seventy, seven; if eighty -five, eight; and if 
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it contain one hundred and upwards, nine delegates of the rank of ordained 
ministers, and an equal number of lay delegates. Each Synod at present con- 
nected with this body shall be entitled to at least one clerical, and one lay re- 
presentatiye. 

Each Deputy, appearing in the General Synod according to this ratio, shall, 
except as is hereinafter proTided, enjoy an equal right and Tote with all 
others. Every Synod may choose its deputies in such a way and manner as 
to them may seem proper; and shall pay the travelling expenses of the same 
to and firom the General Synod, until the General Synod shall have established 
for itself a treasury firom which the future expenses may be discharged. 

ARTICLE ni. 

The business of the General Synod shall be as follows, namely: 

Section I. The General Synod shall examine the proceedings of the sev- 
eral Synods and Ministeriums belonging to this association, in order that they 
may obtain some knowledge of the existing state and condition of the Church. 
The several Synods, therefore, shall transmit as many copies of their pro- 
ceedings to the General Synod, as there shall be members contained in the 
General Synod. 

SsoTioN II. Whenever the General Synod shall deem it proper or neces- 
sary, they may propose to the special Synods or Ministeriums, new books or 
writings, such as catechisms, forms of liturgy, collections of hymns for gen- 
eral or special public use in the church. Every proposal of the kind, the 
several or respective Synods may duly consider, and if they, or any of them, 
shall be of opinion, that the said book or books, writing or writings, will not 
conduce to the end proposed, they may reject them, and adopt such liturgical 
books as they 'may think proper. 

But no General Synod can be allowed to possess, or arrogate unto itself 
« the power of prescribing among us uniform ceremonies of religion for every part 
of the Church;" or to introduce such alterations in matters appertaining to 
the faith, or to the mode of publishing the Gospel of Jesus Christ, (the Son of 
God, and ground of our faith and hope,) as might in any way tend to burden 
the consciences of the brethren in Christ. 

Section III. All regularly constituted Lutheran Synods, not now in con- 
nection with the General Synod, receiving and holding with the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of our fathers the Word of God, as contained in the Canon, 
ical Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments, as the only infallible rule of 
faith and practice, and the Augsburg Confession, as a correct exhibition of the 
fundamental doctrines of the Divine Word, and of the faith of our Church 
founded upon that Word, may at any time, become associated with the Gen- 
^ral Synod, by complying with the requisitions of this Constitution, and 
sending delegates to its convention according to the ratio specified in Arti- 
cle II. 

Section IV. With regard to the grades in the Ministry, the General Synod 
may give to the several Ministeriums their deliberate advice, wherein the cir- 
cumstances of time, place, and condition must be duly contemplated, and a 
beneficial uniformity, and actual equality, of rank among the several ministers, 
must, as much as possible, be had in view. The General Synod shall also ad- 
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Tise fuoh rules and regnlations among ike seyeral Synods and Ministeriums, 
as may prevent unpleasant and unfriendly colllsionsi that might otherwise 
arise out of any difference of grades existing among them, or from any other 
possible causes. 

SscTioN y. The General Synod shall not be looked upon as a tribunal of 
appeal; it may, however, be employed in the following cases and after the 
following manner: 

1. The General Synod may give advice or opinion, when complaints shall 
be brought before them, by whole Synods, Ministeriums, Congregations, or 
individual Ministers, concerning doctrine or discipline. They shall, however, 
be extrelnely careful that the consciences of Ministers of the Gospel be not 
burdened with human inventions, laws, or devices, and that no one be op- 
pressed by reason of differences of opinion on non-fundamental doctrines. 

2. If parties, differing in matters of doctrine and discipline, refer the cause 
of difference, in a brotherly manner, to the General Synod, they shall insti- 
tute a close and exact scrutiny and examination thereof, and give their opin- 
^on on the subject of difference, according to their best insight of right, equi- 
ty, brotherly love and truth. 

8. If difference between Synods be referred, the votes thereon shall be 
taken by Synods, and the referring Synods shall have no vote. 

SscTiON YI. The General Synod may devise plans for Seminaries of Edu- 
cation and Missionary Institutions, as well as for the aid of poor ministers, 
and the widows and orphans of poor ministers, and endeavor, with the help 
of God, to carry them into effect. 

SscTioN yil. The General Synod may also institute and create a treasury 
for the effectual advancement of its purposes. 

SiCTioN YIII. The General Synod shall apply all their powers, their prayers 
and their means, towards the prevention of schisms among us, to be sedulously 
and incessantly regardful of the circumstances of the times, and of every ca- 
sual rise 'and progress of unity of sentiment among Christians in general, in 
order that the blessed opportunities to promote concord and unity, and the 
interests of the Redeemer's kingdom, may not pass by neglected and una- 
vailing. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The General Synod shall choose, from among their own number, a Presi- 
dent and a Secretary ; and from among their own number or elsewhere, as 
soon as it may be necessary, a Treasurer. They shall continue in office until 
the next succeeding convention. The same person is at all times re-eligible 
as Secretary or Treasurer ; but no one may be elected President more than 
two conventions in succession, and the same person cannot thereafter be 
elected for the two successively following conventions. 

SncTioN I. The President shall act as chairman of the convention. He 
may make motions, give his opinion, and vote like every other member. 
With the consent and concurrence of the minister of the place where the con- 
vention is held, he shall appoint the several preachers during the convention. 
He shall subscribe all letters, written advices, resolutions and proceedings of 
the Synod. In extraordinary cases, and by request of any one of the acknow- 
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ledged Synode, made known to him in the form of a Synodioal or Minisieriat 
resolution, he may call together special conventions of the Oeneral Synod* 
In ease the business of the Secretary become too burdensome for one person 
to execute, he shall, with the concurrence of the Secretary, appoint an assist- 
ant Secretary, and make known to him what portions of the labors he ought 
to undertake.. 

Section II. The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings, write, 
attest, take care of all the documents and writings, make known the time and 
place of the convention, through the medium of the public prints, at least three 
mooftkv befsvehand; and, in the special or extraordinary cases mentioned in 
the foregoing section, he shall gfre m wUitm ttttice thereof to each of the spe- 
cial Synods or Ministeriums. 

SECTION III. If the President or Secretary, in the intermediate time be- 
tween the conventions, depart this life, resign his Office, or become incapable 
of executing the same, the next in office shall take his place and perform his 
duties ; if it be the Treasurer, then the President shall appoint another Trea- 
surer ad intertm in his stead. 

Section IV. The Treasurer shall keep account of the receipts and expend- 
itures of the Synod. He shall give receipts for all moneys put into his hands. 
He shall not pay any moneys out of his hands but by order of the President, 
attested by the Secretary, in pursuance of a resolution of the Synod to that 
effect. At every convention of the Synod he shall render account. 

ARTICLE V. 

The course of business shall be conducted as follows, vit : 

1. The deputies shall give personal notice of their arrival to the minister of 
the plaoe^ cnr if the congregation be destitute of a minister, to any other per- 
son appointed by th» e^mgregation for the purpose, who shall make known to 
them their place of residence and the place where the session shall be held. 

2. At nine o'clock in the forenoon of the ftrat* week-day of the time of con- 
vention, the sessions shall begin and be opened with prayer. 

8. The President elected by the former convention shall aet as Chairman 
till another President be chosen. In case of his absence, the persona pre- 
sent may, on motion made and seconded, appoint another in his stead. 

4. The members shall give in to the Chairman their attestations or certifi- 
cates. For all the deputies from any one particular Synod, one certificate, 
by the President and attested by the Secretary of that Synod, shall be deemed 
Boffioient, and all the members of the same Synod shall sit together. 

5. If a majority of the deputies of a majority of the Synods attached to the 
General Synod, be present, the business shall go on. If this proportion be 
lacking, the members present may, from time to time postpone the session of 
the convention. 

6. The President, Secretary, and Treasurer shall be elected by ballot<, on 
the first day of the session, and so soon as the members shall have given in 
their certificates. 

7. The Proceedings of the former convention shall be read by the Secretary. 

8. Hereupon follow the several portions of business according to article 
III.,. section for section. 
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9. Now, other mixed motions maj be made, concerning the subjects already 
discussed, or any other matters that may occur. 

10. In conclusion, the General Synod shall appoint, by ballot, the time and 
place of the next conyention; obserying, at all times, howerer, that one con- 
yention at least, be held eyery three years. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The General Synod may make whateyer By-laws they may deem necessary, 
proyided, only, that the said By-laws do not contradict the spirit of the Con- 
stitution. 

No alteration of this Constitution may be made, except by the consent of 
two-thirds of the Synods attached to this Conyention; an exact copy of the 
intended alterations to be sent, by the Secretary, to all the Presidents of the 
District Synods in connection with this body, with the request that they would 
lay them before their respectiye Synods for decision. If, at the subsequent 
meeting of the General Synod, it shall appear from their minutes that two- 
thirds of the Pistrict Synods are in fayor of the alterations, they shall aooord- 
ingly be made.

The Parent Education Society held its meeting during the 
sessions of the General Synod, at 2 o'clock, on the 18th of May, 
1866, at Fort Wayne. The President, Dr. S. W. Harkey took 
the chair. Prayer was offered. 

Rev. Dr. H. L. Baugher sent, per Ber. Dr. C. A. Hay, his 
Report as Corresponding Secretary. After the reading, it was 
accepted. It was ordered to be modified in respect to a recom- 
mendation to dissolve, and adopted as here presented. 

BEPOST. 

Since the movement of the Church in the direction of separate Sjnodieal 
eiucational action, inaugurated at the meeting of the General Synod in 
Dayton, the Parent Education Society retains only its name. Its work is 
done, and it liyes and r^oices in the memory of the past. 

In the place of our usual report, it may be profitable briefly to review the 
operations of the Society from 1835 to the time when it was deprived of the 
honor of being any longer actively useftiL 

Within the period indicated, there were sustained by its funds, in different 
degrees of education, about two hundred young men. The most of these are 
now actively engaged in the work of the ministry, and in teaching in different 
parts of the Church, North, South, East and West. Of this number, sixteen 
have passed away to a better world. Eight or ten have gone into other 
churches to labor, and perhaps as many have gone into secular avocations. 
Our Beneficiaries have occupied the most important positions in the church* 
Four held the position of President in as many colleges. One was a success. 
All teacher of Theology. One is now a distinguished Professor in one of our 
most flourishing colleges. Some of our largest and most intelligent congre- 
gations have chosen a number of them as their pastors. 
. In surveying the field in which the Society has labored for twenty years, 
from 1835 to 1855, our beneficiaries are distinguished from other men in the 
ministry, in nothing except, perhaps, in a higher degree of seal and labori- 
OQsness in the Master's servioe. Their deficiencies and faults are those

wHioh belong to our common humanity. The objections, therefore, which 
are made against beneficiary education, to be properly directed, must lie 
against those who make the selection of the subject, and not against the 
cause itself.

FIRST SESSION. 

The Foreign Missionary Society of the Evangelical Lutheran. 

Church in the United States, assembled in the English Lutheran 

Church, in Fort Wayne, Indiana, at 2 o'clock, P. M., on the 

21st of May, 1866. Rev. C. W. SchaeflFer, D. D., President,. 

n the chair. 

The meeting was opened with prayer, by Rev. P. Raby- 

On motion, a committee was appointed to nominate officers 
for the Society. This committee consisted of Rev. Mr. Officer,, 
Rev. Dr. Passavant, Rev. Dr. Harkey, Dr. Willet, and Hon. 
Mr. Kiigler. 

The Report of the Executive Committee was then read hy 
the Corresponding Secretary, Rev. J. Z. Senderling, and unani- 
mously adopted, with the exception of the concluding paragraph, 
referring to the retiring of the Executive Committee. The fol- 
lowing extracts from the report were ordered to be inserted in 
the published Minutes : 

BEFOST. 

Thirteenth Report of the Executive Committee of 
THE Foreign Missionary Society, of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church in the. United States. 

Respected Brethren : 

In offering their Thirteenth Report, the Committee feel called upon tip 
render thanksgiving to Almighty God, who has so maryellousl/ preserved the 
integrity of these United States, and conseqnentTy the name of our Society — 
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The Foreign Missionary Society of the Evangelical Lutheran Church in the 
United States ; who has vouchsafed peace again to our distracted country ; 
and who has very mysteriously brought about such grand results, in the 
glorious emancipation of four millions of bondmen. Our country is now 
really, absolutely, and, as we belieye, permanently, <<The land of the free," 
as it has been and is "the home of the brave." 

The grand experiment of an enlightened and Christian Republic has passed 
through A fiery fumance, heated seven times hotter than ever before ; has 
lived in it, come out of it, and still lives unhurt, to the joy of the whole 
earth. In God we trusted. To God, the Eternal, be ceaseless praises, honor 
and glory ascribed. 

Your Committee first notice a painful event, which has filled them with 
deep sorrow ; we allude to the sudden and mysterious disappearance of one 
of our committee, the Rev. Dr. James L. Schock, a beloved, estimable, and 
worthy oo-laborer with us. He has not been heard of since the 29th of 
October, 1864. We bow submissively to that inscrutable Providence which, 
has bereaved us, and leave the event where it is, enveloped in mystery. 

Our Missions in India and Africa are steadily advancing in interest and 
importance. Out Missionaries have labored faithfully and effectively, and 
to the extent of their ability. They are doing what they can, and more than 
they would be obliged to do if there was a greater force in the field. The 
burdens are too heavy for those dear brethren. One ordained Missionary with 
his companion is immediately needed in the Palnaud. Two families ought to 
go there, for the purposes of society, as well as to help to cultivate that ex- 
tensive and wide field. Another Mission family should go out forthwith to 
Guntoor, to assist brother Unangst, and occupy the vacant mission house. 
Two others ought to be sent to Rajahmundry, where there are also two mis- 
sion houses ; and yet another, to Samulcotta, now vacant by the removal of 
Brother Long to Ri^ahmundry. Many villages around each station are 
awakened, and are begging for teachers and schools. A rich and bountiful 
harvest is ripening throughout the whole extent of our India Mission. Nearly 
two hundred inquirers are now under instructions. In the Palnaud, Mr. 
Cully informs us, there are 1 45, now waiting for the arrival of Bro. Unangst, 
to be admitted into the Church. Two more families should be sent to Africa, 
to assist and relieve Brother Eistler. No less than six or seven Missionaries 
.are immediately wanted, and if found, should be appointed. Every letter we 
xeceive conveys the prayer, ''send us more laborers." This has been the 
appeal to you Lutherans, from the death bed of Walter Gunn, to that of Wm. 
£. Snyder, and from that time to this. The appeals come with increasing 
easnestness, with holy yearning, and travail of soul, "Come over and help us." 
They sound as if all the harvest was perishing through lack of helpers. Jesus 
-Christ oommands you to separate the men for this great work. Then again, 
some brethren may ask, what of our China Mission, and when are the men 
to go ? Have we not a China Fund, amounting to eight or nine hundred dol- 
lars ? But we ask, where are the men for that inviting field ? The response 
must come from the Churches, Colleges or Seminaries of Learning and Theo- 
logy. Will it be given ? After that terrible baptism of blood, and the wails 
that have gone over our land over our thousands of young men fallen in the 
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field of battle, will ye not hear the voice of your God, <' separate yourselves, 
or your sons for the work of the Missionary"? Another baptism of a merciful 
character, and by the Holy Ghost, has been granted to the churches, to 
multitudes of families and of young men. God speaks once more, ** separate 
laborers from those thousands of converts, for the distant field." 
We would report now specially upon each of our missionary stations. 

« 

BAJAHMUNDKT. 

We are sorry to announce to you, that Brother Gronning and his family have 
gone home. Mrs. Gronning's impaired health and her extreme debility, are 
the reasons which he assigns. For the past two years he has been irriting 
about her feeble state, and soliciting means to send her back to her native 
land. The means would have been sent by your Committee but for the war 
pressure, the diminished state of our Treasury, and the high rates of ex- 
ehange. We had contemplated to send his wife to the Hills, where the Ger- 
man Mission on the coast has a very large house, to which their invalids 
resort during the* hot season. The Missionaries had kindly offered her a 
place of refuge in their spacious house; but when on the way and only five 
miles from home, she was attacked a second time with fever. After remain- 
ing there two months she was brought home in a palanquin, ^ a very feeble 
state. To add to their sorrows and cares their youngest child (the only one 
in India) was taken ill with fever. This has been, he writes, <*the hardest 
time in my life." The Doctor upon being consulted advised, that Mrs. G. 
must go to Europe as soon as she is able, but not alone, her husband must 
go with her. Before their departure, their youngest child was attacked by 
cholera, and in some twelve hours was a corpse. This last affliction was a 
most grievous one, and for a while completely unmanned him. <*If his 
mother," he wrote in one of his letters, <* could have left, as we desired, be- 
fore the hot season, all- probably would have been right. So all said. But 
for the Mission's sake we remained." In his letter of 15th September last, he 
states, <* Yesterday, I gave over the charge of the Mission to Mr. Long, and 
B. v., we intend to leave for Europe by the next steamer, taking the overland 
route. I cannot write more ; our hearts are bleeding ; my labor is at an end 
for the present. Last Sunday 11 persons were baptized, and 40 natives with 
7 others, ourselves, Mr. Long, &c., celebrated the Lord's Supper. May the 
Lord Jesus continue to accomplish his great work here and every where ! 
I have written a short account of this Mission for three years, 1862, 1863, 
1864, and the last nine months, ending with September, 1865, sending it to 
the contributors of our Mission here, and with a little change in words I 
have transcribed the same in a book which I leave with Mr. Long. I will 
now send you the original papers, by which you may ascertain the ^tate of 
the Mission. Meanwhile, looking only at the success of the cause in which 
I have had the honor to be engaged for so many years, I wish you now, as 
always, God's rich blessing, and much success in your work. May you be 
able to send forth many laborers into your harvest, remembering that the 
kingdom of God does not consist in word, but in power. With a heavy and 
afflicted heart, I now say, — Farewell, dear Brethren; the Lord Jesus be with 

you and yours. Yours, sincerely, 

"C. W. GRONNING." 
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We will now endeavor to present a very brief abstract of the above reports, 
which are four in number, embracing three years and nine months. Each 
Report has appended to it an account of donations by the friends of the 
Mission in Rajahmundry, and also of the expenditure of the same. 

1. Report for Dec. 81st, 1862. — "The design of these reports is to show 
the donors how their contributions and donations have been spent, and how 
the Mission is prospering." During the last nine or ten years, four Brah- 
mins had been employed as Telugu teachers in various villages, but as 
they made very little progress in teaching the children, they were dismissed, 
and the schools were closed at the end of April. The English school 
was almost in a state of dissolution, having only 26 scholars, of whom only 
a few could read a little. The number of scholars, however, has increased 
to 45, of whom the majority learn only Telugu. It was continued, because 
it seemed to afford a good opportunity of teaching the fundamental truths of 
our holy religion, and of forming a connecting link between the people and 
the Mission. A more important and promising branch of the Mission is the 
girls' and boys' boarding school, of whom there are four of each sex. In 
connection with the boys' school is the girls' day school. It is gratifying to 
see thirty little girls, who seem to be anxious to learn, listening attentively 
to the narratic^ of stories from the Bible, some of which they commit to mem- 
oryt The colporteur Joseph, who commenced his work about eight months 
ago,ha8 sold not a few copies of the Gospels, and sent the funds to the Madras 
Bible Society. The people of the district have received numerous tracts and 
books gratuitously. Telugu service is held twice every Sunday. The very 
poor of the place come twice a week, and after having heard the word of 
God, a small sum is given each, by way of alms. There are four candidates 
for baptism, who appear to be very sincere. God willing, they may be soon 
admitted into the congregation. "Our work," he says, "is uphill work, but 
we know and believe that the Disposer of all events has his divine and secret 
plan, which he will carry out in due time." "Faithful is he that has called 
us, he will do it." Financial account. Local donations for the Mission, 677 
Rupees. With this he paid towards colporteur, teachers, boarding children 
and day scholars, 472 Rupees ; and to Mr. Cully, 200 Rupees. On the opposite 
page he gives an account of the poor fund, what he received and paid out 
for the benefit of the poor. Every donor's name and gift are carefully and 
accurately noted down, whilst the same particularity and correctness reach 
the whole expenditure. 

2. Report for 1863.— "With hope and fear," says Brother Gronning, "I 
entered upon the work of this Mission, at the beginning of the year, con- 
cluding from past experience I had much reason to hope for some little 
success, relying on the promise, " My word shall not return unto me void." 
However, the fear of falling short of. the most necessary funds, on account 
of the unhappy war in America, and consequently of performing the work 
of the Lord deficiently, could not be avoided. But I am thankful to say, that 
the barrel of meal has not wasted ; neither did the cruse of oil fail." Dur- 
ing the past year I had the privilege of admitting four adults into our con- 
gregation, who, as far as man can judge seem to adorn the doctrine of God 
our Saviour, by a consistent conduct." He speaks of several other persons 
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from other villages who are sincere inquirers, and who express desires of 
joining the church of Christ Two families in B. and in another village 
are preparing themselves for admittance. In the Telugu schools 60 boys 
^rere on the list. A new Telugu school was opened in Dorolaishwarum with 
25 scholars. In the boarding school are 6 boys and three girls. The girls, 
day school had been steadily increasing. A very strict economy is observed 
in all fiscal matters. The catechist and colporteur have been selling and 
distributing books and tracts in many villages, and preaching the word of the 
cross according to their grace and ability. **Ihave tried," he states, "to 
do the same in some villages, and here in the Bazaar. May God give the 
increase !" 

He received ftrom different persons for the Mission, 1436 Bupees; and ex- 
pended 1254 Rupees. This includes 254 Rupees paid for teachers, and 600 
Bupees paid for the Palnaud Mission, exclusive of 8 teachers. The boarders 
and girls' day school cost 400 Rupees. The Poor Fund amounted to 225 Bs. 
He expended 238 Rupees. — The recipients of these alms were poor travelers, 
a poor widow, 30 poor heathens, and 80 poof persons who on new year's day 
received pieces of cloth. 

3. Repobt fob 1864. — "Another year, with its sorrows and joys, trials 
and successes, is closing upon us. When we look forward, a year appears 
like a book whose contents are unknown to us^ more especially to a Christian 
Missionary among the heathen. The mysterious year book contains always 
four questions, which the Author and preserver of our lives is solving accord- 
ing to his all-wise providence and the guidance of his Holy Spirit. Ist. Have 
we sufficient grace and wisdom to be able ministers of the new covenant, 
meeting the wants of the people, laboring under the influence of the Holy 
Spirit ? 2nd. Will our feeble efforts be crowned with success ? 3d. Will 
God keep us in health and strength to carry on the work ? 4th. In what 
way will he provide for our temporal wants ? To these questions he gives 
answers; which, however, are too lengthy Cor this report." He states the 
following facts : A catechist and colporteur have been engaged in visiting 
the Bazaar and surrounding villages, from time to time, reading to the peo- 
ple and addressing them. During the last year Brother Gronning visited 
nearly 50 villages. In all we distributed copies of the Gospel and tracts. 
The whole number that are entirely supported by the Mission amount to 50 
sometimes 60 persons. The expenditure, including the salaries of teachers, 
is about 40 Rupees per month. During the year a greater number than 
before applied, and received baptism. Brother Gronning passes his lament- 
ations over the war in America, especially as it prevented a great many 
from contributing to the cause of the Prince of Peace ; but still he gratefully 
acknowledges that some have contributed the necessary funds for their pres- 
ent wants. He has opened a happier year than the king of his fatherland, 
Denmark. "May we all feel rich in Him who became poor for usl" 

4. Bepobt for 1865. — Brother Gronning dwells here upon his afflictions 
and sore bereavement. His wife had been called upon to make a sacrifice, 
that of her youngest son, before she could leave the Mission field, into which 
she had entered 15 years ago. He feels very thankful to all kind friends in 
India and elsewhere, who have enabled him to support a teacher* in the Pal- 
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naud for two years and a half, at 600 Rupees per annum, and for their kind 
assistanoe in helping him to pay his expenses home. The English-Telugu 
school has suffered somewhat from the death of the Telugu teacher, and the 
removal of the English teacher who had entered the Police Department. 
There are from 60 to 60 pupils in the girls' school, whose poverty requires 
a monthly distribution of alms. In three other Tillages there are schools 
containing about 50 scholars. The most promising circumstances in this 
Mission are the inquirers who come in now and then to Rijahmundry, to hear 
the Gospel, desiring baptism. There have been 84 persons admitted by the 
ordinance of baptism, of whom 20 are adults, and 14 are children, of the 
ages of 12, 10 and 6 years. 

In taking leave of this beloved Missionary, your Committee feel constrained 
to pay a passing tribute to his character. We have regarded him as a most 
conscientious and faithful servant of God, a true Missionary of the cross of 
Jesus Christ, a man of enlarged views, of integrity of purpose, of rich ex- 
perience, and of an humble and self-denying spirit. He was always intent 
upon his Mission work, delighting in it, wisely arranging and faithfully 
carrying out his plans, always looking to the Great Lord of the vineyard for 
counsel and success. He has been long in the field — ^nearly twenty years. 
He would have tarried longer there, but for the stern necessity which called 
him away — he had to accompany his poor and afflicted wife home to their 
native land. The Lord bless and reward them, with restored health, with 
many happy years, and finally, at life's closing scene, with a calm and peace- 
ful end ! 

37ie successor of Brother Oronning, is Rev. Adam Long, recently of Samul- 
cotta. In a letter dated 10th of last January, he states that he took charge 
of this station on the 19th of last September. In making this removal he did 
not abandon his former field, but has visited it and Cocanada four times. 
He had also visited two out stations, distant from this place, respectively, 10 
and 20 miles. In these places, as well as in Samulcotta, houses of worship 
are needed. '^We had hoped to commence building," he says, *^ immediately 
in the latter place, but our friends, I fear, will not justify our doing so.'* 
The work in Rajahmundry has been carried on, essentially, in all respects, 
as it was previous to his taking charge of this Station. A few more boarders 
have been received. At Samulcotta, on the 17th December, ult., he baptized 
three adults, and two children. At Rajahmundry on the 24th, 8 adults and 
1 child. In a letter dated January 28th, ult., he takes a retrospective view 
of the field in which the Lord has permitted him to labor. Services were 
held every Sabbath for Christians, and until he came to Rajahmundry, he 
preached every Sunday evening in Peddapoor. The Lord's Supper was cele- 
brated three times in Samulcotta, and once in Rajahmundry. Cocanada was 
visited once a week, on the regular market day. He made three tours during 
the year, on which he visited 104 towns and villages. He and a colporteur 
circulated in these and other villages 3,940 tracts or small books. They also 
distributed 861 Scripture portions, and 82 New Testaments, also 2 Bibles. 

All these were in the vernacular tongue ; besides these they sold a number 
of English Scriptures, and of other books. 

The following is a brief statistical view of the Missions of Samulcotta and 
Rajahmundry : 
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Samtlcotta. — Congregation 1 ; Commnnieuits 16; Bapiiief c^<1i«a H; 
Colportenr 1 ; School 1. 

Bajahmc^tdbt. — Congregation 1 ; Communicants 47 ; Adults Baptiicd, (not 
communicants) 14; Children Baptized 31 ; — Total 92. Adults were Baptiied 
during the year 29; and Children 15; — Total during the year 44. Catechists 
2, one employed by the Madras Bible Society. Boys* schools 2 ; Girls* 
school 1; Teachers 4 — ^maleS, female 1. Boarding Scholars 6; Colporteur 1. 

Brother Long, in concluding, remarks, "that these figures do not indicate 
the work in its whole extent." The Committee would add, that considering 
the consecutive labor, in this Mission field, of Messrs. Valeth, Qronning and 
Heise, of Heyer, Cutter and Long, then again of Gronning, and now of Long, 
the grand total of results from the aggressiye work of all these laborers, 
upon thousands, yes, ten thousands of minds, can never be told nor estimated 
in this world. 

OrKTOOB. 

The Committee continue to receive cheering accounts Arom this Mission. 
There is a mixture of complaints, occasionally in the letters of our Mission- 
ary, which respect the restraints, necessarily imposed upon him, touching 
the extension of their work, from the want of adequate fUnds, and more 
laborers. Brother Unangst writes under date of 8th January last, as follows : 
'*It gives me great pleasure to say, that 64 of our native christians here par- 
took of the Lord's supper last evening, together with 4 from Ri^jahmundry, 
and 2 from Ellore. I also had the pleasure of baptizing three adults, yester- 
day morning. These added to the 71 mentioned in my report make 74 com- 
muning members at present belonging to our congregation. In addition 
to the number of inquirers reported for this field, I have reason to believe 
that there are many others, scattered among the different villages, whom I 
have not had time to visit. A reinforcement of Missionaries would be a great 
blessing to these poor people ; for then our work would be so distributed as 
to enable us to work more effectually. Please, therefore, to send them ; and 
the Lord will furnish the means for their support." 

Statistics, 1865. — Congregation 1; Communing members 71; Adults 
Baptized during the year 10; Infants Baptized during th^year 10; baptised 
prior to 1865, 288; Telugu schools 7 ; Teachers 6; Boys 79; Girls 44; Colpor- 
teur 1 ; Inquirers 60. 

The English vernacular school has been closed from want of flinds; hence 
our Brother's complaints. Mr. Unangst informs us that the distribution of 
tracts and of the Holy Scriptures has been vigorously prosecuted. The Col- 
porteur's report shows that in 7 months 850 tracts have been circulated. Three- 
fourths of these were of 2 and 4 pages each ; 85 copies of the Old Testament 
in Telugu have been sold, and 150 Gospels distributed gratuitously among the 
people. The Colporteur's journal, which has been sent to us, informs us how 
these books are generally received, viz : for the purpose of knowing the truth. 

THS PALNAUP. 

Since the return of Brother Gronning to Europe, this has been under the 
supervision of Mr. Unangst. Mr. R. E. Cully, who is a very worthy man» 
and who appears deeply interested in the cause of Jesus Christ, is head 
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teacher in the Palnaud, and as such, has the superyision of all the schools, 
and a sort of sub-supervision over the congregations. In one of his last 
letters he thus alludes to the response given last summer, by the churches and 
' Sunday-schools, to our appeal in his behalf, and to the action of your Com- 
mittee. "You can but faintly conceive the delight and thankfulness with 
which your very kind letter was received and read by us. The kind wishes, 
the expressions of Christian love and sympathy, and the favorable resolutions 
of the Committee, respecting my wants, have all so deeply impressed us, that 
we were at once constrained to lift up our hearts in grateful praise to our 
gracious God above,'' &c. He speaks of the transfer of the Mission to the 
supervision of Rev. Mr. Unangst. He refers with a sorrowing heart to the 
afflictions in Brother Gronning's family, which have caused his departure 
from the Mission field. In his report of 16th October last, he gives us an. 
account of the Mission agents, the people of their congregations, the children 
of their schools, and of the heathen around them. But the length of this 
report'forbids even an abstract here. 

Statistics, 1865. — Communing members 125 ; Children 150, (whole number 
275;) Telugu schools 7; Teachers 7; Scholars 60; Boys 50, Girls 10; Inqui- 
rers 145 ; Colporteurs 2. 

AFBICAN MISSION. 

Permit us now to turn your attention to another interesting and successful 
Mission of our church. We say, as a learned and worthy brother of the 
faith once said to the Secretary, respecting our India Mission : "Somebody 
must be praying for this Mission." For, during its brief history, other and 
contiguous missions have arisen and disappeared. The uniform testimony of 
all our Missionaries in Africa has been strong in its favor. Brother Kistler 
is full of praises in its behalf; so much so, that he fears the charge of egotism. 
But let me refer you to an address of Hon. Abraham Hanson, Commissioner 
and Consul General of the United States to Liberia, delivered by him before 
the Forty-ninth meeting of the American Colonization Society, (in the First 
Presbyterian Church, Washington, D. C.,) on the 16th of last January. This 
able address is in the African Repository for March, 1866. Mr. Hanson 
speaks thus: "The Muhlenberg or Lutheran Mission, on the St. Paul's 
river, is, according to my humble opinion, moving in a manner, and in a 
direction, which promises more general, gratifying, important, and perma- 
nent results than can be readily conceived or set forth. The indefatigable 
Missionary, Rev. Mr. Eistler, bestows his labors chiefly upon re-captured or 
liberated Africans, and other aborigines, who are instructed in manual labor, 
in a knowledge of letters, and in the doctrines of the Christian religion." 
Mr. Eistler, in one of his last letters, states that "the farm school" is admir- 
ed by many, if not by all visitors. In a letter dated Muhlenberg, Angus 
17th, 1865, he gives the following exhibit of the Mission, the number of 
children, and condition of things in general. "There are now," he says, 
"belonging to the Mission, 41 children — 26 boys and 15 girls. There are 
also 5 girls and 5 boys married, who are living on the reservation, on ten acre 
lots. There are, therefore, in all who have been at the Mission, 51 persons 
now there. Besides these, 5 have died at the mission. Of the 51, — 23 are 
members of our infant church. We hold our communion four times a year* 
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Oar preaching, weekly prayer meetings. Sabbath school, and other religions 
exercises are well attended. The children are making very creditable pro- 
gress in the school. Three — 2 boys and 1 girl are rendering important aid 
in teaching. Each teaches about half an hour a day. '*The Missionary 
work," continues Mr. Kistler, *< is a delightful work. To see forty or fifty 
youths lowing up under our immediate superrision, and one by one forsak- 
ing their superstitious notions and their idolatrous habits, and dedicating 
themselves to the Lord, is most cheering, most delightful." Indeed your 
Committee would reiterate, so far it is most cheering. But there are lights 
and shades in the history of every mission. We cannot refrain from express- 
ing our regret, that the founder of this Mission, and the general and financial 
agent of our Society, felt himself constrained to tender his resignation to. the 
Executiye Committee, Deceihber 7th, 1864, retiring entirely from the foreign 
department of our Mission work. At the meeting of the above date, held in 
Albany, N. Y., '* the Committee expressed their great satisfaction with the 
services of Brother Officer, in connection with the financial agency." They 
also expressed ** their most cordial regret, because of the necessity requiring 
his presence in another field of labor, invoking the favor of God upon him 
and his efforts in future, for the honor of Jesus' name." Brother Officer 
reported, that there was paid on the Altemus Legacy into the African Fund, 
$657 15. Besides this, a note for $300, due October 27th, 1865, was given by 
Mr. Nicholas Altemus, of Indiana Co., Pa., executor uf the Will of the late 
Adam Altemus. These sums make six-sevenths of the Altemus Legacy of 
$1000, bequeathed to the African Mission, or the six shares that were volun- 
tarily released by the heirs who were of age, and who could, under the laws 
of Pennsylvania, have claimed the money. 

The Committee would also report the return of Brother H. Heigerd from 
this Mission, on account. of ill health. He was entirely prostrated in body, 
unable to continue his work in the Mission, where he had labored so faith- 
fully and successfully. Nothing could save him but a return to this country. 
He arrived in New York, December 11th, 1864. His wife had preceded him 
to the same place, where she has since died. Mr. Heigerd has lately written 
us that his health is now good. He has a conditional appointment to Africa, 
but has not yet accepted it. We have met with another dark and mysterious 
providence in the early failure of the health of Brother Rice and his com- 
panion. His will was good, his love for his work true, but his frail constitu- 
tion very -soon gave way, under that withering climate which is so fatal to 
the white man. He landed in New York on the 26th of last July. He was 
just seven months and one week in the Mission service. In consequence of 
the want of laborers, Brother Eistler employed a Miss Mary Daoney as 
teacher, who came well recommended by Hon. Mr. James and Prof. Blag^en* 
She labored acceptably some three months, and then died. A Mrs. Bums, 
widow of the well-known Bp. Burns, of Liberia, succeeded her ; who is 
very competent as teacher, &c., and is very acceptable in her services. A 
young man by the name of Jacobs, lately from the Presbyterian Mission , has 
joined Brother Kistler's force, who is destined to be a valuable helper in the 
work for which he is preparing. We would inform the brethren that the 
African available fund is now overdrawn, by nearly $500 ; which must be 
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taken out of the $1000 inyested. The returning Missionaries, and a heavy 

shipment of Goods to Africa, dent off on the 24th of last March, have made 

heavy drafts upon our treasury. Brethren, a native force is now in this 

Mission in due course of preparation, which, through God's blessing, will be 

a mighty power for good in that dark land. We depend upon you, to say 

whether the legitimate results now anticipated, and ardently desired, shall 

be realized or not. To be realized, you must immediately and liberally lift 

subscriptions, and send out a reinforcement forthwith. <<0h,'* says Mr. 

Hanson, to whom I have referred, <<0h, for a host of honest, upright, earnest, 

devoted, self-sacrificing, well-instructed men, to go forth, and enter this 

rich, ripe field!"

The Committee appointed to prepare a Minute on the death of Bev. Adam 
Long respectfuUj report as follows : 

The Rey. Adam Long and his wife, in company with Rev. W. E. Snyder 
and Rey. E. Unangst and their wives, sailed for India, November 21st, 1857, 
and entered upon their mission work at Rajahmundry, April Ist, 1858. He 
subsequently founded a new station at Samulcotta, from which place he again 
returned to Rajahmundry, September 5th, 1865, to supply the place of Bro. 
Gronning, who with his wife, on account of the poor health of the latter, 
had gone home to Germany. Brother Long was engaged in yigorously pros- 
ecuting his work and labor of loye, up to the 5th of March last, when it 
pleased the Lord to remove him from his labors, to his rest above ; having 
been about seven months in Rajahmundry, and almost eight years in your 
service. He was a devoted Missionary, deeply pious, a man of much prayer, 
always active and at his post of duty. Far and wide he visited the numerous 
villages around him, scattering the good seed of the word of God, sowing 
beside all waters. He distributed copiously tracts and small books, along 
with copies of the New Testament and the Bible. He made impressions upon 
the minds and hearts of thousands of heathen which will never be forgotten, 
and which will, we believe, bring forth in God's own time abundance of pre- 
cious fruit. This death is a sad bereavement to his heart-stricken widow, 
and to his jQitherless children, and a very heavy loss to our India Mission, 
especially at this juncture of its history. We therefore submit the following 
resolutions : 

1. Resolved^ That we bow in humble submission to this dispensation of Di- 
vine Providence, meekly saying, *<Even so, Father; for so it seemed good in 
thy sight." 

2. Retohedf That we tender to his widow and fatherless children our kind 
and affectionate condolence, and our prayerful remembrance. 
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S. Resolved, That we sympathiie with our missionaries in India in their 
afflictions, both on account of the loss of a friend and a brother, and on ac- 
count of the heavy tax upon their toils and cares by this loss. 

4. Resolved, That the death of Bro. Long', like the death of the lamented 
Gunn and Snyder, is to be regarded as the voice of God, calling upon us to 
immediately fill up the ranks of the fallen. 

5. Resolved, That we assure our surviving missionaries that we will not 
cease to pray and labor for their preservation, success and re-enforcement, 
and for the Hieans which are necessary to help them to carry on their mission. 

6. Resolved, That a copy of this Report and these resolutions be sent to the 
widow of Bro. Long, and to Bro. Unangst.

mmiTE OK MRS. LOREKA OUKN. 

It becomes the sad duty of this Society to chronicle, at its present meeting, 
the death of Mrs. Lorena Gunn, the widow of Rev. Walter Gunn, our first mis- 
q^onary to India. Mrs. Gunn died at Springfield, Ohio, November 7th, 1866, 
after a brief and painful illness, which she bore with great resignation. Her 
end was full of peace and hope. Her life had been hid with Christ in God, 
and when the summons came, it was no unwelcome message. 

Mrs. Gunn was born in the State of New York, January 17th, 1816. She 
was confirmed at an early age, and in the spring of 1843 was married to Rev. 
Mr. Gunn, and sailed with him to India the following November. As a de- 
voted wife and exemplary Christian, she labored among the benighted chil- 
dren of idolatry with much zeal, patience and success till her husband's 
death in July, 1861. Two years later she returned to America, and settled at 
Springfield, Ohio. She brought two interesting children with her, — Luther 
and Ella. The latter died in September, 1863, just as she was blooming into 
womanhood, and the former fell mortally wounded at the battle of Eenesaw 
Mountain, June, 1864. Bereft of all her loved ones, Mrs. Gunn endured 
calmly the terrible blows which laid them low, and with serene faith awaited 
the hour of her own departure. In view of the above facts, the following 
resolutions are put on record : 

1. Resolved, That this Society has heard with sort*ow of the death of Mrsk 
Lorena Gunn, whose services in India, and subsequent deep interest and fer- 
vent prayers in behalf of the missionary cause, endeared her to every mem- 
ber of the Society. 

2. Resolved, That in the strong faith and humble piety of Mrs. Gunn, 
we have an exemplification of what Divine grace can do for those who yield 
to its influence. 

8. Resolved, That the deep waters of affliction through which the deceased 
passed in her earthly pilgrimage, borne so patiently by her, attest the truth 
of the Apostle's declaration : << The Lord loveth whom he chasteneth, and 
scourge th every son whom he feceiveth."

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4. Reaolvedf That we sincerely sympathize with the suryiTing sisters and 

relatiyes, from whom the Lord has removed one so well beloTed, and so 

worthy of their affection ; and we will unite with them in cherishing her 

memory and imitating her piety.

CONSTITUTION 

OV THB 

FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY 

or 

IN THE UNITED STATES. 



(As amended in 1841.) 



Abticle I. The name of this Society shall be <*Thb Foreign Missionabt 
Society of the EvANaEUCAL Lutheban Ghubch of the United States;" 
and shall embrace all churches and *lndiyiduals who may comply with the 
conditions of this Constitution. 

Abtigle n. The object of this Society is to promote the Foreign Mis- 
sionary spirit, and to assist in extending the knowledge of our blessed Lord 
and Sayiour Jesus Christ, throughout the habitable world. 

Abticle III. Any person may become a member of this Society, by the 
annual payment of one dollar or more ; the payment of twenty-fire dollars 
shall constitute him or her a member for life. Honorary members may be 
elected by the Society at the regular meetings. 

Abticle IV. The officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice-Presi- 
dents, an Executive Committee of five, a Recording and a Corresponding Sec- 
retary, a Treasurer and ' two Auditors, and such other officers as shall from 
time to time be found necessary ; all of whom shall continue in office until 
others are chosen. All officers shall be elected at the regular meetings of the 
Society, at which nine members shall constitute a quorum. 

Article V. It shall be the duty of the President, and, in his absence, of 
the oldest Vice-President present, to preside at all meetings of the Society 
and to perform such other official acts as shall at any time be assigned him 
by the Society. 

Article VI. It shall be the duty of the Recording Secretary to keep a 
record of all the proceedings, and to notify the meetings of the Society at the 
eall of the President. 
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AnTiCLE VII. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct and superintend 
the correspondence of the Society, and of the Executire Committee^ of which 
he shall be an ex officio member. 

Article VIII. The Treasurer shall take charge of the Society's funds, 
and shall keep for the Society all moneys, notes, bonds, and other evidences 
of property ; and shall pay out money only by order of the Executire Com- 
mittee, taking proper vouchers for all moneys -paid out, aud keeping an accu- 
rate account of the Society's receipts and expenditures. He shall make a full 
report to the Society at each regular meeting, properly audited, of the receipts 
and expenditures, and he shall also make a quarterly exhibition of the state 
of the funds to the Executive Committee ; and, whenever called upon by the 
Executive Committee, he shall exhibit his books, accounts, vouchers, and 
other evidences of property. He may be required by the Executive Commit- 
tee to give bonds for the faithful execution of his trust. 

Article IX. The Auditors shall examine the books and vouchers of the 
Treasurer annually, and if they shall find his accounts correctly kept and 
well vouched, they shall give a certificate accordingly, which certificate they 
shall enter in full in the Treasurer's book, and cause a duplicate to be trans- 
mitted to the Society^ with the Treasurer's account or regular report. 

Article X. The Executive Committee shall have the charge and manage- 
ment of the various interests and operations of the Society, taking all proper 
measures to excite and cherish a Foreign Missionary spirit. They shall en- 
deavor to procure suitable missionaries; to encourage theological students 
to devote themselves to the work of Foreign Missions; to bring all the 
churches, by auxiliary societies and otherwise, to contribute liberally and regu- 
larly to the Foreign Missionary cause; to direct the Secretary and Treasurer 
in the performance of their duties ; to appoint such other local or travelling 
agents as may be necessary to the vigorous prosecution of the business in- 
trusted to them ; and to report to the Society at each of its meetings a full 
account of their proceedings. They shall meet as often as necessary, and 
three of their number shall constitute a quorum at any regular me^ting. 
They may adopt any By-Laws not inconsistent with the Constitution of this 
Society. 

Article XI. The meetings of this Society shall be held . annually at such 
time and place as they may fix upon. 

Article XII. Any Society may become auxiliary to this Society, by 
adopting the general principles of this Constitution, and resolving to co-ope- 
rate with them; and the officers of auxiliary societies shall be ez officio mem- 
bers of the Barent Society. 

Article XIII. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any regu- 
lar meeting, by a vote of two-thirds of the members present; the proposed 
alteration either having been recommended by the Executive Committee, or 
having been submitted to the Society at a previous meeting.

The Home Missionary Society of the General Synod assem- 
bled in the Lutheran Church under the pastoral care of Rev. 
Wm. P. RuthrauflF, at Fort Wayne, Ind., at 2 b clock, May 22, 
1866. 

In the absence of the President, one of the Vice-Presidents, 
Rev. Dr. Harkey, took the chair, and the meeting was opened 
with appropriate religious exercises. 

KOMIHATIHa OOHMITTEE. 

After the reading of the Minutes, a Committee was appointed 
to nominate officers. 

EEFOBT OF EXEOUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

The report of the Executive Committee was thereupon pre- 
sented, as follows : 

BEPOBT OF THE EXECUTIYB COMMITTEE OF THE HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

In presenting their Ninth Report, the Executive Committee would acknow- 
ledge the goodness of God as displayed towards our Mission work during the 
past two years. Impressed with the necessity of d. General Superintendent 
of Missions, as recommended, we were fortunate in securing the services of 
Rev. M. Officer, so well and favorably known to the Church as most emi- 
nently qualified for this work ; who entered upon its duties November 1st, 
1864, and has continued until the present. 

The subjoined is an exhibit of our operations : 

Item lit. Synods co-operating with the Society, and the Proportion they consH- 
tute of the General Synod, 

The following Synods have been in active co-operation with the Society 
during the past two years, viz.: Synod of Maryland, West Pennsylvania, 
Wittenberg, East Ohio, Melanchthon, East Pennsylvania, Olive Branch, 
Northern Indiana, Iowa, and Miami. Thirty dollars were contributed by the 
Synod of Kentucky, recently disbanded. These constitute about one-third 
of the General Synod. 
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Item 2d. The Amount of Funds received in 1864 and 1865. 

From the Synod of Maryland, $548.00; West Pennsylvania, $603.69; 
Miami, $83.00; Wittenberg, $307.16; East Ohio, $666.00; Melanchthon, 
$100.00; East Pennsylvania, $800.00; Northern Indiana, 76.15; Olive 
Branch, $100.90 ; Iowa, $20.65. Total, $3305.65. Amount collected by the 
General Superintendent, $1876.74. Amount received from missionaries, 
$149.71. 

Item dd. The Remits of the 8ociety*a OperatioM. 

Whole number of Missionaries assisted, 42. Number withdrawn, 21. Of 
this number, a larger proportion withdrew because their congregations be- 
came self-sustaining, some removed into other fields of labor, and several 
were discontinued. None have died. Number at present on the funds, 21,

Item 4:th, The Prospects of the Field. 

We find the prospects of the field such as to oiTer increased demand for 
mission work ; more especially the Great West, The sections we regard as 
most important for missionary effort, and more urgently calling for it, are Mis- 
souri, Iowa and Minnesota. In each of these States there is a number of 
important cities — centres of influence, demanding increased attention ; such 
as Jefferson City, Hannibal, Macon City, St. Louis, Sedalia, &c., in Missouri; 
Quincy, His., &c.; and other equally important points not so well known to 
the committee. 

Item 6th. The Difficulties attending the Work. 

These are the following : viz.: (A.) Want of suitable men. The Committee 
have been unable to find suitable men to supply all the important points pre- 
senting theinselves, though they have spared no proper efforts to obtain 
them. There has been an unusual number of prominent places destitute and 
demanding supplies ; and new fields, most promising, have presented them- 
selves. The large number of important places in the Eastern churches has 
also had its influence in increasing the difficulties of the Executive Commit- 
tee in obtaining proper persons to carry on their work. (B.) The want of co- 
operation ivith the Home Missionary Society. As will be seen by reference to 
the number of Synods co-operating with us, growing out of the geiieral ten- 
dency to isolation and separate synodical action, the operations of the Society 
have been greatly restricted, and its results necessarily curtailed. 
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Item i^th. Recommendations, 

In consequence of the tendency alluded to in the Church, the Committee, 
after much anxious thought and consideration, are led (1) to propose to the 
Society the dissolution of the organization, and the distribution of the exist- 
ing missions among the several district Synods. But if this proposition 
should not be favorably entertained, then (2) we would recommend that the 
Constitution of the Society be so altered as to limit its membership to those 
actually co-operating with it, together with such other amendments as will 
make it embrace several important provisions heretofore authorized by reso- 
lutions, f 

May the Great Head of the Church smile upon the Society, and bless its 
efforts for the advancement of his kingdom I

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Abt. I. The name of this Society shall be the << Home Missionary Society 
of the General Synod of the. Evangelical Lutheran Church in the United 
States." 

Aet. II. The Object of this Society shall be to supply the destitute por- 
tions of our Church and people with the preached Word and the Holy Sacra- 
ments. 

Abt. III. The Members of this Society shall consist, fint, of all the dele- 
gates to the General Synod, from Synods co-operating with the Society, who 
are present at any stated meeting of the Society ; secondli/, of all ministers 
who with their charges co-operate with the Society ; and, thirdly, of all per- 
sons who haye been duly constituted life-members, and who may hereafter 
be made life-members, by the contribution of twenty-five dollars to the funds 
of the Society. But if, at any time hereafter, all the Synods composing the 
General Synod shall cease their separate Home Missionary operations, and 
shall co-operate with this Society, then, if the General Synod choose so to 
do, it shall become the Society ; that is, shall take charge of the Home Mis- 
sionary interests and work, and shall appoint therefor its own agencies. 

Aet. IV. The Officers of the Society shall be a President, a Vice Presi- 
dent, one Recording Secretary, and one Corresponding Secretary, a Trea- 
surer, and an Executive Committee of six persons, two of whom shall be 
laymen, and two of whom shall be the Corresponding Secretary and Trea- 
surer. 

Aet. V. The Treasurer shall give sufficient security, and shall pay out no 
money except by an order of the Executive Committee, signed by the 
Chairman. 

Aet. VI. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the correspondence 
with the Missionaries and receive their reports, shall from time to time pre- 
pare abstracts of these reports for publication in the church papers, and 
shall render to the Society a summary report of the missionary work at each 
stated meeting. 
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Abt. VII. The Exeoutive Committee shall have charge of the appointment 
of missionaries, whether stationed or trayelling; shall determine their fields 
of labor and the amount of their appropriations by the Society ; and may 
appoint a Superintendent, who, under their direction, shall have a general 
supervision of the work. They may also adopt such By-Laws, for their own 
gOYernment, as may be necessary to carry out the designs of the Society ; 
and they shall supply aU yacancies in their own number until the next meet- 
ing of the Society. 

Art. VIII. The Stated Meetings of the Society shall be held at the time 
and place of the meetings of the General Synod; and special meetings, when 
deemed necessary by the Executive Committee, shall be called by the Presi- 
dent. 

Art. IX. The Officers of the Synods co-operating with the Society, or a 
Standing Committee appointed by each of the said Synods, shall constitute 
an Advisory Committee, with- whom the Executive Committee shall consult in 
reference to Home Missionary operations within their respective bounds. 

Art. X. This Constitution shall not be altered or amended except at a 
stated meeting, and then only by a vote of two-thirds of the attending mem* 
bers, these latter being not less than fifteen.

CHURCH EXTENSION SOCIETY. 



The Church Extension Society held a session, following the 
adjournment of the Foreign Missionary Society, on Tuesday 
afternoon, May 22nd, 1866. Hon. C. Kugler was called to the 
chair, and Rev. T. T. Titus appointed Secretary.

BEFOKT OF EXECUTIVE OOHMITTEE. 

Rev. E. W. Hutter, Corresponding Secretary, read a Report 
of. the operations of the Society for the last two years. 

SEFOBT. 

The Executive Committee of the Church Extension Society of the Eyangelical 
Lutheran Church in the United States, beg leave most respectfully to report : 

That since the meeting of the Society at York, two years ago, compara- 
tively little has been done by the Executive Committee. Few applications 
for loans have been received. We account for this by the fact, that the high 
price of materials and labor, incident to the war, has so extensively retarded 
church building, that but few new enterprises have been prosecuted. Some 
of the applications for loans we have been compelled to reject, for the reason 
that the money asked for was not to be appropriated to the erection of new 
churches, but to the liquidation of church debts, which latter class of appli- 
cations, we wish the brethren to bear in mind, do not come within the pur- 
view of the Society. 

NEW LOANS. 

Since our last meeting, loans have been granted to Evangelical Lutheran 
churches at the following named places, the applicants having in all instances 
complied with the requirements in such cases made and provided, viz. :

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KEW CONTBIBUTIONS. 

None have been receiyed since our last meeting. None have been asked for 
from the churches by the Executive Committee, for the reason that no appli- 
cations haye been pending, which we were not fully able to meet without it, 
as we haye during these two years uniformly had a balance in the Treasury 
of between two and three thousand dollars. There being more money on 
hand than demands for it, of a character that we could grant, it was deemed 
superfluous, of course, to urge fresh collections. 



OBLIGATIONS PAID. 

Since our last meeting, the sum of $2,542 has been receiyed from obliga- 
tions paid.

Some of these obligations came to maturity as long as ten years ago, and 
during half that time have been bearing interest. In former years, the pas- 
tors and councils of these churches were warmly importuned, if possible, to 
pay back the money loaned them. Great leniency has certainly been exer- 
cised. The money having been loaned, and not granted as a gi/tj there exists 
the strongest moral obligation on the part of these churches to refund it. If 
this were done, it could be re-loaned to other feeble congregations, and thus, 
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as was said of the Master, « go about, doing good." Some of these delin- 
quent churches, no doubt, will haye representatives present at the General 
Synod, and we suggest that they be requested to furnish needful explana- 
tions as to the reasons of these delinquencies. As to the proper course to be 
pursued in regard to these churches, we haye no suggestions to offer. The 
subject is left to the wisdom of the Society.

ASSETS OV SOOIBTT. 

From the Treasurer's Report, it will be seen that the total fund of the 
Society, derived from all sources, amounts to $12,200.20. This is still far 
from the $50,000 originally contemplated. Taking into account the amount of 
means at its command, the Society has, nevertheless, proved an agency of much 
good, having contributed to the erection of a large number of churches in 
various portions of the land. It is fervently to be hoped, that, under the 
blessing of God, a fresh stimulus may ere long be imparted to its operations, 
and that the liberal and beneficent designs of its founders may yet be realized. 

The balance in the Tr.ea9urer's hands is $4,198.20. 

AID TO SOUTHERN CHURCHES. 

On the 17th of January, 1866, the following preamble and 
resolutions, offered by the Corresponding Secretary, were 
adopted by the Executive Committee, viz : 

Whereas, All accounts agree, that the war has left many of the Southern 
Lutheran churches in a condition of destitution, such as appeals to the Chris- 
tian sympathies of their brethren in more favored localities, and it is the sin- 
cere wish of this Committee to contribute all in its power to the relief of 
Baid churches ; be it therefore 

Resolved, That on all loans heretofore voted to Southern Lutheran churches 
we hereby grant an extension of three years, dating from January 1st, 1866, 
during which period no interest be charged on their obligations. 

And, Whereas we have received information that the Lutheran church at 
Mill Hill, Cabarras county. North Carolina, of which the Rev. J. S. Heilig 
is pastor; is in peril of being sold by legal process for a debt of two hundred 
dollars, be it, therefore. 

Resolved, That in order to rescue the Mill Hill church from such a catas- 
trophe, we do hereby extend to it a loan of $200 for five years, without 
interest, and will trust to the Society, at its next meeting, at Fort Wayne, Ind.,

to reliere this action of ours from any irregularity that maybe found to charao- 
•terize it. To meet an extreme exigency, we haye made this a special case. 

Tour Committee would state that the loan could not have been granted to 
the Mill Hill church, under the constitution of the Society, Three difficulties 
stood in the way: I. The congregation is not in connection with any District 
Synod belonging to the General Synod of the United States. 2. The loan was 
asked to pay a church debt. 3. The congregation was not able to grant the 
first mortgage. Neyertheless, as an evidence of Good Will to our Lutheran 
brethren in a Southern State, and to rescue one of their churches from the 
hands of the Sheriff, we decided to Yote them the money, and trust to the 
Society to ratify our. action, one of our number, M. Buehler, Esquire, mean 
while making himself personally responsible to the Society for the repayment 
of the money, in case the Society should fail to ratify it. That action, dic- 
tated by this praiseworthy and eminently Christian motive, we beg the Society 
will approve and confirm.

CONSTITUTION AND BY-]^AWS 
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CHURCH EXTENSION SOCIETY. 



Abtiolb I. — This Society shall be termed The Church Extension Society 
of the Evangelical Lutheran Church in the Umted States, whose object shall be 
to establish a fund of at least fifty thousand dollars, to assist poor and desti- 
tute Lutheran congregations in obtaining houses of worship. 

Akt. II. — This Society shall hold its meetings at the time and place of the 
meeting of every General Synod of the Evangelical Lutheran Church, or at 
such time and place as the Society may designate ; when there shall be elected 
a President, two Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, a Recording Secretary, a Cor- 
responding Secretary, and five Managers. The Managers, with the Treasurer 
and Corresponding Secretary, shall constitute the Executive Committee. 

The officer presiding at any meeting of the Society shall have no vote, ex- 
cepting a casting vote, when there is a tie. The Corresponding Secretary 
shall exercise a superintendence over the affairs of the Society, and seek, by 
correspondence, communication, &c., to promote its interests. 

The Treasurer shall pay out no moneys except upon orders signed, by four 
of the Managers. Any surplus funds he shall, with the advice and consent of 
the Managers, safely invest, returnable at call; and he shall give such 
security as the Managers shall require, for the faithful performance of his 
trust. 

Abt. III. — The Executive Committee shall appoint their own chairman and 
secretary. They may enact rules for their own government, and amend or 
repeal the same at pleasure ; they shall keep regular i^inutes of their pro- 
ceedings, and report their transactions to each meeting of the Society. They 
shall hear all applications for aid, requiring the conditions hereinafter 
named, and draw orders on the Treasurer, as prescribed in Art. II., para- 
graph 3 ; provided that every member of the committee shall have an oppor- 
tunity of being heard. 

Abt. IV. — Aid shall be extended only to congregations destitute of a 
suitable house of worship, whose pastor is a member in good standing, of any 
regular Evangelical Lutheran Synod in the United States ; and no congrega- 
tion shall be allowed more than one thousand dollars, at the discretion of the 
Executive Committee ; which allowance shall not be considered as a gift, but 
as a loan without interest, and which sjiall be repaid into the common 
Church Extension Fund, at such times, and in such instalments as the Execu- 
98 
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tiye Committee may require, and such loan shall be made to assume a legal 
form. 

Abt. Y. — It shall be necessary for each congregation asking aid, to obserre 
the following rules and regulations, yiz. : 

1. They shall use every exertion among themselves to raise fUnds for their 
church edifice. 

2. The church ediifce shall be plain and substantial, without any unneces- 
sary cost and expenditure. 

3. They shall exhibit a just estimate of the cost of building, and the 
amount of money, or its equivalent, already furnished or secured. 

4. They shall state the condition of the neighborhood in which the congre- 
gation is organized, and the number of members, and th6 future prospects. 

6. These facts shall be certified hj the pastor and church council to the 
officers of their Synod, and by the latter to the Executive Committee. 

6^ Any congregation applying shall be an incorporated Evangelical 
Lutheran Church. 

Abt. VI. — Any person may become a member of this Society, by an annual 
contribution to the funds of the Society ; or by the payment of thirty dollars, 
or more, given at one time, shall be constituted a life member. 

Art. VII. — ^The members of the General Synod shall be ez officio members 
of this Society, and shall be competent to transit business ; but the officers 
and standing committees shall be composed of laymen, excepting the Cor- 
responding Secretary, who may be a clergyman. 

Abt. VIII. — This Society shall be the Parent Society, to which Societies 
formed by district Synods shall be auxiliary, provided they pay into the^ 
general fund the funds collected within their bounds. The members of the 
auxiliary societies shall be members of the Parent Society. 

Abt. -IX. — This Constitution may be altered or amended at any stated 
meeting of the Society,by a majority of the members present — three months' 
notice of any contemplated alteration or amendment having first been given 
in the papers of the Church. 



BY-LAWS. 

1. The Executive Committee shall be empowered to fill, ad interim^ any 
vacancies that may occur by the death or resignation of any of the officers of 
the Society. 

2. The Executive Committee shall have power to call a special meeting of 
the Society, at such time and place as they may deem necessary. 

8. The collection of fund,s, as provided for by resolution of the Meeting 
held at Winchester, Va., May 21st, 1853, shall be made by subscription, or 
otherwise, as the respective congregations shall deem most advisable. 

4. The sums thus raised shall be transmitted directly to the Treasuer of 
the Society, and be reported by the pastors to their respective Synods, for 
the purpose of being regularly entered upon the Minutes, with their parochial 
reports.

It undoubtedly accomplishes all that it can do amid the 
disadvantages under which it labors, and if its business is to be extended in 
the future, and the same inducements be offered by it to purchasers as the 
best of houses offer, it must be supplied with the means of enlargement 
and with every other requisite that contributes to prosperity. The Local 
Agent, T. L. Schrack, Esq., has certainly been attentive to his duties, and 
deserves the commendation of the Society. 

OBNEBAL agent's WORK. 

Our General Agent, the Bev. P. Willard, has been actively engaged, since 
his appointment, in collecting funds, and in promoting the objects for which 
the Board of Publication was established. Although his success has not been 
equal to his desires and persevering labors, still it has not been discouraging, 
especially when the times are taken into consideration, and the fact that from 
many of the best fields the harvest has long since been gathered. It is to be 
lamented that he has been studiously excluded from some of our most pros- 
perous charges, and his work rendered thereby the more tedious and arduous. 
May we not hope that the time will soon come when he will be welcomed 
every where, and the obstacles, whatever they may be, which now impede his 
agency, be removed forever ! 

THBBOABD. 

The Meetings of the Board of Publication since the last Report was rendered 
have been reasonably well attended. It must be remembered that most of 
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Ute aetiTe members of Uie Board are the pastors of large and flourishing con- 
gregations, whose demands upon their time and labor are great, and almost 
incessant. Attendance upon all the meetings of the Board is frequently im- 
possible, and, as a natural consequence, there is not that despatch in business 
which those abroad deem so desirable. The work, howeyer, which the Board 
accomplishes year after year, is considerable, and deseryes more, in the way 
of appreciation, than it is accustomed to receiye. Of this, at least, the Society 
may be assured, tha(- the Board seek, most conscientiously, to promote its in- 
terests, regret that more is not accomplished, are aware of what is expected, 
and reaHie fully the difficulties which they continually encounter. 

THE CHUKCH's duty TO THE SOCIETY. 

The Publication Society can undoubtedly become a great blessing to our 
Church in this country. Its friends should rally around it, and leaye nothing 
undone that might increase its efficiency and usefulness. The Church should 
be a unit in regard to it, and seek earnestly for a common ground, upon which 
to stand and work for the Diyine Redeemer. Committing, therefore, again 
its interests to the sympathy of eyery well-wisher of our Zion, and to the care 
and control of Him by whose, blessing alone it can attain to permanent use- 
fulness, we will look forward with hope and confidence to the future.

PBOPOSED OOKSTITUTIOKAL AHEHDHENTS. 

The following proposed amendments to the Constitution were 
offered, to be acted on at the next regular meeting of the 
Society : 

Notice is hereby given, that at the next meeting of the Lutheran Publica. 
tion Society, a resolution will be introduced to amend the Constitution, as 
follows : 

Abt. II. '' This Society is pledged to the Doctrinal Basis of the General 
Synx>d, is u^der its direction and control, and shall have for its object the diffu- 
sion of religious knowledge by means of translations and original productions, 
in order to furnish and circulate a suitable literature for the Church. 

All delegates to the General Synod shall, for the time being, be, ex-offido, members 
of this Society. And any other Lutheran minister or layman, connected with 
churches belonging to the General Synod, may become members of this Society by a 
vote of the existing members at any stated meeting upon the payment of $1. The 
payment of $20, or more, in one year^ shall constitute the person so paying a Life 
Director, and the payment o/ $10 a Life Mender, 

Art. III. to read: — This Society shall hold its stated meetings at the time 
and place of the meeting of every General Synod, and the President and 
Secretary of the General Synod shall be, ex officio, President and Secretary 
of this Society. . At each stated meeting, the Society shaU elect a Board of 
Publication, to hold its meetings in Philadelphia, and to be composed of 
twenty -four members, all of whom shall be members in good standing of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church, and two-thirds of whom shall be within such 
distance from Philadelphia, as to be able to attend the meetings of the Boavd. 

Art. V. The second clause to read : — The Board of Publication to have 
power to enact its own by-laws, to fill vacancies occurring during the interim 
of the stated meetings of the Society, to provide for the publication of books 
and tracts, and to print and circulate appeals to the Church, in behalf of the 
benevolent objects of the Society. 

Art. VII. The Society may also hold Anniversary meetings, at such times 
and places as the Board of Publication may determine, of which meetings at 
least four weeks* notice shall be given in the Church papers.

We had hoped by this time to haye presented to the Society some of th^ 
literary relics of the yenerable Dr. Helmuth, of Philadelphia, who was one 
of our earlier and most distinguished diyines from Halle ; but, although we 
twice yisited his grandson, who possesses them, we failed to find him at home. 
In future we may perhaps be more successful. That yenerable father kept a 
diary, some fragments of which are found in the Hallische Nachrichten ; and 
during his life-time promised that I should haye it.

FIRST SESSION. 

Habrisburo, Penn'a. 

Thursday, A. M., May 7th, 1868. 

The clerical and lay delegates, elected by the several Dis- 
trict Synods to constitute the twenty- third convention of the 
General Synod of the Evangelical Lutheran Church, assembled, 
in accordance with notice given by the officers of a necessary 
change of the time from the day to which the Synod last ad- 
journed, on the 7th of May, A. D. 1868 , at 9 o'clock, A. M., 
in Zion Lutheran Church, (Rev. G. F. Stelling, pastor,) in 
the city of Harrisburg, Pennsylvania. 

8EBM0N. 

The devotional services were introduced under the direction 
of Rev. Prof. J. A. Brown, D.D., President of the former con- 
vention of Synod, who then preached the opening sermon. The 
text was Isaiah Ixv. 8: "Destroy it not; for a blessing is in it.'* 
The discourse presented a clear vindication of the character and 
value of the General Synod. 
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FOSMAL OFENINCh. 

After these services were concluded, the President took the 
chair and announced that the Sjnod would now be formally or- 
ganized. The Secretary, Rev. M. Sheeleigh, proceeded to call 
the roll of the District Synods, when the several delegates re- 
sponded, presented their credentials of election, and took their 
seats. 

DEOISIOFS BT THE OHAIR. 

When the name of the New York Ministerium was called, a 
delegation was reported from the Synod of the State of New 
York, which body was organized by persons who had withdrawn 
from the Ministerium, on its separation from the General 
Synod. The Chair decided that this being a new Synod, the 
application must lie over until the undisputed delegations shall 
have been received. 

A like decision with the above was announced in regard to 
the Central Synod of Illinois, upon the calling of the Synod of 
Illinois ; the former having been organized on the dissolution 
of the latter. 

When the name of the Pittsburg Synod occurred, the Chair 
decided on the validity of the credentials and the reception of 
the delegates, for the reason that they claimed to represent the 
original Pittsburg Synod. Objection was made, which being 
equivalent to an appeal from the decision, the case went over 
to be acted upon when the roll shall have been called to the 
end. 

On the occurrence of the Franckean Synod's name, a mem- 
ber of the East Pennsylvania Synod rose and objected, for the 
delegation of his Synod, to the reception of Rev. A. Wieting, 
on the ground of his having been deposed by their Synod, and 
afterwards restored, by the other body, under protest. 

STNODS SEOEIVED. 

When the calling of Synods was concluded, the Synod of the 
State of New York and the Synod of Central Illinois were re- 
ceived as constituent parts of this body, and it was ordered that 
they respectiyely take the positions on the roll formerly occu- 
pied by the New York Ministerium and by the Synod of Illi- 
nois. 
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Pending some explanatory remarks concerning the status 
of the Pittsburg Synod, whose case had been laid over, the 
Synod adjourned until 2 o'clock.

The Committee appointed at the meeting of the General Synod at Fort 
Wayne, to revise the Hymn Book, respectfully submit the following report: 

After some correspondence among the various members of the committee, 
and much individsal labor in the re¥isi«n of the Hymn Book as it stands, 
and in the selection of new matter, the first meeting in committee was held 
February 5th, 1868, in Baltimore, the following members of the committee 
being present: Drs. Schmucker and Valentine, and Rev. C. A. Stork. At 
this meeting, a«d a subsequent one held at Qettysburg, March 11th, the Hymn 
Book was carefully revised ; and from the 1024 hymns in the old book the 
committee have Already omittdd 680. Alteration, correction and abridgment 
were also made in many cases. 

At the third meeting, in Gettysburg, April 14th, where all the members of 
the committee, save Rev. A. J. Weddell, were present, a new Basis of Ar- 
rangement, as given below, was adopted, and some progress made in the se- 
lection of additional hymns.

The hymns cast out are mostly of a didactic character, being either unfit for 
the purposes of a hymnal from lyrical deficiencieSi or else that might be super- 
seded by matter of much superior merit and better adapted to aid the Service 
of Song in the House of the Lord. If authorized to carry their work on to 
completion, the committee propose to increase largely the proportion of 
hymns of direct praise and worship, hymns relating to the various experiences 
and activities of the Christian lifey and hymns contemplating Christ in his various 
offices and relations to the believer. 

It is proposed to make our Hymn Book more thoroughly a manual of wor- 
ship and praise for the Christian, and less a sermon to the sinner. Believing 
that prayer and praise are to be directed by their very nature to God, and 
preaching to the impenitent and believing hearer, the committee hope that 
the Hymn Book, as it issues from their revision, may prove pre-eminently a 
Book of Praise to God, and address the congregation only indirectly. 

The addition will probably amount to two hundred or two hundred and 
fifty, making a total, with the old hymns, of seven hundred and fifty ; but as 
many of the long hymns have been cut down, the whole bulk of the book 
will be less than that of the old volume by much more than would be indicated 
\^y the mere number of hymns. 

The work of the committee, both as regards the revision of the old book 
and the selection of new material, is still incomplete. It is a work that re- 
quires time, labor and deliberation. Tour committee can, therefore, only 
report progress as above, and pray either that they be continued, or another 
committee appointed in their stead, to carry on and complete the work. 

Your committee would also submit the following recommendations : 

1. That, in case they be continued, another member be appointed to fill the 
place of Rev. A. J. Weddell, who has taken charge of a church in the Penn- 
Hylvania Synod, and is thus practically removed from the General Synod. 

2. That the work of the committee, when completed, shall be referred to a 
committee consisting of the President and Secretary of the Synod and three 
additional persons to be chosen by the Synod, whose approval shall be neces- 
sary to authorize the publication of the book by the standing Hymn Book 
(Publishing) Committee, under the supervision of the Revising Committee.

After a free discussion, the report was adopted, 
as follows: 

BEPOBT. 

The committee to whom was referred the paper presented by the delega- 
tion of the Synod of East Pennsylvania, touching the action of the Franckean 
Synod, in reviewing and reversing the action of the former body, by restor- 
ing Mr. A. Weiting to the ministry, after he had been deposed by the Synod 
of East Pennsylvania, and upon which the ** advice or opinion" of this body 
is solicited, after due consideration, submit the following : 

The committee did not feel called upon to enter into any investigation of 
the case beyond the simple point of one Synod in connection with the Gener- 
al Synod reviewing the acts of another. Neither Bev. A. Wieting, nor the 
Franckean Synod is on trial, as no charges are preferred, nor do we under- 
stand the delegation of East Pennsylvania as wishing to prosecute the case. 
The General Synod has no Jurisdiction over the ministerial character of 
those sent here by District Synods and the right of Rev. A. Wieting to a seat 
as a delegate cannot be questioned. 

The General Synod, however, has the right, and the duty is devolved upon 
it, by the Constitution, to give its opinion and to "advise such rules and 
regulations among Synods as may prevent unpleasant and unfriendly colli- 
sions." As such conduct is utterly subversive of good order and brotherly 
love, and must lead to serious difficulties between Synods, and disturb the 
peace and welfare of the Church, the committee recommend the adoption 
of the following standing resolution of the General Synod: 
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Resolvedf That Christian courtesy between brethren and Synods, as well 

as ecclesiastical order and the peace and harmony of the Church, requires 

that the District Synods in the General Synod duly recognize each other's 

official acts.

Whereat, Of all the moral evils which now curse the Church and our coun- 
try, intemperance is the most wide-spread and the most destructive of 
everything which pertains to the present welfare and the future happiness of 



our race ; 
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Resolved, That this General Synod feels called upon to express its warmest 
sympathy with the efforts which the friends of Temperance throughout our 
country are making at this time to culti?ate a correct public sentiment in 
reference to the eyils of intemperance. 

Resolved, That it is the duty of the Church to give its support in all judi- 
cious ways to all those laws which look to the curtailment of the traffic in in- 
toxicating drinks. 

Resolved, That this Synod feels called upon to bear its decided testimony 
against the license, which many of our legislative bodies seem disposed to 
give, to the sale of liquor on the Sabbath, thus opening the door for the in- 
crease of crime, and begetting such a disregard of the. Divine law as must 
lead to the demoralization of the people, and the spread of a spirit of licen- 
tiousness which must ultimately result in the overthrow of our institutions. 

The select committee to whom was entrusted the report of the 
Hymn Book Committee made the following report :

BEPOBT 09 PA8T0B8' FUVD. 

Rev. E. W. Hutter, D. D., one of the Trustees of the Pas- 
tors' Fund, reported that at the meeting of the Society, two 
years ago, at Fort Wayne, he had received from Mr. L. L. 
Houpt, the former Treasurer, the assets of the Society, which 
he has carefully kept, and which are still in his possession. 
Owing to the peculiar composition of the Board of Trustees, — 
one-half of its number having been appointed from churches 
which soon after dissolved their connection with the General 
Synod, — no formal organization of the Board, nor indeed any 
meeting, had taken place during this interval of two years.

On motion, the Synod was temporarily adjourned to afford 
the Church Extension Society an opportunity to hold a meet- 
ing. Upon the adjournment of the Society the Synod resumed 
its session. 

YOTTNO MEN'S GHBISTIAN ASSOCUTIOK OF EABBISBTJEC. 

The President having read a communication from the Young 
Men's Christian Association, the following was offered and 
adopted : 
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Whereas, The members of this Synod have been invited by 
the Young Men's Christian Association to participate in the 
meeting to be held in the New School Presbyterian Church, 
Market Square, this evening, at 7J o'clock ; therefore, 

Mesolvedj That we feel a deep interest in the objects aimed 
at by that Association, and would take pleasure in accepting 
the invitation, if practicable, to attend the meeting this even- 
ing, yet, on account of the pressure of business on hand, we 
deem it inexpedient to suspend the regular business of the 
Synod. 

SIOKNESS OF BEY. JOSHUA EVANS. 

The following preamble and resolutions were presented in 
reference to the sudden aflSiction, by sickness, of Rev. J. 
Evans, during his attendance upon this Synod : 
' Whereas, In the providence of God, Rev. Joshua Evans, a 
brother beloved in Christ, one of the delegates of the Susque- 
hanna Synod to this convention of the General Synod, has 
been suddenly stricken down with sickness ; therefore, 

Hesolved, That this Synod has heard with sorrow of Brother 
Evans' illness, and that our sympathies and prayers are with 
him. 

Resolved^ That we hereby tender our warmest sympathies to 
the family and congregation of our dear brother, condoling 
with them in their affliction, and earnestly beseeching our 
Heavenly Father to sustain and comfort them in their season 
of sorrow. 

Resolved^ That we, as members of this General Synod, 
warned by this, dispensation of Providence of the uncertainties 
of life, are exhorted to greater diligence and faithfulness in 
our labors, and reminded of the importance of "being always 
ready, as we know neither the day nor the hour wherein the 
Son of Man cometh." 

Unanimously adopted. 

BEFOBT m TBESSLEB ORPHANS' HOME. 

Rev. M. Officer read, for the committee, a report on the let- 
ter concerning the Orphans' Home, which had been referred to 

them : 
3 
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Your Committee report that the paper placed in their hands is the Consti- 
tution of the Tressler Orphans' Home of the Lutheran Church of the General 
Synod, located at Loysville, Perry county, Pa. The plan of this Institution 
is to combine manual labor with mental and moral culture, and therefore it 
is proposed to purchase a large farm adjoining the present grounds of the 
Institution, so as to furnish the male portion of the inmates with suitable 
labor. 

The Board of Trustees having the management of the Institution, is com- 
posed of representatives of all the Synods of the General Synod, which co- 
operate in the support of the Institution ; and hence the way is open for all 
the Synods in the General Synod to participate in the management as well as 
the maintenance of this laudable entjBrprise. 

The Constitution also provides that, in case this Institution, at any time 
hereafter, shall cease to be an orphans* home, then all the property belonging 
thereto shall pass into the possession of the General Synod, and shall be used 
by the Synod as an Academy for the education of young men and women. 
In view of the noble object of this Institution, and in view of the equitable 
provisions made for its government and support, your committee recommend 
the following action : 

Re8olvedf That this Synod heartily rejoices in the establishment of the 
Tressler Orphans' Home, and that it recommends to all the Synods in con- 
nection with the General Synod to co-operate, according to the provisions of 
the Constitution, in this commendable work.

CONSTITUTION AND CHABTEB OF TBESSLES OKFHANS' HOME. 

CONSTITUTION. 

4 

Art. I — Of the Name and Object of this Institution. 

Seo. 1. This institution shall be known and designated by the name and 
title of the Tressler Orphans' Home of the Evangelical Lutheran Church of 
the General Synod in the United States of America. 

Sec. 2. The object and design of this institution is, and ever shall be, to 
provide a home for poor orphan children of the Evangelical Lutheran Church, 
and such other poor orphan children as the Board will find the funds to jus- 
tify; to have their temporal wants supplied; to educate them physically, in- 
tellectually, morally and religiously; and to extend over them a wholesome 
guardianship. 
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Art. II. — Of the Board of Trustees of the Orphans' Home. 

S£C. 1. This institution shall be under the control, management and care 
of a Board of Trustees, who shall be elected by the several Synods which 
contribute of their funds for the purchasing of the property for the use of the 
Orphans' Home, and obligate themselves thereafter for its support, according 
to the provisions in this Constitution. 

Sec. 2. The Board of Trustees at present shall consist of two members, 
(one lay and one clerical) from each of the following Synods of the Evangel- 
ical Lutheran Church, viz.: Synod of Central Pennsylvania, Allegheny Synod, 
West Pennsylvania Synod, and East Pennsylvania Synod, which have mutu- 
ally agreed and obligated themselves, and do hereby, through their Trustees, 
agree and obligate themselves to pay their respective proportions of money for 
the buying of the Tressler Academy property ; and also agree and obligate 
themselves hereafter to contribute their respective proportion of funds for the 
maintenance and education of the poor orphan children in the Home. 

Sec. 3. Hereafter Trustees shall be admitted to membership in this Board 
from any Synod in connection with the General Synod of the Evangelical Lu- 
theran Church in the United States of America; provided that they give as- 
surance to the Board, in existence and power at the time of their application, 
that the Synod or Synods, which they claim to represent, do obligate them- 
selves to contribute a ratable proportion of money to defray the expenses of 
the institution. 

Sec. 4. One half of all the Trustees, representing the several Synods in 
connection with this institution in the Board, shall at any time constitute a 
quorum. 

Sec. 6. The Board shall choose from the number of its members a Chair- 
man and Secretary, who shall serve for one year, but may be re-elected for 
any number of successive years; provided the Synod or Synods, whose repre- 
sentative they are, continue them in the Board. The dutfes of the chairman 
shall be to preside over the meetings of the Board, and in connection with the 
Secretary shall sign all instruments of writing requiring the signature of the 
Board. The duties of the Secretary shall be to keep a faithful record of all 
the proceedings of the Board, and of the state of the Orphans' Home in a book 
provided for the purpose. It shall also be his duty to do all the correspond- 
ence of the Board, and sign, in connection with the Chairman, all instruments 
of writing requiring the signature of the Board. 

Sec. 6. The Treasurer shall also be chosen by the Board, and may, or may 
not, be a member of it. He shall, however, be a member of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Chucch of the General Synod in the United States of America. He 
must be a man of approved reputation. He shall be chosen by the Board annu- 
ally, but may be re-elected for any number of successive years. It shall be h)s 
duty to receive and expend the money of the institution according to the di- 
rection of the Board. He shall be required to keep a faithful account of all 
the moneys received and expended ; and he shall also give an accurate report 
of the condition of the treasury to the Board at every annual meeting, and 
oftener if the Board require it. The Treasurer's book, report and vouchers 
shall be subject to a committee annually for examination. The Treasurer 
shall be required to enter into a bond with approved security to the Board of 
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Trustees, for a faithful and honest performance of his trust, to the amount of 
three thousand dollars, or more, if the Board require it. 

Aet. III. — Of the Meetings of the Board. 

Sec. 1. The Board of Trustees shall be required to meet annually at the 
Orphans' Home, for the transaction of business. A Special meeting shall at 
any time be called whenever required by two of the Trustees. All meetings 
shall be called by the Chairman. Three weeks* previous notice shall be given 
of every meeting in two of the church papers, in circulation within the bounds 
and among the members of the Synods belonging to the General Synod in the 
United States of America, or by the Secretary addressing every Trustee indi- 
vidually. The Board shall always have the power to fill any vacancy that 
may occur in any of the offices of the institution, except that of Trustee. 

Aet. IV. — Of Synods* Representation in the Board, 

Sec. 1. Synods which at this time are in connection with the Tressler Or- 
phan Home, and those which may hereafter become connected with it, accord- 
ing to the provisions and regulations of this Constitution, shall have the fol- 
lowing representations in the Board of Trustees : 

Twelve ordained ministers in a Synod shall entitle it to two Trustees, (one 
lay and one clerical.) Thirty ordained ministers in a Synod shall entitle it 
to four Trustees, (two lay and two clerical.) Sixty or more ordained minis- 
ters in a Synod shall entitle it to six Trustees, (three lay and three clerical.) 

Sec. 2. The funds to be raised and furnished by the several Synods in con- 
nection with the Orphans' Home shall be proportioned according to the num- 
ber of ministers in each Synod : and any funds received from persons or 
sources outside of these Synods, shall in the same manner be accredited. 

Sec. 3. The manner in which the Trustees shall be elected, and the num- 
ber of years they shall serve, shall be at the option of each Synod electing 
them. But the Trustees elected by the different Synods represented in the 
Board, shall be required to present written certificates, signed by the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of the Synods to which they respectively belong, before 
they shall be admitted as members of the Board. Every Trustee shall, at 
his matriculation, be required to subscribe to the Constitution. 

Sec. 4. Any Synod or Synods neglecting, or refusing, either to send Trus- 
tees to represent them in the Board, or to contribute to the support of the 
institution in accordance with the specifications of the Constitution, for two 
successive years, shall forfeit thereby their claim, right, and title in the Or- 
phans' Home. 

Sec. 5. In case it should so occur, in the course of time and events, that 
the several Synods, which now hold and may hereafter hold the Tressler 
Academy property in their possession for the use of an Orphans' Home, as 
stated in this Constitution, shall cease to have an Orphans' Home kept in the 
Tressler Academy, then upon that event, or occurrence, the whole property 
shall become the property of the General Synod of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church in the United States of America, and shall by said Synod be used as 
an academy for the education of young men and women, under the instruc- 
tion of teachers of the Evangelical Lutheran Church. 
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Art. V. — Of the Superintendent, Teachers, and Steward of the Home and School. 

Sec. 1. The Superintendent, Teachers, and Steward must be members of 
the Lutheran Church of the General Synod, of good moral and religious char- 
acter, and competently qualified for the several situations to be occupied by 
"t-hem. 

Sec. 2. The duties of the Superintendent shall be to assist in the instruc- 
tion of the school; to have the supervision and management of the Home ; 
to employ the Steward and Teachers ; and to provide all necessaries for it, 
according to the instruction and direction of the Board. 

Sec. 3. The Teachers must be members of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church. They must have an approved moral and religious character, and be 
competently qualified to teach. The salaries of the Superintendent and all 
other persons employed in the institution shall be determined and agreed 
upon by the Board of Trustees in written contracts. 

Art. VI. — Of the Children to he admitted into the Orphans' Home. 

Sec. 1. Application for the admission of children into the Home must be 
made to the Board by reliable persons. The applicant or applicants must 
make a satisfactory statement of the condition of the qhildren. Poor orphan 
children only who have no funds, or means of their own, and no available 
source from which they can obtain means for their support and education, 
shall be received into the Home. They must be free from contagious dis- 
eases. 

Sec. 2. In case any child should prove incorrigible, the Board shall dis- 
miss it from the Home to the applicant or applicants, and if he or they re- 
fuse to take the child, then the Board of Trustees shall send it to the House 
of Correction. 

Aet. VII. — Of the Education of the Children. 

The children shall be taught in all the branches of a good and thorough 
English education. They 'shall be thoroughly educated in the doctrines of 
the Evangelical Lutheran Church, as held by the General Synod. And they 
may, when of a suitable age, and have suitable qualifications, be received as 
members of the Evangelical Lutheran Church by the ordinance of baptism, 
or the rite of confirmation. 

Art. VIII. — Miscellaneous Matters. 

Sec. 1. The Board of Trustees shall have power, at any regular meeting, to 
enact and adopt such By-Laws, not conflicting with this Constitution, or any 
of its regulations, or provisions, as may be deemed necessary for the govern- 
ment and successful management of the Orphans' Home. Such By-Laws shall 
be binding and obligatory on all whom they may concern, the same as the 
Constitution, as long as they are not repealed. 

Sic. 2. This Constitution may be altered, or amended by a vote of two- 
thirds of the Trustees. The intention of such alteration or amendment must 
be announced; and the particular part or parts to be altered or amended 
must be specifically stated a year previous. 
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CHASTER 

Granted by the Court of Perry County^ Pennsylvania. 

And DOW to wit, the sixth of January, A. D. 1868, it appearing to the Court, 
that notice of the application for said charter of incorporation has been regu- 
larly given by the Prothonotary, by advertisement published in the Perry 
County Democrat (a paper printed in said county of Perry,) for three weeks 
previous to this term, according to law, and no reason being shown to the con- 
trary ; the Court do decree and declare, that the persons so aforesaid shall, 
according to the articles and conditions in this instrument set forth and con- 
tained, become and be a corporation or body politic; and further direct, that 
the said charter of incorporation shall bo recorded in the Office for the Re- 
cording of Deeds of said county of Perry ; and on said instrument being so 
recorded, the persons so associated or meaning to associate, shall, according 
to the object, articles, and conditions in said instrument set forth and con- 
tained, become and be a corporation or body politic in law and fact ; to have 
continuance by the name, style, and title of the ^^Tressler Orphans' Home of 
the Evangelical Lutheran Church of the General Synod in the United States 
of America." 

REVISED GONSTirnTION OF GEHERAL SYNOD RESn]££B. 

The business pending from the preceding session was taken 
up, viz. : the consideration of the Revised Constitution for the 
Synod. 

On motion, 

Mesolved, That no member of the Synod shall be allowed, 
during the remainder of the present convention, to speak more 
than ten minutes on any one item of business. 

When Section 8, of Article II., was adopted, which was 
done with entire unanimity, by a rising vote, the Synod united 
in singing the doxology, 

" Praise God from whom all blessings flow.*' 

Pending the further discussion of the document, the Synod 
adjourned until 2 o'clock, P. M.

KEVISED CONSTITUTION OF aENESAL STNOB KEBUHED. 

The report of the Committee on Revising the Constitution of 
the General Synod, pending from the morning session, was 
again taken up. 

PEOPOSED CONSTITUTION ADOPTED. 

The proposed Constitution was examined, amended, and adopt- 
ed, seriatim, to the end, and then adopted as a whole, as fol- 
lows: 

PBOPOSED CONSTITUTION OF THE GENEBAL SYNOD. 

ADOPTED BY THE GENEBAL SYNOD AT HABBISBURO, AND NOW SUBMITTED TO 
THE SEVEBAL DISTBICT SYNODS FOB THEIB " DECISION." 

PREAMBLE. 

Jesus Christ, the Supreme Head of His Church, having prescribed no en- 
tire specific directory for its government and discipline, and every section of 
His Church being left at liberty to make such regulations additional to those 
found in the Scriptures, as are in harmony with the word of God, and best 
adapted to its situation and circumstances ; therefore, relying upon God our 
Father, in the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, under the guidance and direc- 
tion of the Holy Spirit in the word of God, for the promotion of the practice 
of brotherly love, to the furtherance of Christian concord, to the firm estab- 
lishment and continuance of the unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace, and 
for the accomplishment of the grand design for which the Church of Christ 
was established on earth, — We, the Evangelical Lutheran Synods connected 
with the General Synod, for ourselves and our successors, do adopt the fol- 
lowing 

CONSTITUTION. 

ABTICLE I. 

The name, style, and title of this body shall be: <*The Genbbal Synod 

OF THE EyANQELICAI. LuTHEBAN ChUBCH IN THE UNITED STATES OF AmeBICA." 

ABTICLE II. 

Section I. The General Synod shall consist of the Clerical and Lay Dele- 
gates from the several District Synods of the Evangelical Lutheran Church 
in the United States which are now connected with it, or may hereafter join 
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themselves thereunto, and who shall be duly acknowledged as members 
thereof in the following ratio, namely : 

Each Evangelical Lutheran Synod, containing eight ministers, may send 
one; if it contain sixteen, two; if twenty-four, three; if thirty-two, four; 
if forty, five ; if fifty-five, six ; if seventy, seven ; if eighty-five, eight ; and 
if it contain one hundred and upwards, nine delegates of the rank of ordained 
ministers, and an equal number of lay delegates. Each Synod at present 
connected with this body shall be entitled to at least one clerical and one lay 
representative. 

Section 2. Each delegate appearing in the General Synod, according to 
this ratio shall enjoy equal rights and privileges in the transaction of its busi- 
ness. Each Synod may choose its delegates in such manner as to it may seem 
proper, and shall pay the traveling expenses of the same to and from the 
General Synod, unless the General Synod itself shall otherwise provide. 

Section 3. All regularly constituted Lutheran Synods, not now in connec- 
tion with the General Synod, receiving and holding with the Evangelical Lu- 
theran Church of our fathers the word of God, as contained in the Canonical 
Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments, as the only infallible rule of 
faith and practice, and the Augsburg Confession, as a correct exhibition of 
the fundamental doctrines of the Divine word and of the faith of our Church 
founded upon that word, may at any time become associated with the General 
Synod, by adopting this Constitution, and sending delegates to its convention 
according to the ratio specified in section first of this article. 

Section 4. Should the delegates of any District Synod withdraw from the 
sessions of the General Synod without the consent of a majority of the mem- 
bers of the body, and such withdrawal be sanctioned by their Synod ; or 
should any Synod, without being excused by the General Synod, decline 
sending delegates, such Synod shall be considered as having severed its con- 
nection with the General Synod, and its delAgates can only be again received 
as those of a newly-applying Synod. 

ARTICLE III. 

Section 1. The delegates to the General Synod shall, at each meeting, 
choose by ballot, from among their own number, a President and Secretary ; 
and, from among their own number or elsewhere, a Treasurer. These offi- 
cers shall continue in office until the next meeting of the Synod, and until 
others are chosen in their stead. The same person is at all times re-eligible 
as Secretary or Treasurer ; but no one may be elected President except an 
ordained minister, nor more than twice in succession. 

Section 2. The President shall act as chairman of the Synod, and may 
take part in the discussions, and vote as any other member, but shall not 
originate motions. He shall subscribe all letters, written advices, resolutions, 
and proceedings of the Synod. In extraordinary cases, and by request of 
any one or more of the acknowledged Synods, or by a respectable number of 
the ministers or churches connected with the General Synod, he may convene 
the delegates of the General Synod in special session. In case the business 
of the Secretary becomes too burdensome for one person to execute, he shall, 
with the concurrence of the Secretary, appoint an Assistant Secretary, and 
make known to him what portion of the labor he is to undertake. 
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Section 3. The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings, write, 
attest, and take care of all the documents and writings, publish the time and 
place of the meeting of the Synod in the papers of the church, at least two 
months beforehand, and, in case of a special meeting, he shall give written 
notice thereof to the President of each of the District Synods, immediately 
upon the issue of the call for such special meeting. 

Section 4. The Treasurer shall receive and disburse all moneys of th e 
Synod, and shall keep a faithful account of the same, which must be sub- 
mitted at each meeting of the General Synod. At its pleasure he may also 
be required to give bond and security for the faithful performance of his 
trust. He shall pay out moneys only in pursuance of a resolution of Synod, 
or upon an order of the President attested by the Secretary. 

Section 5. Should any officer of the Synod, in the intermediate time of the 
assembling of the body, depart this life, resign his office, or become incapa- 
ble of executing the same, then the remaining officers shall appoint some ca- 
pable and faithful man in his place, until the next meeting of the General 
Synod. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The General Synod, as the highest Ecclesiastical Council of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Churches connected with it through their District Synods, shall 
have the control of all those interests of the Church which are of a general 
character. The powers more specifically intrusted to the General Synod are 
chiefly the following : 

Section 1 . The General Synod shall examine 'the proceedings of the Dis- 
trict Synods belonging to it, in order that it may obtain a knowledge of the 
existing state of the Church ; and it may publish the statistics of the Church, 
and reports on the state of religion, with such plans and recommendations for 
the promotion of the kingdom of Christ, at home and abroad, as it shall deem 
proper. The District Synods shall, therefore, transmit to it regularly several 
copies of the proceedings of their annual conventions. 

Section 2. The General Synod shall be charged with the duty of providing 
the books or writings to be used in the public worship of the Church, and in 
the catechetical instruction of the young, such as. Liturgies, Hymn Books, and 
Catechisms ; and no District Synod shall, without the sanction of the General 
Synod, publish or recommend books of this kind other than those furnished 
by the General Synod. 

Section 8. The General Synod, as the representative body of all the Sy- 
nods connected therewith, shall make provision for the general missionary 
and benevolent operations of the Church, such as Home and Foreign Missions, 
Church Extension, providing a Church Literature, founding and maintaining 
institutions for the support of poor and disabled ministers and their widows 
and orphans, and other general benevolent and charitable institutions. It 
shall use all its power and means to unite, foster, and make efficient these 
operations of the Church. 

Section 4. To accomplish these ends, the General Synod shall, whenever 
deemed practicable and expedient, create and perpetuate such Boards of Man- 
agers as it may consider necessary efficiently to carry forward these opera- 
tions of the Church, and determine the number of members of each, and the 
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time of their continuance in office, and assign to each Board its appropriate 
work and duties. These Boards shall always be subject to and under the 
control of the General Synod. 

Section 5. Each Board thus created, acting under the control and by the 
authority of the General Synod, shall make the regulations necessary for the 
management of its own affairs, shall appoint its own officers, shall keep full 
and correct minutes of its proceedings, and shall make report of the same at 
each meeting of the General Synod. For the greater security of the funds 
and property which may at any time be intrusted to these Boards, *any one 
or all of them shall, at the request of the General Synod, obtain acts of incor- 
poration, and the Treasurers of the same shall give suitable bonds for the 
faithful performance of their duties. 

Section 6. The General Synod may also institute and create a treasury 
for the efficient advancement of its purposes. 

Section 7. The General Synod shall also advise the adoption of such rules 
and regulations among the several Synods as may prevent unpleasant and 
unfriendly collisions that might otherwise arise out of any difference of opi- 
nion existing among them, or from any other causes, and it shall apply all 
its powers, prayers, and means for the prevention of schisms among us — it 
shall be sedulously and incessantly regardful of the circumstances of the 
times, and of every casual rise and progress of unity of sentiment among 
Christians in general, in order that the blessed opportunities to promote con- 
cord and unity, and the interests of the Redeemer's kingdom, may not pass 
by neglected and unavailing. 

Section 8. The General Synod may give advice or opinion, when com- 
plaints shall be brought before them, by whole Synods, Ministeriums, Con- 
gregations, or individual Ministers or Laymen, concerning doctrine or dis- 
cipline. They shall, however, be extremely careful that the consciences of 
ministers of the Gospel be not burdened with human inventions, laws, or de- 
vices, and that no one be oppressed by reason of differences of opinion on 
non-fundamental doctrines. 

Section 9. If differences of Synods be referred, the votes thereon shall be 
taken by Synods, and the referring Synods shall have no vote. 

» 

article v. 

The order of business shall be regulated by the By-Laws and Standing 
Rules, except as follows: 

Section 1. A majority of Delegates appearing with proper credentials 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Section 2. The General Synod shall appoint, by ballot, the time and place 
of the next convention ; observing, at all times, however, that one meeting, 
at least, be held every two years. 

article VI. 

Section 1. The General Synod may make whatever By-Laws it may deem 
necessary, provided only that they do not contradict the spirit of this Con- 
stitution. 

Section 2. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made, except by the 
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consent of two-thirds of the Synods attached to the General Synod. An 
exact copy of the intended alterations must be sent by the Secretary to the 
Presidents of the District Synods in connection with this body, with the re- 
quest that they submit them to their respective Synods for decision. And 
if, at the subsequent meeting of the General Synod, it shall appear from 
their minutes that two-thirds of the District Synods are in favor of the alter- 
ations, they shall be declared adopted.

BEFOBT ON TEE STATE OF THE OHTTBGH. 

In presenting its report on the State of the Church, your Committee is re- 
minded, at the very first, of the fact that the period it is intended to cover, 
since the last meeting of the General Synod, has formed a crisis of peculiar 
interest to our Lutheran Zion, and must appear as a marked stage in its de- 
velopment. We have been compelled to see the withdrawal of the Synod of 
Pennsylvania, the Minnesota Synod, th« English Synod of Ohio, and portions 
of three other Synods, from their connection with us, attended with a vigor- 
ous and carefully organized effort to overthrow the General Synod, and 
arrest the progress of our Church in the line of the true historic Lutheran- 
ism to which this body is devoted, it must, however, be recorded with devout 
gratitude, that the great Head of the Church has been pleased to arrest the 
proposed work of disorganization, and restrain it within comparatively small 
limits. That but three entire Synods, and parts of three others, have thus 
seceded from us, and been led into the narrow and intolerant particularity of 
Lutheranism now attempted to be combined in this country, in opposition to 
the true spirit and life of our Church, must be looked upon as one important fact 
of strength, in a proper estimate of the stute of the Church here represented. 
As the withdrawing portions were, probably, never cordially and fully with us, 
gladly as the Church would have retained their co-operation, their separation 
can hardly be considered as a diminution of our power and working effi- 
ciency. Abundant confirmation of this has been given in the facts developed 
in the course of our present meeting, as well as in the papers before us. 
Under the law of compensation, we rejoice to be able to see in the unity, 
peace and harmony now among us, the attainment of a more compact and 
effective working power. 

The life and condition of the Church, in the Synods here represented, will 
be best exhibited in a view of some particulars. 

I. — ATTENDANCE ON THE MEANS OF GRACE. 

The reports from the different Synods authorize the statement, that our 
churches, during the last two years, have been blessed with an increased 
attendance on the public worship and ordinances of the sanctuary. Larger 
and still larger numbers of persons are coming under the regular preaching 
of the word. Catechetical instruction, in its true conception, may be re- 
garded as restored to its true place among us. Prayer meetings, in which 
the laity agree as touching the things they should ask, continue to bless our 
churches. Whilst this use of the means of grace, and engagement in the 
devotions of God's house, do not in themselves constitute religion, we are 
permitted to regard them as among its proper and necessary manifestations, 
and as tokens of quickened spiritual life and condition of progress in the 
Church. 

II. — INCREASE OF MEMBERSHIP. 

The Synodical statistics before us present evidence of encouraging acces- 
sions to the membership of our churches. Though the aggressive power of 
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tbe Church upon the world has not been what it should be, there is reason 
for the cheering belief that some ground has been gained. From many parts 
have come reports of special refreshings and ingatherings. Your Committee 
recognize in reyivals the Church's power of rapid success and triumpli, and 
present it as a cheering fact that lately God has been pleased to multiply 
these seasons of aggressive victory. Separating them from fanaticism and 
disorder, and not allowing their occurrence to lower the sense of the import- 
ance of the ordinary and regular services of the sanctuary, the Church is 
encouraged to a more faithful preaching of the word, and use of the means 
of grace, in the confident trust that God will pour out His Spirit, and repeat 
the Pentecostal power of the saving Gospel. 

III.— MISSIONS AND CHURCH EXTENSION. 

The statistics of the several Synods indicate a new energy in the Home 
Mission work. Many missionaries are reported as being at work in the 
bounds of the several Synods. The work of the Home Missionary Society 
has been reported as prosperous elsewhere. The churches have been more 
widely and intelligently aroused to the great needs of the vast fields of 
the West, and the responsibilities of our Church in the important work of 
evangelizing the masses of Lutheran descent and attachments that are filling 
up our land. 

It is to be regretted that the interest of the churches in the Foreign Mis- 
sion work has been so languid. The appeals made so urgently by the execu- 
tive committee of the Foreign Missionary Society have met apparently with 
but feeble response. The Church needs to be aroused to give new heed 
to the command of her Master, "Go ye into all the world, and preach the 
Gospel to every creature." 

Cheering progress is reported in the building and repair of very many 
church edifices in the various Synods. 

We may report a very large increase of energy in those activities of the 
Church that terminate in the home field. We are growing largely in our 
own borders, and may look for a new infusion of life into the Foreign 
work. 

\ IV. — BENEVOLENCE. 

The benevolent operations of the Church have been gp*eatly increased du- 
ring the past two years. Alndost every Synod reports an increase of liber- 
ality among its churches. Some speak of a slow and steady increase ; others 
of a large accession of zeal in this line. Throughout the Church there are 
indications that the great backwardness which has hitherto characterized our 
Church in this line is giving place to a deeper sense of responsibility and a 
practical acknowledgment that the silver and gold are also the Lord's. But 
there remain yet great improvements to be made. The Home Missionary 
field, the Church Extension Society, our Colleges and Seminaries are calling 
for' help. May we not hope — should we not pray — that the Lord may open 
the hearts of his people to do liberal things for our Zion in this Jubilee year ? 

V. — SUNDAY-SCHOOLS AND CATECHISATION. 

The past two years have been a perloi of unusual activity in the Sunday- 
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school work throughout the whole Church. Our Church has shared largely 
in this new access of zeal. Our Sunday-schools have grown throughout all our 
Churches in numbers and efficiency. They are assuming a new and greater 
importance in the eyes of ministers and Synods. This, however, has not been 
to the neglect of our time-honored and invaluable practice of catechisation. 
Many Synods speak of a great revival of interest in this important institution, 
and a resumption of the custom in places where it had fallen into disuse or 
neglect. Many of the most extensive revivals of religion, that have marked 
the history of our Church in the past two years, had their origin in the exer- 
cises of the catechetical classes. 

VI. — THEOLOGICAL AND LITERARY INSTITUTIONS. 

Our Colleges and Theological Seminaries have been largely increased in 
strength by endowment, increase of the number of students and renewed 
confidence of the churches. In view of the remarkable seasons of revival en- 
joyed in many of our churches, these are cheerful promises of a great in- 
crease of students having the ministry in view at our various institutions of 
learning. 

VII. — NEEDS. 

Though our hearts are cheered with the good tidings that come to us from 
every part of the Church — with the signs of new life, new interest in the ex- 
tension of the Redeemer's kin^gdom^new activities and large accessions of 
number, increase of benevolent contributions and revivals of religion — we 
have yet great needs that it behooves us to make known to the Church, that 
she may seek their supply. 

1. We need Ministers of the Gospel — Our Home Mission operations are sadly 
crippled for want of men. We need men here even more than money : fit 
men would bring the means. We need men for the extension of our church 
in our own borders ; congregations overburdened with numbers, churches 
too unwieldly and far separated call for division, but we can neither colonize 
nor divide as need calls for each minister of the word. Our Foreign Missions 
call for men. Our Literary and Theological Seminaries call for fit men. May 
the great Head of the Church awake his people, that they may devote their 
children to his service in the work of the ministry ! It needs that the pas- 
tors present this want urgently and continuously, that the attention of young 
men entering the fold of the Church may be called to ask themselves, ** Lord, 
what wilt thou have me to do ?" 

2. Liberality in benevolent operations. — Our mission fields at home and abroad 
call for more liberal contributions. Important fields are opened to us, points 
of influence have been secured, great prospects of growth open to our Church : 
but these fields require large and liberal support. Our people must feel that 
a new measure of liberality is demanded. In view of the numbers of benefi- 
ciaries that the late revivals will, in all probability, bring to our institutions, 
it is highly necessary that our education funds be greatly increased. We 
need that our Colleges and Seminaries should be fully endowed. The Publi- 
cation Society asks for new encouragement and the means of an enlarged 
efficiency. As many of the Synods have passed resolutions and adopted 
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measures looking to a greatly enlarged liberality to the several benevolent 
operations of the Church during the present Jubilee year, we may confi- 
dently look for a great augmentation of the funds of all our benevolent insti- 
tutions and societies. 

3. We need to east ourselves as a Church more heartily into the great cur- 
rents of concerted Christian attack on the kingdom of darkness and sin in the 
world. We have long been lagging in this work. Now that we are delivered 
from the incumbus that has been upon us, it becomes us that we take that 
place in the foremost ranks of universal and concerted Christian activity that 
becomes the great Church of the Reformation. We need to reproduce in 
every member of our Church the sense of personal responsibility as a Chris- 
tian soldier, and of personal obligation as a witness for Jesus, that character- 
ized the early Church. We need to reassert the great Lutheran doctrine of 
the universal priesthood of believers, and arouse our people to the solemn 
and inspiring truth that every one is called in his place, and according to his 
opportunities, to preach Christ and him crucified. 

We congratulate the Church that she is free to run in this glorious race. 
Stripped of old incumbrances, united in spirit and aim, and in full sympathy 
with sister churches of Christ, she rises to a new plane of activity. The 
course is before her, but she must, as we trust she will, have a new measure 
of consecration, of activity, of liberality. Her past can be no measure for 
her future. May the Master grant her a new baptism of fire and of the 
Holy Ghost, that she may rise to the measure of her great trust.

Resolvedf That we feel deeply the loss of Dr. W. H. Harrison, who was for 
many years pastor in Cincinaati, a pious, earnest and excellent minister of 
the Gospel, and who was called away in the prime of life ; of Dr. C. P. 
Krauth, Professor of Theology in the Theological Seminary at Gettysburg, 
a most saintly and venerable man, a learned and able Professor of Theology, 
and an eloquent preacher of the Gospel ; of Dr. H. L. Baugher, a sincere and 
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earnest Christian, an excellent preacher and an energetic and efficient Presi- 
dent of Pennsylvania College, at Qettysburg.

W. Stuckenberg reported for the Committee on 
German Hymn Book: 

Your Committee, appeinUd to prepare a Hymn Book for the German 
Churches of the General Synod, report : That they have canvassed the sub- 
ject and have come to the conclusion that, under present circumstances, they 
do not propose any material change in the Hymn Book already largely intro- 
duced into our churches, and having the recommendation of several Synods, 
namely, the Evangelisch Lutherisehe Kirchenlieder. The Committee are of 
opinion that this book is the best of any now before the Church. The only 
change they would like to make, if it were in their power, would be to cut 
down the long hymns to an ordinary number of stanzas, and so arrange the 
form of the hymns that each strain may also commence a new line, as is the 
ease in poetry generally. 

In view of all the circumstances your Committee recommend the following: 
Resolved, That this General Synod recommends to its German churches the 
Evangelical Lutheran Hymn Book published by Mrs. WoUenweber, of Phila- 
delphia, and prepared by a Committee of different Synods, with Dr. Demme 
as chairman. 

Resolved, That this committee be continued, to mike such arrangements 
with the publisher as may be advantageous to the General Synod, and also, 
to further take into consideration (and, if found practicable, to effect,) such 
changes as are intimated in the above suggestions.

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r BEFOBT BELATIVE TO STATE OF OHUBOH IN MnTlTESOTA. 

Rev. E. Miller presented a report for the committee to whom 
were referred letters concerning Minnesota churches. 

The Committee to whom were referred two communications on the state of 
the Lutheran Church in Minnesota, would beg leave to state, that one of said 
communications contains several statements bearing upon the prospects of 
the General Synod in that new but rapidljr gt^owing State. The writer, Rev. 
George A. Exline, represents that a large portion of the Scandinavians settled 
there have no connection with either the General Synod, or the General 
Council, being dissatisfied with the General Synod on account of its supposed 
radicalism ; and with the General Council, on account of its supposed Ro- 
manizing tendencies. Also that the German Lutherans in that State have 
united with the General Council, but that many of their children, receiving 
an American education, cannot Jiarmonize with the peculiar church spirit 
prevailing among them, and will seek a home in other Protestant bodies. 
Finally, that the writer knows of only three small congregations that desire 
to stand on the basis of the General Synod, all of which are under his own 
personal care. 

As the General Synod cannot, as such, take any special action in reference 
to these facts, your committee would recommend, that the letter of Mr. Exline 
be placed in the hands of the Executive Committee of the Home Missionary 
Society, with instructions to take it into such consideration as the case may 
require and their circumstances admit. 

The other is a letter from a worthy layman, recently removed from one of 
our Eastern Churches to Minnesota, making inquiry whether aid could be 
furnished by the Church Extension Society toward the building of a house of 
worship in Fillmore county, of that State. 

The facts presented seem to authorize the General Synod to commend any 
application, properly made from that quarter, to the favorable regard of the 
Executive Committee of the Church Extension Society.

EEFOBT 05 THEOLOOIOAL SEMHTABT AT OETTYSBUBO. 

The following report on the General Synod's Theological 
Seminary, at Gettysburg, was read by the Rev. Dr. W. M. 
Baum, for Rev. Dr. A. H. Lochman, President of the Board of 
Directors: 

According to the provision of the Constitution, it becomes my duty, as 
President of the Board of Directors, to present a report of the condition of 
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the Seminary to each successiTe session of the General Synod. In accord- 
'ance with this provision, I beg leave respectfully to submit the following : 

This time-honored Institution has in days past been signally honored and 
blessed of God. He has stamped upon it the seal of his approbation and 
favor, and made it an instrumentality of great good to the Church, which 
cannot be ignored, and is gratefully acknowledged in every section of our be- 
loved Zion. Many have been compelled, in view of the past, to thank God 
and, in view of the future, to take courage. 

Since our last report it has pleased God to remove Dr. G. P. Krauth, one 
of our ablest Professors, one whose memory we all cherish with fond delightt 
who, in his Christian deportment, his faithful labors, his devotedness to 
the interests of the Institution and the Church, has enshrined his memory in 
the warm heart-a£fections of all who knew him. He died with his harness 
on, and in a joyful hope of the glory that awaits the good and faithful. His 
death was calm, his end peace, and his works do follow him. 

The men whom the Church has called to the different professorships in our 
beloved Institution are in every respect qualified for their position, whose 
ability, piety and devotedness to the interests of the Institution and Church 
cannot be called into question. They are men long known to the Church, 
good men and true, faithful to the doctrinal stand-point of the General Synod, 
and well deserve the confidence of the Church. In consequence of unavoida- 
ble adverse influences the number of students has not been as large as desi- 
rable, yet it will compare favorably with the catalogue of former years. Du- 
ring the last year ten ministers have been furnished to the Church, who are 
now all actively engaged in the Master's cause, in winning souls to Christ and 
building up the walls of our beloved Zion. The dark clouds which have been 
lowering over the Institution are, however, happily passing over, and a 
brighter and more hopeful day is beginning to 'dawn. I have been credita- 
bly informed that there are now in the different classes in the College between 
sixty and seventy young men who have the ministry in view, most of whom 
at the termination of their college course will enter the Seminary. A brighter 
future is before us. 

The professors' houses have been enlarged and thoroughly repaired. I am 
not ready to give the correct statement of the financial condition of the In- 
stitution, but considerable progress has been made in this direction, yet the 
endowment is not what it ought to be. We need a fund for repairs in the 
building, which are very necessary and pressing at present. We need, also, 
some funds for the increase of the library and for other contingencies, and we 
hope and pray that the Church, in view of what God has accomplished 
through its Instrumentality, will rally round this parent Institution and make 
it an Institution worthy of the Church, and of the General Synod, whose off- 
spring it is and under .whose fostering care it is placed. 

The report was adopted. 

EEFOBT ON LITEBABT A5D THEOLOaiGAL INSTITUTIONS. 
The Committee on Literary and Theological Institutions beg leave to pre> 
sent the following collection of reports furnished by representatives of the 
several institutions named : 
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1. Hartwick Seminary, State of New York. 

For more than half a century this Seminary has been doing a good work ; 
and, by the continued favor of the Lord, it will effect greater things in the 
future. The Semi-Centennial of August, 18G6, marks an epoch in the history 
of this Institution not to be forgotten. An Alumni Professorship was inaugu- 
rated, which by due effort will be completed in season. A Memorial Volume, 
the product of this meeting, beautiful and valuable, is widely circulating, and 
is being read with satisfaction and profit. 

Old buildings have been replaced by large, more commodious and attrac- 
tive ones. A railroad running through the Susquehanna Valley, and near 
the buildings, is now being constructed, bringing us into connection with tbe 
great thoroughfares of our land. The regular instruetioBs, partially inter- 
rupted for a season, will be resumed in the autumn, with renewed life an.d 
most encouraging prospects. 

The work of endowment is steadily progressing; for God has Owned it as 
his, and has signally blessed it. Much larger subscriptions can iiow be se- 
cured than were thought of three years ago ; the spirit of benevolence has 
increased, and thousands of dollars more may be expected. The belief ia 
now cherish'bd that, through donations and legacies, the Seminary will be 
fully endowed, and the work of education successfully prosecuted. 

Difficulties are passing away before the face of well directed, persistent 
and believing effort, and every thing within the reaeh of possibilities may be 
attained. All things are possible to them that believe ; and God shall in all 
places be honored by those who put their trust in him. Men are needed for 
the great battle of life, in the conflict between truth and error — Christ and 
Belial; and from this Institution hundreds will go forth, properly quali- 
fied, by whom the name of God shall be magnified, and multitudes shall be 

saved. 

2. Pennsylvania College, Gettysburg, Pa. 

Pennsylvania College was -established in 1832, and has since that period 
been in successful operation. Its progress has been such as to gratify the 
most sanguine expectations of its friends. It has enjoyed the confidence of 
the public, and proved a blessing to the Church. In almost every Stale of 
the Union, its representatives are to be found, making an impression upon 
the community, and exerting an influence for good. 

Founded in prayer and faith, n^ith the primary design of bringing cultivated 
intellect into the service of the Church, of furnishing facilities by which men 
might be thoroughly educated and fitted for the ministry of reconciliation, 
it has not, with God's blessing resting upon its operations, failed in the 
object. 

During the past yea^ there have been connected with the Institution nearly 
two hundred students — a larger number than at any previous period in its 
history. Of these, more than one-half are communicant members of the 
Church, and upwards of seventy have resolved to devote themselves to the 
Gospel ministry. Last winter a most precious season of religious interest 
was enjoyed, and, as the result, at our last communion upwards of twenty 
students united themselves with the people of God in a public profession of 
their faith. 
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At the dose of the Ust term the college wms called to MOurn the loss of it« 
presiding officer. I>r. Baugker, who from the b^aning — t period of thirty- 
six years — had, eiiher as Professor or President^ fkith(\illy and successfully 
labored in the sorice of the Institution, peacefully passed to his rest. 

3. WUimbery ColUse^ S^nimsfel^ Okh. 

The general prosperity of Wittenberg Collie has been steadily increasing 
eyer since its establishment. It has been constantly growing in faTor, not 
only with our own Church, but also with all other Christian denominations 
and the intelligent public, until at present all persons interested in the tho- 
rough education of the young, and acquainted with its course of instruction 
and method of teaching, regard it as one of the leading educational institu- 
tions of the West. 

The Theological Department has already fHimished for our own Church, 
besides several for other denominations, more than one hundred ministers, 
who, by the blessing of God, have been largely instrumental in building up 
that part 9t our Lutheran Zion west of the mountains connected with the 
General Synod. Fifteen young men have left this department during the 
past two years, most of whom are at present cultiTating our Home Mission- 
ary fields in the far West. 

The College department has had connected with it-, during the past year, 
about one hundred and seyenty students, more than two-thirds of whom are 
professed Christians, and about sixty of whom are preparing to enter the 
ministry. 

The number of students, as well as the number of candidates for the min- 
istry, could be largely increased, if beneficiary aid could be furnished to all 
those young men who desire to enter the ministry, but cannot prepare them- 
seWes without pecuniary assistance from the Church. The number of ap- 
plicants for such aid has considerably increased since the close of the war. 
The Church should see to it that these young men, by some meanv, receive 
the aid they ask, and that they are not, for want of encouragement, and a 
little self-denial on the part of other Christians, entirely prevented from en- 
tering the ministry. The harvest, truly, is great, but the laborers are few. 
These young men who are seeking to enter the field should therefore be en- 
couraged and assisted. 

4. The Misaionary InsHtutef Selintgrove^ Snyder Co.y Pa, 

This institution has enjoyed its usual prosperity during the last two years. 
Since 1861 it has given the Church forty-two ministers. It shared very 
largely in a revival of the Second Lutheran Churoh in the town. 

In the Theological department there are only four students at the present 
time. For want of funds, we have been under the necessity of rejecting quite 
a number of applicants. 

The Clamcal department numbers 124 pupils during the present soholastio 
year, 24 of whom have the ministry in view. 

Hereafter no worthy applicants shall be rejected : we will trust in God for 
the means of support. 
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5. Mendota College, Mendota, lU. 

This Institution has one of the finest locations in the State of HHdois, — 
beautiful, healthy, easy of access from all parts of the great North-West, and 
at a sufficient distance from any other college to insure it always a full and 
growing patronage. 

Since its organization in 1857, it has had students from ten di£ferent States, 
while its income for tuition has more than supported the professors. During 
the last collegiate year, it has had 143 students connected with it. 

The faculty consists of Rev. J. B. Corbett, A.M., President, and Professor 
of Mental and Moral Science; Rey. W. H. Wynn, A.M, Professor of Lan- 
guages and Natural Sciences; and Rev. W. M. Sparr, A.M., Professor of 
Mathematics. 

6. Susquehanna Female College, SeUnagrove, Pa. 

Teachers, Rev. S. Domer, A.M., Proprietor and Principal. Assistants, da- 
ring the year just closed, Miss M. E. Gilbert, Miss Emma Ruthrauff, Miss 
A. Mary Diller, and Miss Lydia C. Domer. dumber of pupils during the year 
about ninety. Our attendance during the year just closed was not quite equal 
to former years. 

The Standard of Education. Our course is an extended and thorough one. 
The ideal of our course has been found unattainable in practical application. 
The course of study is a four years' college course, the same as in colleges 
for young men ; but we have found it, thus far, utterly impossible to get la- 
dies to remain at school long enough to take the full course as laid down in 
our catalogue. Hence we have pursued an eclectic policy, making such ar- 
rangements as the circumstances of the young ladies actually required. Three 
years is usually the longest time the majority of our young ladies allow them- 
selves for stndy away from home ; and any one may readily understand how 
utterly impossible it must be to educate pupils very liberally when no more 
time is devoted to study. The result of actual experience in our school is, 
that our standard of education has been entirely too high for realization ; a 
course of study demanding four yearSj beyond the preparatory department, 
cannot be completed by students, whether male or female, in three years' 
time. Hence we cannot actualize our ideal of female education, until parents 
and guardians, as well as ladies themselves, are willing to devote sufficient 
time to this important business. In the mean time, as ** facts are stubborn 
things," we must meet the practical issues of female education as they arise, 
and shape the course of instruction to meet the wants of patrons according to 
the time they are willing to allow for study, while we inscribe on our banner, 
what may seem to many a strange device as it touches the subject of the ed- 
ucation of the daughters of the Lutheran Church — *< Excelsior !"

Whereas, Certain bodies, bearing the Lutheran name, op- 
pose the various efforts now being made to form a more intimate 
visible union of all the followers of Christ, refuse to commune 
even with those who differ from them only in non-fundamentals, 
and exclude from their pulpits the ministers of all other de- 
nominations ; and, 

Whereas, Such an exclusive and intolerant spirit is calcu- 
lated to injure the cause of Christ, and to cast reproach on the 
Lutheran name ; therefore, 

Resolved^ That we, the General Synod of the Lutheran 
Church, deem it proper to call special attention to the third 
article of the Apostles' Creed, in which we confess our faith in 
one holy catholic Church and the communion of saints. 

Mesolved, That the real spiritual unity of the Church is not 
dependent on external sameness or uniformity, but on God's 
Spirit working on the hearts of believers, through the word 
and the sacraments. 

Resolved, That in accordance with these principles, and true 
to our past history, we will continue to cherish towards all 
Evangelical pastors and churches the spirit of Christian affec- 
tion and fellowship ; will welcome to the Lord's table all who 
are the sincere followers of Jesus Christ, in good standing in 
their respective churches ; will heartily co-operate with the 
American Bible and Tract Societies, the American Sunday 
School Union, the Young Men's Christian Associations, and 
all similar organizations, to promote the spread of the Gospel 
and the edification of the Church of Christ. 

Resolved, That the fundamental doctrines of Scripture, 
which Jesus and his Apostles made the condition of fellowship, 
which Luther and his co-laborers restored to their parity, and 
which form the basis of this General Synod, are the necessary 
condition for the visible organic unity of all Christians, being 
broad enough for all the true followers of Christ.

Whereas, It is stated in the report of the delegate of the 
American Evangelical Alliance to the fifth convention of the 
General or World's Evangelical Alliance, held at Amsterdam, 
in 1867, that many of the members seemed ready to accept an 
invitation to hold the sixth convention in the city of New 
York ; therefore, 

Resolvedj That the General Synod of the Evangelical Lu- 
theran Church in the United States appoint a committee of 
five persons, of which the President of this Synod shall be the 
chairman, to correspond with the officers of the American 
Evangelical Alliance, for the purpose of expressing, through 
that organization, the assurance that this General Synod do 
most cordially unite in welcoming the World's Evangelical Al- 
liance to hold its sixth convention upon the shores of this 
Western world, and that the same committee be hereby author- 
ized to act as a delegation to represent the General Synod in 
the said sixth convention, whether it meet in America or 
in Europe.

REPORT 05 THE SUHDAT-SGHOOL. 

The following report was rendered by the committee ap- 
pointed for the purpose : 

The modern Sunday-school, not yet a century old, is undeniably a work of 
God. In the British Islands and in America, where, with scarcely any ex- 
ceptions, it has been adopted by Christians, it has already been instrumental 
in producing an amount of good which neither the science of numbers nor the 
tongue of eloquence can adequately set forth. It has, moreover, extended 
to many countries, is steadily gaining foothold in still other lands, and is at 
this day one of the most important agencies in almost every mission field 
among the heathen. Considering the recent history of this institution, the 
remarkable hold which it has gained upon the affections of the Christian 
world, and the blessed results already realized, we are profoundly impressed 
with the greatness of the cause, and are led to exclaim : <* What hath God 
wrought ! " ' 
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With almost every Christian congregation in our land there is now con- 
nected a Sabbath*8chool. In our large cities, and in sparsely-settled places, 
a great mission work is carried forward by the Sunday-school. In many in- 
stances, especially in the newer parts of the country, it prepares the way 
for the preached word and the ordinances. The Sunday-school has created 
a new literature for the young ; it employs the talent of the laity of the 
church to an extent never before known ; and affords such aid and encour- 
agement to the ministry that the pastor who is surrounded by an efficient 
Sunday-school may well feel that the Lord is surely establishing the work of 
his hands. 

Our own Church, which is known in the world by the name of the im- 
mortal Reformer, has been among the first in this land to adopt the Sunday- 
school. Any other course would have been unworthy of her. The Lutheran 
Church, from her very beginning as such, has most carefully provided for 
the spiritual nurture of the lambs of Christ's flock. 

It would be our pleasure to discuss at length the true position which the 
Sunday-school should be held as occupying. We believe the time will soon 
come when the proper relation of the Sunday-school to the family and the 
Church shall be more clearly understood. 

The Sunday-school should never be regarded as taking the work of parents 
out of their hands. Nothing can ever exonerate fathers and mothers from 
teaching the Lord's words diligently to their children, and of writing them 
upon the door-posts of their houses. It is encouraging, however, to know 
that those parents who most carefully and.conscientiously inquire in refer- 
ence to their domestic duties most gratefully look upon the Sunday-school as 
an important help in their responsible work. 

Nor does the faithful pastor seek an excuse in the Sunday-school of his 
church for neglecting other duties towards the young of his charge. He will 
not voluntarily on its account suffer catechisation to fall into disuse; but will 
rather bless God that through the Sunday-school he has an enlarged oppor- 
tunity for access to the minds and affections of the dear children and youth 
entrusted to his pastoral care. 

Nor must it be supposed that the Sunday-school stands in the place of the 
Church. Evidently a serious error has been fostered in this regard. We 
have sometimes heard the Sunday-school spoken of as "the children's 
church." While we can well appreciate the warm and grateful feeling 
prompting such expression, we fear that it carries with it to the common 
mind the idea that the school is a substitute for the church. Perhaps this 
error may largely account for the absence of so many of the children of 
Christians from the public services of the sanctuary, and the seeming satis- 
faction with which parents neglect to train their households to appear together 
in the tabernacles of the Lord, where all the people are called upon to wor- 
ship him. 

We desire that all our people should consider that whatever official ar- 
rangement may exist in the schools distinctly belonging to congregations, it 
should never be so construed as to ignore the rights of the pastor. He is the 
pastor of the school by virtue of such relation to the church. 
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We would urge it upon the attention of all our church councils to make the 
Sunday-school a subject for their deliberations. Suitable apartments, in 
which to hold the schools, should be provided with as much faithfulness as 
proper accommodations for the general assemblies of worshippers. These 
rooms should be commodious, clean, airy, comfortable, and healthy — inviting 
places, and well adapted to the purpose. 

We would urge it upon the attention of the church o£cers, parents, and 
other Christians, to countenance and encourage the schools by their frequent 
presence and assistance. The form contained in our Liturgy for the instal- 
lation of church officers, provides that they shall see well to the interests of 
the congregational schools. 

We would recommend that in all cases all possible order and reverence be 
enjoined and maintained in our schools, lest a disregard for the sacrednesa 
of the Lord's house be unconsciously fostered in the minds of those dear ones 
whom we seek to train for the spiritual worship of Qod. 

We would request the pastors and teachers who purchase Sunday-Bchool 
libraries to exercise the utmost care that all improper and unworthy books 
be excluded. This becomes the more necessary with the advance of time, 
as the land is now flooded with books seeking for friendly recognition by 
the teachers of the Church's children. Many books which now unguardedly 
slip into our libraries, teach not only doctrines inconsistent with our own, 
but which are also in other important respects unfit for use in our schools. 

We would call the attention of all our schools, in all our Synods and 
churches, to the propriety of procuring books and Sunday-school requisites 
from the Lutheran Publication Society in Philadelphia, where they are now 
furnished at least as cheaply as anywhere else ; and would urge all our schools 
and families to secure for their children our own beautiful Lutheran Sun- 
day School HsaALD, the publication of which was undertaken by the Pub- 
lication Society in compliance with a request of the General Synod, and 
which paper has now, for more than eight years, seemed indispensable to 
those who have taken it, as an aid in teaching the fear of the Lord and love 
to our Zion. 

We would, while giving all praise to our young men and women who so 
zealously and efficiently labor in our Sunday-schools, request the officers of 
our churches, parents, middle-aged members, and even those in far advanced 
years, also to devote themselves more freely to thfe important and blessed work 
of teaching in the Sunday-schools under our care, so as to give to the schools 
all the weight of accumulated years, experience, intelligence and Christian 
grace, as well as the direct advantage of their services. 

We would call the attention of all our pastors and people to the great ne- 
cessity laid upon us all| to labor in season and out of season for the prosper- 
ity of our Sunday-schools. Let all our own children, and the neglected, be 
gathered in, and everything needful be done to retain them as long as possi- 
ble. Let the teachers be judiciously selected — persons who will show a good 
example in their lives, attend regularly and punctually to duty, and pre- 
pare themselves diligently for their work. 

, With these thoughts, which might be greatly extended, we submit this re- 
port to you, with the earnest request that all our people will unite with us 
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in more self-denial and prayer for the Sunday-school ; and God will smile 
upon Zion and cause her to rejoice. Respectfully submitted,

ARTICLE EXFLAHATORT OF DOOTRIKE. 

The following proposition was called up from the table, where 
it had been laid durinor the discussion of the revised Constitu- 
tion, and was offered as a re-affirmation by the General Synod 
in relation to its doctrinal position : 

To prevent all misapprehension and misrepresentation as to 
the doctrinal position of the Lutheran Church as represented 
in the General Synod, we deem it necessary to re-assert the 
following testimony as embodying our views on certain points 
which have agitated the Church : 

" That this General Synod, resting on the Word of God as 
the sole authority in matters of Faith, on its infallible warrant 
rejects the Romish doctrine of the Real Presence or Tran sub- 
stantiation, and with it the doctrine of Consubstantiation ; re- 
jects the Romish Mass, and all ceremonies distinctive of the 
Mass ; denies any power to the Sacraments as an opus opera- 
turn^ or that the blessings connected with Baptism and the Lord's 
Supper can be received without faith ; rejects Auricular Con- 
fession and priestly Absolution ; holds that there is no priest- 
hood on earth but that of all believers, and that God only can 
forgive sins ; and maintains the Divine obligation of the Chris- 
tian Sabbath.'' 

Adopted. 

REPORT ON SEVENTH JUBILEE OF REFORMATION. 

The report on the Jubilee of the Reformation, laid over from 
last night, was called up and discussed. Three resolutions 
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were offered as an amendment, more fully setting forth the occa- 
sion of the Jubilee, and the interest which the Church should 
feel in its observance. The amendments were adopted, and 
ordered to be inserted immediately after the preamble. The 
report was then adopted as a whole. 

Your committee appointed to prepare a plan for the prosecution of the 
work of the Jubilee, beg leave to present the following : 

Whereas, The Reformation of the Sixteenth Century, inaugurated by the 
nailing of the Ninety -five Theses on the door of the Castle Church, by Martin 
Luther, on the thirty-first day of October, 1617, was an event of such mag- 
nitude and of such importance to the Christian Church as to deserve per- 
petual commemoration ; and, 

Whereas, The Lutheran Church has heretofore celebrated both Centen- 
nial and Semi-Centennial Jubilees ; and, 

Whereas, The year commencing on the 81st of October, 1867, and ending 
on the 81st of October, 1868, is the Seventh Semi-Centennial year since the 
Reformation; and, 

Whereas, The exigencies, wants and interests of the Lutheran Church in 
the United States call for large donations of money to meet these exigencies, 
supply these wants, and advance these interests ; therefore, 

[^liesolved^ That the history of our beloved Church, from the time of her 
planting by the Reformers up to this Jubilee Year, calls loudly upon us to 
acknowledge with devout gratitude the Divine goodness which has been so 
signally displayed in her perpetuity and prosperity, the maintenance of her 
pure faith, the development of her distinctive life . and her unexampled 
growth. 

Reaolvedy That, encouraged by the past and present of her history, we 
look hopefully to her future triumphs, and especially rejoice in the indica- 
tions that this Jubilee year is to make a new era in her spiritual life and 
benevolent labors. 

Resolved, That we call earnestly upon all the pastors and churches in con- 
nection with this General Synod to celebrate this our Jubilee with thanks- 
giving to God and renewed consecration to Christ and his Church, and, as a 
substantial expression of their gratitude, to contribute largely of their 
means to the Jubilee offerings for the treasury of the Lord.] 

Resolved, That the historic Church year now passing be celebrated by all 
the churches of the General Synod as a Jubilee unto the Lord, and that it be 
characterized by religious offerings, commensurate with the ability of the 
members of the Church and the demands made upon them as the stewards 
of the Lord. 

Resolved, That to secure the important ends designed to be attained, we 
recommend the following plan, viz. : 

1st. That the Secretary of the General Synod be authorized to have pre- 
pared and printed cards in the following form, and that these cards 

be sent to each pastor connected with us in such numbers as may be ordered: 

I, A. B., agree to give, as a Jubilee Offering, the following sums, as an- 
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nezed, for the purpose designated. (Here follows a list of all our Beneyolent 
Societies and the names of our Institutions: 

Foreign and Home Missions — General Synod Fund, District Synod Fund, 
Particular Missions. 

Education — Parent Education Society, District Synod Fund, Individual. 

Church Extension. 

Publication Society. 

Theological Seminaries — Hartwick, Gettysburg, Wittenberg, Selinsgrore. 

Colleges — Pennsylvania, Wittenberg, Missionary Institute, Mendota. 

Orphans' Home. 

General Benevolence. ) 

2d. That this Synod recommend that the pastor of each charge in connec- 
tion with the 'General Synod, sometime during the present Jubilee year, pre- 
sent to each of his congregations the special work of the several Benevolent 
Societies connected with the General Synod ; and that after such presentation 
a Jubilee Offering be solicited for the support of these Societies, and for the 
support and endowment of the Theological and Literary Institutions of the 
Church ; for which purpose the pastor, or one of the church council, be request- 
ed to hand to each member of the church, and to such other persons as he 
may think willing to contribute to these objects, one of the published cards, 
with a request to fill the blanks with such sums as he or she may be willing 
to contribute, at as early a period as possible, and return the same to the 
pastor with his or her signature; and that the pastors be requested to collect 
these amounts and send them as soon as possible to the treasurers of the se- 
veral Societies and Boards for which the money has been contributed. 

3d. That the subscriptions be continued until the next meeting of the Gene- 
ral Synod, and that at that meeting each Synod be requested to make a full 
report of all its Jubilee offerings.

Tuesday, May 12th, 1868. 

The Foreign Missionary Society of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church in the United States assembled in the First English 
Lutheran Church, at Harrisburg, on the' afternoon of the 12th 
of May, 1868. 

The President of the Society, Rev. Dr. F. W. Conrad, called 
the meeting to order. After the singing of a missionary hymn 
the assembly was led in prayer by the Rev. W. N. Scholl. 

A committee consisting of Dr. M. L. Stoever, Rev. Dr. H. 
N. Pohlman and Rev. M. OfiScer, was appointed to nominate 
officers. Their report, presented and adopted at a subsequent 
stage of the proceedings, is as follows :

REPORT OF EZEOUTIVE OOIOIITTES. 

The Executive Committee, through Rev. Dr. L. E. Albert, 
Corresponding Secretary, presented their report as follows : 

Fourteenth Report op the Executive Committee of 
THE Foreign Missionary Society op the Evangelical Lu- 
theran Church in the United States. 

The Executiye Committee of the Foreign Missionary Society respectfully 
begs leave to present the following report : 

In obedience to a resolution of the Society, passed at Fort Wayne, Indi- 
ana, the Executive Committee, immediately on entering upon its duties, 
sought to reinforce our mission stations in India and Africa. To this end 
an appeal was addressed to the Church by the Rev. E. Oreenwald D. D., 
President of the Executive Committee, which was followed by others drawn 
up by the Coresponding Secretary. While these appeals were not altogether 
useless, still they effected nothing as regards the obtainment of missionaries. 
But few applications were made for employment by the Society, and such 
were the circumstances connected with the most of these applications, that 
the Executive Committee felt itself unable conscientiously to grant them. As 
no applications, especially, were received from any in this country to re-in- 
force our solitary missionary in India, the Corresponding Secretary was in- 
structed to enter into a correspondence with the Rev. Mr. Gronning, in Ger- 
many, for the purpose of soliciting his aid, for the obtainment of men for our 
mission stations in India, from the Mission Institutes in his own country. 
As Bro. Gronning felt himself unable for the present, on account of ill 
health, to return to India, though urged by the Committee if possible to do 
so, he gladly offered his assistance to reinforce our mission stations in the 
way indicated by the Committee. After considerable effort and trouble, Bro. 
Gronning announced to the Committee, that he had finally secured the ser- 
vices of two excellent young men for our mission work, and requested the 
Committee to inform him what disposition should be made of them. The 
Committee would have had no difficulty in informing him about their disposi- 
tion, had affairs remained in the Church in this country as they were when 
your Committee received its appointment. Then the Synod of Pennsylvania, 
especially, co-operated heartily with this Society in the Foreign Mission 
work, and sustained by its own funds a missionary in India. 

Since the •establishment of the "General Council," however, this Synod 
has withdrawn from all active co-operation with the Society. In fact every 
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Synod, in which the Germanic influence largely predominated, that had 
once co-operated with the Society pursued a similar coarse, leaving the 
Society to be sustained alone by the friends of the General Synod. These 
things having occurred practically about the time when Bro. Gronning's 
efforts to obtain missionaries were crowned with success, the Committee was 
compelled to inform Bro. Gronning of its unwillingness for the present, to 
employ these men, and the uncertainty that hung over their employment in 
the future. 

In communicating this action of the Committee to Bro. Groaning the fol- 
lowing language was employed. " The Committee sought to reinforce our 
mission stations in India, on. the supposition that the promited aid from the 
Synod of Pennsylvania would be forthcoming when needed, and that her in- 
terest in German missionaries would be continued. It was this Synod that 
urged us, through one of her executive officers, to entreat you to seek out for 
us worthy young men in Germany, giving as an argument for speedy action 
that the Germans in this country would feel a deeper interest in the cause 
of missions in India if such men were obtained and recommended by you. 
But now this Synod is in the dark as to its future missionary operations, so 
that we know not what to do. As yet, we cannot tell whether it will co- 
operate, in any way, with us or not. If it will, then our path will be made 
plain before us : if it will not, then we fear that your anxiety on our account 
will all have been in vain." This action of the Committee was communicated 
to Bro. Groaning in the month of October, 1867. Since then, the Committee 
has heardnothing further, either from Bro. Gronning, or the Synod of Penn- 
sylvania. The Committee trust that its course in regard to this matter will 
be sanctioned by the Society, since it took it for granted, that if the General 
Synod alone is to support our missions in India, then it would prefer men 
representing its spirit and its stand-point, and ^n whom the Churches of the 
General Synod will have confidence. 

As the Pennsylvania Synod, however, still desires to continue its Foreign 
Mission work, but under other auspices, your Committee would suggest the 
offering, up5n the part of this Society, of the Rajahmundry or Samulcotta 
Mission to that Synod. Thus these stations would be saved, and our foreign 
mission work carried on more effectively. 

From the statements which have been made the Society will perceive that 
our efforts to reinforce Bro. Unangst, in India, have thus far been fruitless. 
No doubt, the recent division in the Church, together with the distraction 
necessarily attending it, has been the great cause of our failure. Still, it 
cannot be concealed, that independent of all this, the interest in our Foreign 
Mission work of late years, has been greatly on the wane. This is seen and 
felt everywhere. Surely, we have left our first love, and it becomes us to 
liumble ourselves before God, quickly to repent, and to do our first works 
over. — As India has thus far mainly engrossed our thoughts, it may be well 
to continue our statements in regard to it, and lay before the Society 

THE PRESENT STATE OF THE INDIA MISSION. 

The Society has four mission stations in India, viz. : Guntur, Palnaud, 
Rajahmundry and Samulcotta / all of which are under the supervision of our 
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faithful missionary Rey. E. Unangst. Bro. Uaangst is assist eil in his labors 
bj Mr. R. £. Cully, who is Head Master and Overseer at the Palnaud Sta- 
tion, and by native teachers, Catechists and Bible Colporteurs. The station 
at which Bro. Unangst resides is Guntur, which is about 115 miles from Ra- 
jah mundry, and 155 from Samnlcotta. The statistics of the Guntur station 
are as follows :

While these figures present a very encouraging view of our mission-work 
in India, still the fact cannot and ought not to be overlooked, that it is utterly 
impossible for one missionary, however devoted to his work, properly to pro- 
tect and promote the interest of these mission-stations. It is indeed a cause 
for praise and gratitude to God, thai the life of our faithful missionary in 
India, during the past two years, has been so graciously spared, that his 
health has been of such a character that he has been enabled almost unre- 
mittedly to prosecute his labors, and that amid so much to depress him he 
has patiently toiled on, and has not toiled in vain. Realizing fully the re- 
sponsibility resting upon us, he has sought diligently to meet it, praying ar- 
dently and looking anxiously for the time when reinforcements should ar- 
rive, to cheer him by their presence and their assistance, and gather with 
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him the precious sheaves, already ripe for the harvest. May the Church 
compassionate both for him and our mission-stations, and pray and seek with 
all earnestness, an increase of our missionary force in India ! 

A few extracts from letters recently received from India may not be unin- 
teresting, showing as they do, the spirit and the hopes of our missionary 
and his principal assistant. Says Bro. Unangst in a letter to us, dated Gun- 
tur, February 22d, 1868, ** I have much pleasure in sending you the en- 
closed extracts from Mr. Cully's reports. The number of new inquirers 
(adults) is close on 100, representing nearly 30 families not included in my 
last statistical report. You will thus perceive, by comparing the figures, 
that we have considerably over 200 adult inquirers. If we add the number 
of children belonging to these persons, we have upwards of 375 candidates 
for the holy ordinance of baptism. This we consider a most favorable indi- 
cation of the progress the good work is making here ; and we feel truly 
thankful that the Lord Is thus adding His blessing to our humble efforts to 
turn the heathen from their idols to serve the living and true God. We are 
anxiously expecting a letter from you, to announce the glad news that new 
missionaries are preparing to join us soon. You can hardly imagine the 
importance and urgent necessity of an adequate reinforcement, to occupy 
the vacant stations and to relieve us. The new inquirers above referred to 
and many others scattered over our field who are yet hesitating to declare 
their faith openly before the world, appeal to you for the bread of life, which, 
broken to them more frequently, would doubtless give more grace and conso- 
lation to the steadfast, and more courageiind decision to the wavering, to 
take a firm stand on the Lord's side." 

The extracts from Mr. Cully's report are as follows : — "You will, I am sure, 
rejoice. to learn that the people at Garlapadu have at length come forward 
and openly declared their desire to embrace Christianity. Not only in their 
own village did they make this declaration, but they came over to Pillutla, 
and there, in the presence of Christian witnesses, professed their determina- 
tion to jqin us. I am unable to express the great pleasure we all then felt, 
to find so many renouncing idolatry, and joining themselves to the Lord's 
people. We humbly and earnestly entreated our Heaveiily Father, that He 
would look down mercifully on those that were bowing before him for the 
first time, and help them to believe in their hearts that Jesus Christ * came 
into the world to save sinners.' " — " The number of families in all is fifteen 
(15), including forty-nine adults, (49), and twenty-one (21) children. The 
principal one among them is an old man, who. though blind is stil^able to 
exercise a good degree of influence among his class. His well known integ- 
rity and his wisdom cause the others to look to him for counsel." Concern- 
ing a number of other new inquirers, Mr. Cully says: 

** The Madinapadu inquirers have agreed, much more readily than those of 
Garlapadu, to build their own school-house. In their desire, too, to follow 
the truth, they may be said to be equally in earnest ; and, though no teacher 
has been hitherto sent them, they have not only abandoned idolatry, but also, 
60 far as they have learned, they endeavor to act as Christians in observing the 
Sabbath and abstaining from eating carrion; and attending to prayer meet- 
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ings, &c. There are at present about fourteen (14) families that have em- 
braced the Christian religion at this Tillage. If there were a school here, 
about twenty (20) pupils would attend." 

Surely all this but deepens the conviction of the importance of redoubling 
our efforts to sustain our mission- work in India, and especially to send a re- 
inforcement of missionaries to occupy the field where some who are now 
among the sainted dead once labored. 

We come now to the consideration of 

OUB UISSION FIELD 19 AFRICA. 

Your Committee having been informed at its first business meeting nt 
Easton that the rapidly failing health of the Rev. J. Kistler, then your mis- 
sionary in Africa, made it imperatively necessary to obtain as speedily ns 
possible an assistant missionary, entered at once into a correspondence with 
the Rev. Henry Heigerd, urging him to return to the Muhlenberg Mission. 
After a long correspondence with Rev. Mr. Heigerd, In which he gave the 
Committee some legitimate expectation of becoming again your missionary, 
he suddenly and finally declined the appointment so urgently pressed upon 
him. Your Committee then addressed itself anew to the task of securing a 
suitable person for this Mission ; and, as an inducement to enter upon the 
work there, signified its willingness to accept of the services of men as mis- 
sionaries for the limited space of three or four years. While several appli- 
cations were afterwards received, soliciting the appointment of missionary 
to this important field, your Committee is nevertheless constrained to report 
that no such appointment as yet has been successfully made. The cause of 
this failure may be thus briefly expressed: unwillingness upon the part of 
the Committee to send those who were willing .to go, and unwillingness, 
finally, upon the part. of those whom the Committee was willing to' send. 
Our failure to secure a missionary is deeply to be regretted, especially in view 
of the changes that have taken place at the Mission since the last meeting of 
the Society. Some time in the month of September, 1866, the Mission sus- 
tained a great loss, in the death of Mrs. Kistler, the estimable and beloved 
wife of our missionary, the Rev. J. Kistler. This was followed soon after 
by the departure of the Rev. Mr. Kistler from Africa, and his return to this 
country in the latter part of the month of April, 1867. The return of Mr. 
Kistler was mainly owing to the poor condition of his health, and was sanc- 
tioned by the Committee. 

Since then the Muhlenberg Mission has been practicaPy without a proper 
influenlial head. The only arrangement which it was possible for the Rev. 
Mr. Kistler to make for its welfare, until the arrival of another missionary, 
was the obtainment of the services of a lay-brother at Monrovia, who pro- 
mised to watch over the Mission and regulate its affairs to the best of his 
ability. 

This gentleman, by name David Kelly, is represented by the Rev. Mr. 
Kistler as a most excellent and trustworthy brother. From letters recently 
received from him we believe that the Mission is conducted as well as it can 
be under the circumstances. It must, however, eventually suffer unless steps 
are speedily taken to have it at once supplied with an active resident mis- 
sionary. 
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As Mr. Kelly bas given much of his time and labor to the management of 
th6 affairs of the Mission, both temporal and spiritual, since the return of 
the Rev. Mr. Kistler to this country, it remains for the Society to determine 
what compensation he should receive and also whether it would not be de- 
sirable to secure, for the time being, his undivided attention to the interests 
of the Mission. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that some definite plan of action will be devised 
by the Society in regard to the future management and support of the Muh- 
lenburg Mission. In view of the extreme difficulty in obtaining suitable 
men for Ifricn, the inquiry is undoubtedly forced upon us, whether it can 
be sustained by us hereafter, and if so, whether a different course must not 
be followed than that which has heretofore been pursued. One plan has 
suggested itself to the Committee, which eventually may obviate the diffi- 
culty to which we have alluded; and that is, the bringing over to this country 
some of the most promising young men at our Mission in Africa, to be edu- 
cated here for the missionary work in their own country. Some of thetie 
young men are extremely anxious to be qualified to become missionaries, and 
earnestly entreat the Committee to give them an opportunity to educate 
themselves as such in this country. Gladly will the Committee send for these 
young men if authorized by the Society to do so. 

The Muhlenberg Mission has certainly great claims upon us for its con- 
tinuance. Its foundations have been well laid. Its praise has been chanted 
by other churches. It has been doing a good work among the heathen. It 
has frequently been visited by the outpouring of the Spirit. The seed that 
has been sown in tears and prayers is at last yielding its fruit. Those who 
were once children in years have now become men and women, imbued with 
the Christian faith, and willing to work for Jesus. The Lord grant us 
wisdom, that we may act wisely and well in regard to.this Mission ! 

EXPENDITURES. 

A word now in regard to our expenditures. These, during the past two 
years, have been very heavy. This has not been owing to any thoughtless- 
ness or extravagance upon the part of the Executive Committee, but from 
the force of circumstances. The circumstances which involved expense were 
mainly these : the return to this country of Mrs. Mary J. Long — the widow 
of our deceased and lamented missionary, Rev. Adam Long, — the liquidation 
of our entire indebtedness to the Rev. C. W. Gronning and the Rev. J. Kist- 
ler, and the high ra^es of exchange between this country and India. 

Mrs. Mary J. Long and her two children arrived in this country on the 
4th of May, 1867. The Committee defrayed their travelling expenses, from 
the time of departure from India until her arrival at her father's home in 
Ohio. The Committee aXw^ settled the claims which her deceased husband 
had against the Society, and likewise allowed her some compensation over 
and above what was strictly coming to her. Had our ability been in propor- 
tion to our will the amount of this compensation would have been largely 
increased. 

Two items of business in connection with this entire matter will demand 
your attention. I'irst, whether the outfit of a returning missionary, or mis- 
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sionary's wife, should be paid by the Society ; and. Secondly^ whether the 
Society is morally bound to make provision for the support and education of 
a deceased missionary's children. 

Mrs. Mary ^. Long desired the Committee to act affirmatively upon both 
of these questions; but the Committee, not being willing to assume such 
weighty responsibility, postponed the decision of the same to this meeting of 
the Society. The Committee trust that these questions will be thoroughly 
discussed, and that puch conclusions will be reached as shall meet with God's 
approval and blessing, and be just to those who are particularly interested in 
them. 

As above stated, the Committee also liquidated the entire indebtedness of 
the Society to the Rev. C. W. Gronning and the Rev. J. Kistler. Although 
these brethren are no longer in your employment, yet the former wishes to 
know whether his salary will not be continued for the present year; while the 
latter has intiitated that in his present feeble condition some further pro- 
vision for his support would not only be just but also very acceptable. It 
remains for the Society to determine what action it shall take in regard to 
these brethren. 

When, in connection with the above facts, we take into consideration also 
the high rates of exchange, it can easily be seen that the expenditures in- 
curred during the past two years must be more than ordinarily heavy. What 
they were will be heard when the Treasurer's Account is rendered. 

CONCLUSION. 

At the last meeting of the Society the following resolution was passed : 
Risolved, That the Executive Committee be and are hereby requested to 
consult with the Executive Committee of the Home Missionary Society with 
reference to the publication of a monthly pamphlet, devoted to missionary 
intelligence and the cause of missions in our Church. 

We would only say in regard to this resolution that it was not deemed ex- 
pedient by either Committee to enter upon the publication of such a journal. 
Having thus given, in as brief a space as possible, all the needful information 
in regard to our action as a Committee, together with the wants nnd the pro- 
sent condition of our Mission Stations, we close this report with the hope 
that our management of your affairs will meet with your approbation, and 
that a deeper interest will be awakened in the great work which we have 
been seeking to promote. The old command is still new : "Go ye and disci- 
ple all nations.^* The field is still the world. The injunction is still the 
same : *^ Ask of me, and I shall give thee the heathen for thine inheritance, 
and the uttermost parts of the earth for thy possession." The prayer is still 
to be offered : " Thy kingdom come, thy will be done on earth as it is in 
heaven."

ANNIVERSARY. 

The anniversary exercises of the Society were held on the 
evening of Tuesday, the 12th. 

After a voluntary on the organ by Prof. Wm. Knoche, the 
anthem, 

** Daughter of Zion, awake from thy sadness,'' 

was sung. 
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Prayer was then offered by Rev. S, W. Harkey, D. D. 

Appropriate addresses followed by Rev. J. Swartz ; Rev. J. 
Kistler, returned missionary from Muhlenberg Mission, in 
Liberia, Africa ; Rev. M. Officer, also formerly missionary at the 
same place, and the originator of the Mission ; and others. 

Contributions for the Foreign Missionary work, to a con- 
siderable amount, were received. Mrs. Susan Toung, of Han- 
over, Pa., was made a Life Member of the Society, by her con- 
tributing twenty-five dollars. 

The doxdlogy being sung, the benediction was pronounced 
by Rev. F. W. Conrad, D.D. 
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The Home Missiooary Society of the General Synod met in 
the First Lutheran Church atHarrisburg, Pa., at 3 o'clock, May 
8th, 1868. Rev. S. S. Schmucker, D.D., the president, occu* 
pying the chair. In the absence of Rev. J. H. Ileck, Rev. W. 
M. Baum, D.D., was appointed Recording Secretary pro tern. 
The exercises were opened with prayer by Rev. H. Ziegler, 
D. D. 

On motion, the Minutes of the last convention of the Society 
were omitted. The Constitution was read. The roll of the 
Synods co-operating with the Society was also read, and, on 
motion, the Synods of Iowa, Northern, Illinois, and of Central 
Illinois, were admitted to membership. 

SEPOBT OF EXEOUTIYE OOlOCItTEE, 

The Executive Committee presented the following report: 

Tenth Report op the Executive CoMMirrBB of Home 
Missionary Society. 

With devout thankfulness to the great Head of the Churchy for his con- 
tinued presence and manifest blessing upon their labors in his naraOi the Exec- 
utive Committee submit respectfully the following report of their work for 
the past two years : 

I. CHANGES IN THE EXECUTIVE COMHITTBI. 

The following changes in the composition of the Executive Committee were 
made during the past two years. 

1. Rev. H. Bishop having removed from Baltimore, Rev. C. A. Stork was 
appointed to fill his post in the committee, and on the 17th of July, 1860, elected 
Corresponding Secretary. 

2. Rev. Dr. Morris having resigned his post as member of the committee, 
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Rev. Dr. McCron was cbosen in his place, and on the 1st of April, 1867, 
appointed Chairman of the Committee. 

3. On February 10th, 1868, the peculiar work for which Rev. M. OflBcer 
had been appointed, viz., the exploring of mission fields, securing mission- 
aries, and obtaining the active co-operation of the Synods, being, in his own 
judgment and that of the Committee, for the time completed, his resignation 
was tendered and accepted, and his appointment made out as missionary to 
Van Wert, Ohio. 

II. WORK OF THE COMMITTEE. 

• 

From the necessities of the Church, a two-fold work has been imposed upon 
the Conunittee, viz. : 1. The founding of missions ; and, 2. The completing 
and sustaining of the organization of the Society itself as a basis from which 
to work. Accordingly the Committee and 'their agent, the General Superin- 
tendent, have been engaged in exploring the field, securing and sustaining 
competent missionaries, and at the same time persuading the several Synods 
to co-operate, securing their pledges and actual assumption of the several 
fields as they have been explored, and as a missionary has been secured, and' 
the nucleus of a church organization been gathered. In this work the Gen- 
eral Superintendent, Rev. M. Ofiicer, has been eminently diligent and suc- 
cessful. He has explored the field in person, selected the sites of the various 
missions, secured the missionaries, in many cases effected in person the first 
organizations, and visited aJid secured the pledges of the various District 
Synods to the several fields. The work of the Committee, in conjunction 
with their faithful Superintendent, has been almost entirely merely advisory. 

As the fruits of these labors and plans, the Committee* would report the 
following results : 

1. Synods in co-operation with the Society. 

The following Synods have been in, active co-operation with- the Society 
during the past two years, viz. : Synod of Maryland, West Pennsylvania, 
East Pennsylvania, Miami, East Ohio, Wittenberg, 0., Olive Branch, Ind., 
Pittsburg, Central Pennsyltania, Northern Indiana, New Jersey, New York 
Synod, Susquehanna. The Iowa Synod, Synod of Northern Illinois, and 
Central Illinois, propose connection, though they have not as yet been in active 
co-operation. There are, then, sixteen of the twenty-one Synods which are 
in connection with the General Synod, now connected with the Home Mis- 
sionary Society of the General Synod. 

The majority of these the General Superintendent visited, and induced to 
become responsible for the support of particular mission fields, thus giving a 
new reliability to the operation of the Society, and not leaving our Missions 
and Missionaries dependent on the uncertain contributions of a tardy church 
at large. 

2. Amount of Fundi received for the past two years to date: 
As follows : 
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faitliful missionary Rev. E. Unangst. Bro. Unangst is assisted in his labors 
by Mr. R. £. Cully, who is Head Master and Overseer at the Palnaud Sta- 
tion, and by native teachers, Catechists and Bible Colporteurs. The station 
at which Bro. Unangst resides is Guntur, which is about 115 miles from Ra- 
jahmundry, and 155 from Samulcotta. The statistics of the Guntur station 
are as follows :

While these figures present a very encouraging view of our mission-work 
in India, still the fact cannot and ought not to be overlooked, that it is utterly 
impossible for one missionary, however devoted to his work, properly to pro- 
tect and promote the interest of these mission-stations. It is indeed a cause 
for praise and gratitude to God, that the life of our faithfkil missionary in 
India, during the past two years, has been so graciously spared, that his 
health has been of such a character that he has been enabled almost unre- 
mittedly to prosecute his labors, and that amid so much to depress him he 
has patiently toiled on, and has not toiled in vain. Realizing fully the re- 
sponsibility resting upon us, he has sought diligently to meet it, praying ar- 
dently and looking anxiously for the time when reinforcements should ar- 
rive, to cheer him by their presence and their assistance, and gather with 
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4. Statistics of Churches receiving Missionary aid. 

Number received by Baptism and Confirmation, 207. Number received by 
Certificate, 251. Number of Communicants, 1,579. Sunday-schools, 24. 
Sunday-school scholars, 2,035. Number of churches built, 2. The church 
at Des Moines is building now. The Church at Wheeling has purchased a 
lot, and proposes soon to build. At Lawrence, Kansas, a church lot has been 
bought and paid for. At Van Wert, $4,000 have been raised by the exertion 
of Rev. M. Officer, the Missionary there, to build a church. The Church at 
Mt. Vernon, 0., has paid $1,800 on a lot and church building, and has the 
rest provided for. At Bardstown, Ey., the Church has purchased a par- 
sonage. 

These figures, however, do by no means express the progress made in the 
Home Mission work, and in the furtherance of Lutheranism by the labors of 
the past two years. In that time the great States of Missouri and Kansas, 
teeming with a population of Lutheran descent and attachments, has been 
opened up to the Society, and fine points of central and growing influence 
secured. St. Louis, Kansas City, Topeka, Tipton, and Lawrence, are mis- 
sions of no ordinary interest. The work at St. Louis, Kansas City, and To- 
peka, already is fairly progressing. Nor are these places important simply 
in view of their own strength. They must become centres from which influ- 
ences will radiate to all the rest of the State. They promise to become mo- 
ther churches to a large and wide-spread Lutheranism through the valley of 
the Mission. 

III. SEEDS OF THE SOCIETY. 

In addition to the support necessary to sustain and fully establish speedily 
these important posts, the Committee would present th^ following urgent 
cases : 

Lawrence, Kansas, a growing and flourishing city now. supplied with oc- 
casional preaching by the Missionary at Topeka, demands a Missionary to 
itself. It is useless, however, to send a man there, however well supported, 
unless aid is also furnished for the erection of some sort of church edifice. 

Atchison, Ks., also needs a man. At Newton, Jasper Co., Iowa, there is 
urgent necessity that a Missionary be immediately sent. Support for a trav- 
elling Missionary, for at least six months in the year, within the bounds of 
the Pittsburg Synod, is earnestly desired. These wants are immediate, and 
growing directly out of the limited scale on which the Society is now work- 
ing. They are wants within the small field that the Committee have felt au- 
thorized to occupy. If we look beyond the scope of ouf present Qt)erations, 
and propose to undertake the large fields in Iowa, Illinois, and among the 
great German population within the bounds of tlie Gen.Qral Sypod, then our 
needs are multiplied tenfold. It is useless, however, to look abroad for other 
fields, unless the Church is aroused to a much deeper sense of her responsi- 
bility in this matter of Home Missions. It has been only by the most strenu- 
ous toil on the part of the General Superintendent, as he has journeyed from 
Synod to Synod, that pledges sufficient have been secured to plant on a fee- 
ble basis, and meagerly sustain, the above-mentioned important missions in 
Missouri. Even now they are but feebly equipped for efficient service. The 
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Church at Tipton should have a church building. The Church at St. Louis 
should be aided in securing a church edifice. In Lawrence, Atchison, To- 
peka, and Kansas city, our scanty means have crippled us. The Committee 
might enlarge on the diflScultj of finding suitable men to enter the missionary 
field, the narrowness of their means, the sad need of greater efficiency on the 
part of the Church Extension Society, a great part of whose work has fallen 
heayily on the Executive Committee of the Home Missionary Society, but they 
forbear. These wants are all known to the Church. They only urge on the 
District Synods and the individual ministers the necessity of a more hearty, 
continuous, and systematic effort to raise the means necessary to plant all our 
missions on a firm basis, and to supply the pressing need of the many places 
that call to us for help. 

RECOHMENDATIOKS. 

The Committee recommend : 

1. That some plan be adopted by which, when a missionary is sent out to 
these new and important fields, he can be immediately aided in procuring a 
lot, and, if need be, in erecting a place of worship. The Commitlee has 
learned by sad experience that nothing of worth can be done in these great 
centres of the West till a decent church house has been secured. A great 
part of their labor and perplexity has been to make provision for such wants. 
It is true this work properly belongs to the Church Extension Society, but 
the Committee has been compelled to enter into it. They ought to be autho- 
rized to do it fully and systematically, or such steps taken as shall make 
the Church Extension Society a reliable auxiliary in the Home Mission work. 

2. That the Executive Committee be removed from Baltimore to some 

point west of the AUeghanies.

BEFORT OF EXECUTIVE OOlOaTTEE. 

The Corresponding Secretary, Rev. E. W. Hutter, D.D., 
read the following report: 

The Executive Committee of the Church Extension Society ^t the Evangel- 
ical Lutheran Church in the United States, begs leave respectfully to report : 

That, for reasons upon which it is not necessary to enlarge, comparative- 
ly little has been done by the Executive Committee since the meeting held 
two years ago at Fort Wayne. Having no Collecting Agent in the field, and 
no steps having been taken otherwise to increase the fund, our operations 
since then have necessarily been restricted to the funds then in the Treasu- 
ry. There have been received, however, $879.57 in the form of interest due 
on outstanding obligations, and $170 in payment of notes that have come to 
maturity. Loans have been made during the interval, amounting in the ag- 
gregate to $2800. The expenses during thei two years have amounted to 
$18.50. From the Report of the Treasurer, it will be seen, that the assets of 
the Society, constituting the basis of its operations, amount to $12,361.27, 

viz. : 

Notes due and unpaid, $6,162 00 

Notes not yet due, 4,270 00 

Cash on hand, 1,929 27 



$12,861 27 

Notwithstanding all difficulties, the Church Extension Society has accom- 
plished a large amount of good in our Lutheran, Zion. Forty-six churches 
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have received pecuniary aid, a number of which, it is fair to presume, would 
not have been built had they not been assisted from its ftinds. ^ 

As four of the seTcn members of the EzecutiTC Committee, including the 
Treasurer, belong to churches no longer in connection with the General Syn- 
od, the Committee will require to be reconstructed. It is due, indeed, to 
these last-named brethren to state that, whilst they have not sent in any form- 
al declination, they do not expect nor desire to be re-appointed. 

Your Corresponding Secretary also requests to be relieyed of a further 
continuance in this post. Ever since the Society's organization he has serred 
in this capacity. Being greatly over-taxed by the labors and duties devolv- 
ed on him, he finds it impossible to bestow on the interests of this Society 
that care, supervision, and attention which their importance and their ar- 
duous character require. To continue them in his hands, even with the best 
intentions on his part, they must inevitably suff^. The Society, as you have 
heard, has a basis of more than twelve thousand dollars. With a Corres- 
ponding Secretary less encumbered than the present with other duties, with- 
out doubt a large proportion of the outstanding dues can be collected, and 
the fund largely increased by additional collections. As the labors of such a 
Corresponding Secretary, however, will prove exceedingly burdensome, they 
should not be asked gratuitously. If he be a poor man, especially a poor 
minister, he should receive some compensation for his work. Other denomi- 
nations appoint to this office, at adequate salaries, persons who devote. their 
entire time and talents, thus making Church Extension a specialty in the 
church; and to this fact, no doubt,' may be attributed their greater success. 
If the Society shall conclude to make Philadelphia the continued centre of 
operations, the undersigned thinks he can name a gentleman, to fill the office 
of Corresponding Secretary, eminently qualified to prosecute its affairs vig- 
orously and successfully. 

At the last meeting of the Executive Committee, however, it was suggested 
that the removal of the Society to some one of our Western towns or cities 
might be' advisable, and the Corresponding Secretary was requested to offer 
this as a proposition to the Society, which he accordingly does. The Society 
will judge of its propriety and feasibility. Under the blessed stimulus given 
to alt the operations of the Church by this most spirited, harmonious, and 
delightful session of our General Synod, and the prospect of an equally grat- 
ifying and successful meeting, a year hence, at Cincinnati, not overlooking 
at any time, of course, our constant reliance on the Divine favor, the Church 
Extension Society may yet realize the expectations of its founders, and prove 
a substantial blessing to the Evangelical Lutheran Church in the United 
States.

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FIRST SESSION. . 

Monday, Mat 11th, 1868. 

According to previous announcement, this Society met in 
the First Lutheran Church of Harrisburg, Pa., May 11, 1868, 
at 2 o'clock, P. M. 

The President of the Society, Hon. 0. Kugler, called the 
meeting to order. 

Prayer was then offered by Rev. T. Stork, D.D. 

On motion, the reading of the Minutes of the previous regu- 
lar meeting was dispensed with. 

EEPOET OP THE BOAED OF PUBLICATION. 

The Corresponding Secretary of the Board of Publication, 
Rev. E. W. Hutter, D.D., read the biennial report, which was 
adopted. 

INITIATORY ACTION OF A MARYLAND CONFERBNCE. 

Although a Publication Society had long been an admitted necessity in the 
Lutheran Church of this country, the first formal step towards its organization 
was reserved for the Conference of Western Maryland, in connection with the 
Maryland Synod. The precise date of this action we have not been able to 
discover, but it appears that a Flan was submitted to that Conference, and 
that some progress was made in maturing it. This must have been during 
the year 1852 or 1853. 

SECONDED BY THE SUSQUEHANNA CONFERENCE. 

The next step in this direction was made by the Susquehanna Conference, 
then in connection with the East Pennsylvania Synod. This meeting was 
held at Danville, November 22, 1853, when a preamble and resolutions were 
adopted to the effect that the gradual Americanization of the Lutheran Church 
in this country, and the consequent rapid spread of the English language, 
rendered such a Society an absolute necessity. Among the reasons offered ^ 
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for its formation, it was stated that other denominations were appropriating 
and mutilating the theological literature of our church. It was, therefore, 
resolved to agitate the organization of a ^* Church Translation and Publica- 
tion Society," with a view of having the best Lutheran works furnished to 
the Church in English, translated by tV^ own members. A correspondence 
was at the same time opened with members of the Western Maryland Confer- 
ence. 

SUSQUEHANNA CONFERENCE AGAIN UB6ES IT. 

The next movement was again made by the Susquehanna Conference, 
which, at a meeting, held January 10, 1854, at Sunbury, took the following 
action : 

**Re8olv€d, That a Society be organized, to be called ^ The Lutheran Transla- 
tion and Publication Society,^ the object of which shall be to have translated 
and published, in complete editions, in the English language, orthodox Luth- 
eran Theological works, such as Arndt's • TVue Christianity,* Luther's 
works, a good Lutheran Commentary, and other works in Practical and Dog- 
matical Theology, Church History," &c. 

At this meeting a systematized plan was agreed on, and enbodied in a 
series of resolutions, twelve in number. 

SUSQUEHANNA CONFEBENCE URGES A CONVENTION. 

At the next meeting of the Susquehanna Conference, held at Lewisburg, 
February 27, 1854, the subject was again brought forward, when Rev. 
Messrs. Ziegler, Willard, and Born, having been appointed a Committee for 
that purpose, presented the following report, which was unanimously- 
adopted : 

*' A Publication Society, such as is contemplated by the action of this 
Conference, is loudly called for by the interests of the Lutheran Church of 
the United States. We know, however, that such an undertaking will re- 
quire a considerable expenditure of funds, and that it would be desirable and 
necessary to secure the co-operation of all the members of the Lutheran 
Church friendly to such an organization. They, therefore, regard the calling 
of a Convention as the only plan to insure success to the enterprise." 

SUSQUEHANNA CONFEBENCE MEMOBIALIZES THE CHUBCH. 

The next meeting of the Susquehanna Conference was held at Milton, 
April 11, 1854, when the necessity of a Publication Society was again urged, 
and Rev. Messrs. Bittle, WinecofF, and Ehrehart, were appointed a Commit- 
tee to memorialize the Church in regard to it, with the view of bringing the 
subject before Synods and congregations. 

SUSQUEHANNA CONFEBENCE UBGES IT A FIFTH TIME. 

At the next meeting of the Conference, held at Selinsgrove, June 6, 1854, 
the above Committee reported that they had issued and circulated such a 
memorial at the expense of the Conference. 

SUSQUEHANNA CONFEBENCE UBGES IT A SIXTH TIME. 

On the Cth of November, 1854, the Susquehanna Conference, notwith- 
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Bfanding the disheartening tardiness of the Church, in responding to their 
action, again took the subject in hand, and once more urged the calling of a 
Conyention, to digest and perfect a plan of organization. 

SUSQUEHANNA CONFEBEXCB BEINGS IT BEFOBS THE EAST PENNSYLVANIA 

SYNOD. 

Thus far, we perceiye, this subject has been confined to two Conferences. 
On the 23d of September, 1854, the East Pennsylvania Synod met in Christ 
Church, Lewisburg, when the brethren belonging to the Susquehanna Con- 
ference formally brought the same before Synod. 

THE BAST PENNSYLVANIA SYNOD CALLS A CONVENTION. 

The subject was referred to a Committee, consisting of Bev. G. Parson, 
Rev. J). H. Bittle, and W. W. Heinen, Esq., who reported as follows: 

" The Committee appointed to report upon the plan submitted to this body, 
from the Susquehanna Conference, in regard to a Translation and Publication 
Society, beg leavie to report : 

I. Resolved, That we highly approve of the idea of circulating our German 
Evangelical and Practical Theological Literature as extensively as possible. 

II. Resolved, That we consider some organization necessary and feasible, 
by which the mind of the churches can be more especially awakened on this 
subject. 

III. Resolved, That this Synod call a Convention of the Church, and that 
a Committee, consisting of five members, be appointed to select a place and 
time of meeting, and make all other necessary arrangements." 

Rev. D. H. Bittle, Rev. T. Stork, Rev. C. A. Smith, Rev. E. W. Hutter, and 
Rev. L. E. Albert, were appointed the Committee, provided for by the last 
resolution. 

A CONVENTION HELD AT OERMANTOWN — SOCIETY OBQANIZED. 

In pursuance of this action of the East Pennsylvania Synod, a Convention 
was called and held in the Church of Rev. L. E. -Albert, at Germantown, on 
Tuesday, May 1, 1855. We have before us the official Minutes of that Con- 
vention, in which it is explicitly declared that it was convened at the instance 
of the East Pennsylvania Synod, on the suggestion of the Susquehanna Confei - 
ence. It is, nevertheless, due to history to state, that other Synods were also 
represented. A majority of those present belonged to the Pennsylvania and 
East Pennsylvania Synods, the latter predominating. Rev. Benjamin Keller 
officiated as President, and the writer of this report as Secretary. At this 
Convention the present Lutheran Publication Society w A3 formally organized, 
a Constitution and By-Laws were adopted and the necessary machinery set 
in motion. Then and there it was likewise, 

^^ Resolved, That the delegates to the General Synod, present in this Conven- 
tion, be authorized and requested to report these proceedings to that body, 
and request its concurrence and co-operation in the same.'' 

BROUGHT BEFORE THE GENERAL SYNOD. 

This request was complied with at the meeting of the General Synod, held 
at Dayton, Ohio, June 14, 1865 ; the action of the General Synod, at that 
meeting, being as follows : 
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**Re8olved, That, whilst we decidedly approve of the general objects of the 
^Lutheran Publication and Translation Society y^ recently organized in Phila- 
delphia, Pa., this Synod feels itself unable to take any action in its favor, 
which may be construed as an endorsement of its intended publications, un- 
til the Constitution of the Society be so altered as to allow an official repre- 
sentation in its Executive Committee, on the part of this Synod." 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE ELECTED. 

The Executive Committee of the Society, chosen by ballot, by the Conven- 
tion at Germantown, composed of Revs. J. C. Baker, J. A. Brown, C. A. 
Smith, C. W. Schaeffer, E. W. Hutter, C. F. Schaeffer, W. J. Mann, T. Stork, 
and J. G. Morris, or at least a majority of them, held regular meetings, for 
some time afterwards, in the study of St. Matthew's Church, but subsequently 
their place of meeting was changed to a room over the book establishment of 
Messrs. Lindsay & Blakiston, Sixth Street, above Chestnut, Philadelphia. 

LUTHERAN HOME JOURNAL STARTED. 

Being without funds, the progress of the Board in the work committed to 
ittwas necessarily slow. Nevertheless, at an early period of its organization, 
it began the publication of the ** Lutheran Home Journal" which proved to it 
a losing business — from no fault of the Board, however, but owing to the in- 
sufficiency of the patronage bestowed on it by the Church at large. 

A GENERAL AGENT SECURED. 

It was not until the month of February, 1857, nearly two years after the 
Convention held at Germantown, that the Board succeeded in securing the 
service of a General and Collecting Agent, and thus inaugurated means of 
supplying itself with funds. After the appointment had been offered to, and 
declined by, several brethren, the Rev. Benjamin Keller, after much hesita- 
tion and prayerful deliberation, acceded to the earnest entreaties of the 
Board, resigned the pastorship of St. James' German Church in Philadelphia, 
and accepted the General Agency. The zeal and assiduity of Rev. Mr. Kel- 
ler in prosecuting his work are too widely known, and too universally ac- 
knowledged, to require commendation here. In season and out of season, in 
sunshine and in storm, did this venerated father devote himself, with untiring 
self-abnegation, to the difficult task assigned him, so that it is scarcely exag- 
geration to affirm, that in the service of the Board he literally wore out the 
strength and substance of the last years of his life on earth. 

DR. MANN prepares A DOCTRINAL BASIS. 

At the first meeting of the Board, after the acceptance by Father Keller of 
his appointment as General Agent, viz. : February 10, 1867, Rev.W. J. Mann, 
D.D., moved "That the Board do now define its position in regard to its doctrinal 
Basis." After full discussion, the following preamble and resolutions, pro- 
posed by that gentleman, were adopted. They are on the minutes in Dr. 
Mann's own hand- writing, and are in the following words: 

''Whereas the Lutheran Board of Publication has secured the services of 
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the Rev. Benjamin Keller as General Agent, and desires to commend him 
and the interests of our Board to the whole Church: And, 

Where<Mj We, the members of the Board, deem it right to make, on this oc~ 
casion, our position known to the Church. Therefore 

Resolved, That we belieys that the substance of the gospel is cob- 

KECTLY SET FORTH IN THE ArCSBURG CONFESSION. 

Resolved, That we call upon all the members of the Lutheran Church to 
sustain us in this Orn Stand-Point, and to co-operate with us, more effi- 
ciently to carry out our plans for future usefulness.'

REV. MR. KELLER URGES UNION WITH THE GENERAL SYNOD. 

At this same meeting, following in immediate continuity, Rcy. B. Keller, 
having just accepted the General Agency, himself brought before the Board 
the subject of so altering the Constitution of the Society, as was required by 
the General Synod at Dayton, and of renewing the application for bringing 
the same into connection with the General Synod. A promise was hereupon 
given the General Agent, that both these requests should be attended to, at 
the then forthcoming meeting of the General Synod to be held at Reading. 

It is, of course, needless to state, that the object sought to be attained, by 
these several acts on the part of the Board, was, to secure Mr. Keller free ac- 
cess to the Synods and Churches in connection with the General Synod, with- 
out whose co-operation it was seen his Agency must inevitably prove a fail- 
ure. This object, indeed, is explicitly stated in the resolutions accompany- 
ing the Doctrinal Basis, prepared by Dr. Mann. 

UNION with the GENERAL SYNOD AGAIN URGED. 

On the 28th of April, 1857, less than one month before the meeting of the 
General Synod at Reading, L. L. Houpt, Esq., then an active member of the 
Board, renewed the subject of seeking a connection with the General Synod, 
and offered resolutions to that effect. 

UNION URGED AT READING. 

The next Convention of the General Synod, viz.: the XVlIIth, was held at 
Reading, Pa., from May 14th to May 20th, 1867. The Publication Society 
held its annual meeting in the lecture-room of St. James' Church. Then and 
there the Board submitted a new Constitution, the lid Article of which adopts 
the Doctrinal Basis of the General Synod. The public exercises concluded, 
and the Society resuming business, the following preamble and resolutions 
were adopted : 

" Whereas, The General Synod, at its last session, held in Dayton, Ohio, ex- 
pressed its approbation of the general objects of the Lutheran Publication So- 
ciety, then recently established in Philadelphia, and intimated its willingness 
to give its official sanction to said Society, so soon as its Constitution was so 
altered as to allow a representation on the part of the General Synod in its 
Executive Committee. Therefore, 

^'Resolved, That the Lutheran Publication Society is desirous of receiving the en- 
dorsement of the General Synod, in order that its efforts may be rendered jnore ef- 
fective, and the co-operation of the whole Church secured. 
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''Retolved, That C. W. SchaeflFer, D.D., W. M. Reynolds, D.D., and H. H. 
Muhlenberg, M.D., he appointed to communicate the above resolution to the 
General Synod." 

GENERAL SYNOD' 8 ENDORSEMENT OBTAINED. 

The foregoing propositions to the General Synod were adopted by the So- 
ciety, Wednesday evening. May 18, 1857. On the following Friday after- 
noon, they were presented to the General Synod, and the history is best 
given in verbatim extracts from the Minutes : 

"A communication was presented by Rev. Dr. C. W. Schaeffer from the 
Lutheran Publication Society, which was read, and the following resolution 
adopted : 

^^Besolvedf That the General Synod expresses its approbation of the objects con- 
templated by the Lutheran Publication Society y and that a Committee of three 
be appointed to report in what manner this Synod shall be officially repre- 
sented in the Board of Publication. Committee, W. D. Strobel, D. D., A. H. 
Lochman, D. D., and S. S. Schmucker, D. D," 

On the following Tuesday, May 19, the above Committee reported as fol- 
lows: 

" The Committee appointed to recommend the proper action in relation to 
the Publication Society, report, that after the action of our last Convention, 
the subsequent response of the Society in its last report, and the resolution 
passed by us yesterday, nothing mor^seems to be necessary, than that the 
Society agree to an arrangement, by which this Synod shall, at each of its 
otated meetings, elect, by ballot, two members of the Board of Publication, 
who shall be, ex officio, members of the Publication Committee, to whom all 
books and pamphlets intended for publication shall be submitted for exami- 
nation, and whose consent shall be necessary to their publication. To facili- 
tate your action we recommend on the present occasion, the selection of 
Rev. C. A. Hay and Rev. G. F. Krotel." (Signed by the Committee.) 

Synod then proceeded to elect by ballot two members of the Board of Pub- 
lication, and Rev. C. A. Hay and Rev. G. F. Krotel were elected. 

These proceedings in Synod took place in the afternoon. On the evening of 
the same day the Society held an adjourned meeting, when it was ^^Resolved, 
That the Society accede to the terms proposed, and that Rev. W. M. Baum be ap- 
pointed to communicate the decision to the General Synod," — which was 
done by Mr. Baum, as requested. 

REJOICING IN THE BOARD OVER THE GENERAL STNOD's OFFICIAL ENDORSEMENT. 

The new Executive Committee, constituting the official Bo/ird of Publication, 
held its first meeting on Tuesday morning, May 26, 1867, six days after the 
adjournment of the General Synod held at Reading. Among the business 
transacted at this meeting of the Board was the following: 

*'A Committee having been appointed to present the Constitution of the 
Publication Society to the General Synod, convened in the city of Reading, 
for its approval, that document was accordingly read, and received the sanc- 
tion of that body. Rev. C. A. Hay and Rev. G. F. Krotel were regularly 
elected by ballot to represent the General Synod in the Board of Publication. 
The Board, therefore, now consists of twenty-six members. Your Committee 
take pleasure in announcing that the Publication Board has now the official 
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sanction of the General Synod. Looking forward to a future, not only widely 
extended in point of usefulness, but also comparatively free from the diffi- 
culties that of necessity attend a new enterprise, we congratulate the Board 
on the prospect of harmony and success that await our future operations, 
and would urge them to increased action in behalf of the Lutheran Church 
in America." Signed, B. Kelleb, £. W. Hutteb, Lewis L. Houpt, John 

C. Bakeb. 

reasons fob this histobigal sketch. 

"We have been thus minute in our details of the history of the Publication 
Society, for the reason that efforts have been made, through editorials and 
communications, printed in the Lutheran and Missionary , to make it appear 
that this Society has had no Synodical origin, whereas it is undeniable,. that 
the first formal organization of it was made by a call from the East Pennsyl- 
vania Synodf urged thereto by the Susquehanna Conference, in connection 
with that Synod. So, indeed, it is explicitly declared in the first sentence of 
the official minutes, in the words following: "A Convention, called by the, 
Bast Pennsylvania Synod, with a view of organizing a Lutheran Translation, 
and Publication Society, was held," &o. Had this record contained a his- 
torical inaccuracy, it would have been corrected at the next meeting of the 
Board, whereas it was confirmed. 

WHO PBOPOSED UNION WITH THE GENERAL SYNOD ? 

From this narrative it appears, that every effort made in the Board to seek a 
formal connection with the General Synod, emanated from those who are now 
opposing such connection as fraudulent and unjust. To effect such a union, 
the Rev. Dr. Mann even openly planted the Board on a Doctrinal Basis almost 
literally identical with that of the General Synod, and the Society itself, at 
Beading formally adopted the General Synod's Doctrinal Basis as its oton^ 
and incorporated the same in its fundamctal law. Where we now stand, 
therefore, as a Board, doctrinally and in our relations to the General Synod, 
our assailants themselves placed us, and why complain of their own work ? 

DEPOSITORY PURCHASED. 

The premises now owned and occupied as a Depository, No. 42 North Ninth 
Street, were purchased in the month of April, 1859. 

REV. B. KELLEB'S SEBYIGES. 

Father Keller continued to serve as General Agent up to the month of 
April, 1862, wlien, by reason of advanced age and exhausted strength, he 
tendered his resignation. It was not, however, accepted, and he was con- 
tinued in office to the time of his death, but relieved from the burden of its 
active duties, retaining the affectionate attachment of every member of the 
Board, together with a lively appreciation of his arduous and self-denying 
labors. He was succeeded by Rev. P. Willard, who served the Board in the 
capacity of General Agent, up to March 1, 1868, likewise with laborious and 
untiring zeal. 

WHEBE THE FUNDS WEBE COLLECTED. 

Since the meeting at Fort Wayne, it has been published to the world, with 
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reiterated emphasis, that by far the largest proportion of the moneys col- 
lected for this Society had been obtained from the Pennsylvania Synod, 
thereby implying, that to this Synod, of right, belong prerogatives not en- 
joyed by sister Synods. To this we deem it a sufficient answer to state, that 
no collections whatever were made by either of our General Agents synodi- 
cally ; but all of them, so far as we are advised, were received from individu- 
als as suchf and not as belonging to any particular Synod. Furthermore, if 
such a discrimination be allowed, it is an admitted fact, that all the Synods, 
in whose churches and from whose members collections were made, belonged 
to the General Synod, and that without the General Synod's churches not any 
collections were made that were made. 

Nevertheless, to test the accuracy of the publications referred to, we have re- 
quested Rev. Mr. Willard,fthe late General Agent, to compile from the official 
Books a statement of all the subscriptions, and the amounts paid in, classified 
synodically, which he has done, and he reports the following result :

Intending no disrespect, certainly, to the venerable mother Synod, but 
simply in vindication of the truth of history, these figures show, that less 
than one-fifth of the moneys given to the Publication Society were collected 
in the Pennsylvania Synod, and that, both as to subscriptions and amounts 
paid, she is considerably behind the East Pennsylvania Synod. Gladly would 
we have avoided this comparison. It has been extorted by comparisons not 
in accordance with facts — comparisons, we have the charity to believe, not 
made with any intent to deceive, but rather from a disinclination to investi- 
gate, perhaps from not having access to proper sources of information. "He 
that is first in his own cause, seemeth just, but his neighbor cometh and 
searcheth him." (Proverbs xviii. 17.) 

SYNODICAL APPORTIONMENT OF THE BOARD. 

The si/nodical division of the Board, by the Society, at Fort Wayne, is also 
made the subject of complaint. It is alleged that an unequal representation 
was given to the Pennsylvania Synod. To this result no one contributed so 
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largely as the complainants themselves. With a pre-determined purpose to 
destroy the General Synod, with which, nine years before, they had placed 
the Society in connection, and on whose Doctrinal Basis they had twice 
planted it, was it reasonable to expect that the Society, composed largely of 
the friends of the General Synod, would complacently relinquish its affairs 
into the hands of its enemies? Besides, a portion of the Board refused to 
serve any longer in this capacity, although entreated to continue in their 
places. Nullus commodiam capere potest de pena sua propria, (no one can take 
advantage of his own wrong, ) is one of the oldest and most approved maxims 
of the common law. If these brethren, ever treated in and by the Board 
with courtesy and respect, and called to its chief honors, had remained in 
and with it, it is fair to believe every just and equitable claim would have 
been freely accorded to them. They chose, however, to withdraw from the 
Board, for no better reason than that circumstances had placed them in a 
minority. Arduous and difficult as the duties devolved on the Board had 
always been, made painfully more so to those that remained at their posts, 
by the voluntary withdrawal of their late esteemed colleagues, with whom 
they had long taken counsel together, and walked in company, these respon- 
sibilities had, nevertheless, to be met and discharged as best they could be. 
Or did the withdrawing brethren expect that the rest also would go out, and 
thus leave the Society, established at so much cost, to die felo de se, and be 
buried, "without the benefit of clergy"? 

But why complain of inequality of representation, when it is a fact that no 
clause of the Society's Constitution, By-laws, or other enactment, had ever 
contemplated any apportionment of the membership synodically. The Synod 
of Central Pennsylvania contributed $2,800 to the Society's treasury, and 
has not a single representative in the Board. The Synod of Maryland gave 
$2,169 to the fund, but was given no representative. The Alleghany Synod 
gave $1,493, and she has none. The Melanchthon Synod gave $1,194, and 
yet has none. Here are four Synods, all noted for their attachment to the 
General Synod, who, unitedly, have paid into the treasury of the Publication 
Society $7,185, and yet to neither of these Synods was there any representa- 
tion given at Fort Wayne. Whereas, to the Pennsylvania Synod, contribu- 
ting much more than a thousand dollars lessy five representatives were given. 
If any Synods, as such, would have reason to complain, it would be the four 
Synods above referred to. 

TRAVELLING EXPENSES OF MEMBERS. 

Another complaint is, that the Board defrays the travelling expenses of 
those of its members who reside at a distance from the place of meeting. 
This fault, if fault it be, must likewise be shared by the complainants. 
Their withdrawal from the Board created a necessity for filling their places 
with new members. The Society, deeming it right and proper that the 
Board be not composed exclusively of residents of Philadelphia, selected a 
larger portion than formerly from the country. As a quorum of members 
could no longer be depended on from the city, in order to insure a fuller at- 
tendance, the Board deemed it reasonable and just that the travelling ex- 
penses of the country members, to and fro, be defrayed out of the funds of

the Society. These expenses, all told, during^ the two years' service, have 
amounted to between fifty and sixty dollars — about thirty dollars per annum. 
Other Publication Boards employ each a Secretary at a high salary to do the 
work which the officers of this Board render gratuitously, and we hold that 
it is paying a poor compliment to the sense of equity and right that charac- 
terizes the membership of our Church to suppose that this just line of treat- 
ment by the Board of its country members — most of them ministers in hum. 
ble circumstances — can be successfully employed to excite against it opposi- 
tion and prejudice. 

EYIEW OF THE PAST. 

We have thus far confined ourselves mainly to a historical narrative, de- 
rived from the official records, of the origin and progress of the Publication 
Society, and to a refutation — in the estimation of most of the Board, too long 
delayed — of the accusations made against it. A careful review of the past 
leads us, in no pharisaical spirit, but in sheerest self-defence, to affirm that 
the Board has "not done anything worthy of stripes,*' but that, whilst sub- 
ject to all the frailties and liable to all the mistakes incident to our common 
humanity, our record, from first to last, may safely challenge the closest 
scrutiny of all who may choose to make it. 

PRESENT E?FICIENCT OF THE BOARD. 

Whilst it is admitted that, owing to various causes, existing from the be- 
ginning, the expectations of the founders of the Publication Society have not 
been fully realized, we religiously affirm that this want of complete success 
does not date, as some would fain have the Church believe, from the time of 
the withdrawal of our former co-laborers after the proceedings at Fort 
Wayne. The real state of the case is, tha;t the Board, hy reason of inadequacy 
of meanSf never has been in a position to make extraordinary achievements 
in the consummation of the noble purposes contemplated. ^Since the last 
meeting at Fort Wayne, notwithstanding our inheritance of financial embar- 
rassment, and notwithstanding the painful alienations resulting from a divi- 
ded Church, with other antagonisms, against which we have been compelled 
to struggle, we have issued from the press, and circulated, The Mission Work 
of Pastor Barms J and the Ascent of Mount Ararat, two edifying works by Dr- 
Greenwald, and Conversion of Captain Sees, by Rev. Dr. Hay ; and a plan has 
been matured, and sundry subscriptions secured, for the issue of a series of 
Sunday-school books. And, within the last week or two, we have issued from 
the press, and are now offering for sale, The First American Edition of 
Luther's Table-Talk, reprinted from Bohn^s English edition, translated and 
edited by William Ilazlitt, in every sense a remarkable book, that has received 
the unqualified commendation of the best English critics. We likewise fur- 
nish to the Church ** The Life o/Gustavus Adolphus, the renowned Defender 
of the Faith, translated from the French of L. Abelous, by Prof. L. W. Hby- 
denbeich, a beloved minister of our own Church, formerly of Philadelphia, 
Pa., but who has recently taken charge of a Classical School at Wilmington, 
N. C. Both these works are printed on a superior quality of paper, with 
clear and readable letter, and the binding and entire artistic finish are not 
surpassed, we think, by any American publications. These works, we ex-

pect, will find their way into ererj Latheran Sunday-school and Lutheran 
household in America. In addition to all this. The Lutheran Sunday-School 
Herald, so satisfactorily edited by Rer. M. Sheeleighi is still published 
under our auspices, and commends itself to the patronage of all o ur Sunday- 
schools. 

OUK LOCAI. AGENT. 

In this connection, we refer with pleasure to the Board*s good fortune in 
having secured, as its Local Agent, so trustworthy and confiding a gentleman, 
so qualified and experienced a business man, as J. K. Shbtock, Esq., of 
Chambersburg. Under his careful and judicious management of its affairs, 
w^e have every reason to believe that former mistakes will be corrected, for- 
mer pecuniary losses prevented, former complaints in keeping the accounts 
guarded against, and the entire business of the store be so conducted as to 
render full satisfaction to the patrons of the Board, and insure a higher de- 
gree of prosperity to itself. Not disguising our regrets that we have had so 
many trials to encounter, so many difficulties to overcome, In humble reliance 
on the kind guardianship of the Great Head of the Church, and the generous 
patronage and good-will of the Church itself, we *^ thank Go4 and takf,

BEPOBT OF OOMMTTTEE OIT OOITBTITnTIOVAL AMEITDMEirTS. 

The committee to whom were referred the proposed Consti- 
tutional amendments, presented the following report : 

To THB LUTZLEBAK PVBLICATIOK SoCISTT: ' 

The undersigned committee, to whom have been submitted for inspection, 
and to report back to the Society, in a systematized form, the various amen4' 
ments proposed to the Constitution of the Society, — one series offered at its 
meeting held at Fort Wayne, and the other series proposed by the Lutheran 
Board of Publication, both of which have been published in the Church pa - 
pers, in compliance with the Xlth Article of the Constitution, — beg leave to 
report, that they have examined said several series of amendments, and pre- 
sent the following as the result of their deliberations : 

First, we hold that it would not comport with a just interpretation of the 
Constitution, to make any amendments to the same, of which due and speci- 
fic notice, as required by the Xlth Article, has not been given. 

We suggest, therefore, the adoption of the amendments proposed by the 
Board of Publication, which are as follows : 

Art. III. (Amendment at Pittsburg, Pa., May 19, 1859). The first sen- 
tence to be amended so as to read: ** The Society shall hold its stated meetings 
at the time and place of the meeting of every General Synod of the Lutheran 
Church in the United States, when there shall be elected a President and 
Secretary. At the same time," &c. 

Art. IV. The last cause of the first paragraph, beginning with the words, 
'* said colporteurs to be appointed,'' etc., to be changed so as to read: " Said 
colporteurs to be appointed by such Synods, subject to the confirmation of 
the Board of Publication." 

Art. V. Omit the first paragraph, and insert the following : ** The -Board 
of Publication shall have power to elect its own officers, viz. : A President, a 
Corresponding Secretary, a Recording Secretary, and a Treasurer, who shall 
at the same time be the Treasurer of the Society." 

**The Corresponding Secretary may, also, be appointed by^the Board as 
Book Editor, and have such other stated duties assigned him in the By-Laws, 
as the Board may deem conducive to the interests of the Society." 

In the second paragraph omit the words, " occurring during the year," so 
as to read: ** The Board shall have power to enact its own By-Laws, to fill 
vacancies, to provide," &c. 

Art. VII. In the first paragraph strike out the word thall and insert the 
word maf/j so as to read : ** The Society may hold anniversary meetings," &c. 
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To this article the Society at Fort Wayne proposed the following amend- 
ment. We recommend its adoption. 

Add as a closing paragraph : " But no other butiness shall be transacted at 
the Anniversary meetings, except such as relates to the anniversaries themselves, or 
resolutions and efforts to raise funds, or to recommend any measures to the Boards 
or to the stated meetings of the Society,** 

Art. XL For the words ** an annual," substitute *'any stated,*' and at the 
close add ** connected with the General Synod^" so as to read: *<Thi8 Consti- 
tution may be amended, in any of its proyisions, by the concurrence of a 
majority of the members present at any stated meeting, proyided one month's 
notice be giyen in the Church papers connected with the Qeneral Synod." 

Art. X. is proposed by the Society, met at Fort Wayne, to be amended 
by adding to the end of it the words: **But shall have no vote.** We recom- 
mend its adoption. 

The aboye report contains all the amendments proposed by the Board of 

Publication, with some additions proposed by the Society at Fort Wayne. 

The other amendments proposed by the latter, we present as a whole to the 

consideration of the Society. We giye it as our opinion that the additional 

amendments proposed at Fort Wayne will be unnecessary after the adoption 

of the aboye.

CONSTITUTION. 

Article I. — The name, style and title of this Society shall be, << The 
Lutheran Publication Socistt." 

Article II. — This Society, assuming the doctrinal basis of the General 
Synod, shall have for its object the diffusion of religious knowledge, by means 
of translations and original productions, and thus to furnish and circulate a 
suitable literature for the Church. 

Article III. — The Society shall hold its stated meetings at the time and 
place of the meeting of every Qeneral Synod of the Lutheran Church in the 
United States, when there shall be elected a President and Secretary. At 
the same time the Society shall elect a Board of Publication, to hold its meet- 
ings in Philadelphia, and to be composed of twenty-four members, all of 
whom shall be members in good standing of the Evangelical Lutheran Church, 
and two-thirds of whom shall be within such a distance of Philadelphia as 
to be able to attend the meetings of the Board. 

Article IV. — ^Each Evangelical Lutheran Synod in connection with the 
General Synod of the United States, is recommended to establish depositories 
within its boundaries, and to circulate the publications of the Board, either 
by colporteurs or otherwise ; said colporteurs to be appointed by such Synods, 
subject to the confirmation of the Board of Publication. 

The President of any such Synodical organization to be ex'pfficio Vice- 
President of the Publication Society, and shall be expected to pay into the 
Treasurer's hands, at each annual meeting, whatever money may have been 
collected daring the year; and shall, at the same time, receive from him the 
amount requisite to pay the salaries of the colporteurs and others em- 
ployed. 
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Article V. — The Board of Publication sball have power to elect its own 
officers, viz. : a President, a Corresponding Secretary, a Recording Secre- 
tary, and a Treasurer, who shall at the same time be Treasurer of the So- 
ciety. 

The Corresponding Secretary may also be appointed by the Board as Book 
Editor, and have such other stated duties assigned him in the By-Laws as 
the Board may deem conducive to the interests of the Society. 

The Board shall have power to enact its own By-Laws, to fill vacancies, to 
provide for the publication of books and tracts, and to print and circulate 
appeals to the Church in behalf of the benevolent objects of this Society. 

Article VI. — The Board shall have power, whenever the funds of the So- 
ciety will justify it, to establish a publication house or depository, in some 
suitable location in Philadelphia, where our books, tracts, pamphlets, peri- 
odicals, and all kinds of stationery may be kept for sale; the profits of which 
sales to be appropriated towards the support of the Education and Mission- 
ary Societies of the Church. 

Article VII. — The Society may hold Anniversary meetings, the time 
when, and place where, to be previously designated by the Board. 

At these meetings, the Corresponding Secretary of the Board shall make a 
detailed report of the operations of the Society during the past year, show- 
ing its present condition and future prospects. But no business shall be 
transacted at the Anniversary meetings, except such as relates to the Anni- 
Tcrsaries themselves, or resolutions and efforts to raise funds, or to recom- 
mend any measures to the Board or the stated meetings of the Society. 

Article VIII. — Any Lutheran minister or layman shall be considered a 
member of this Society by paying one dollar annually. 

Article IX. — The payment of twenty dollars, or more, in one year, shall 
constitute the person so paying, a Life Director, and the payment of ten 
dollars, a Life Member. 

Article X. — Each Life Director shall be entitled to Publications to the 
amount of two dollars, and each Life Member to the amount of one dollar, 
annually, if called for within the year. The award of books and publica- 
tions shall not be extended to those who may become Life Members and Direc- 
tors after the 1st of June, 1859. Each Life Member shall be entitled to a seat 
and vote in the meetings of the Society, and each Life Director shall be en- 
titled to a seat in the meetings of the Board, and to take an active part in 
its proceedings, but not to have a vote. 

Article XI. — This Constitution may be amended in any of its provisions, 
by the concurrence of a majority of the members present at any stated meet- 
ing, provided one month's notice be given in the church papers connected 
with the General Synod. 



BY-LAWS. 

1. Nine members shall constitute a quorum. 

2. The regular meetings of the Board shall be held monthly, and shall be 
opened and closed with prayer. 

3. Special meetings may be held at the call of the President or Corres- 
ponding Secretary. 
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4. The Treasurer shall keep an account of all moneys receiyed and ex- 
pended, report the same at each regular meeting of the Board, and submit a 
detailed statement of the receipts and disbursements at each annual meeting, 
or oftener if required. 

He shall be expected to give such security as the Bnard may require, for 
the faithful performance of his trust. 

5. The General Agent shall collect funds for the establishment of the Pub- 
lishing House and to enable the Society to carry on its operations ; he sh al 
haTe the appointment of the sub-agents and colporteurs, and by the consent 
of the Board shall select some suitable person to take charge of the deposi- 
tory over which he shall exercise a general control : the salaries of such 
persons employed to be fixed by the Board. 

The General Agent shall pay over, from time to time, to the Treasurer, all 
moneys he has collected by subscription, or from colporteurs or others, who 
shall be responsible to him alone : and he shall be expected to make a general 
report quarterly to the Board, of his collections, and matters of interest 
coming under his notice. 

6. There shall be three or more standing committees appointed at each 
annual meeting of the Board, yiz. : a Publication Committee of seyen, an 
Editing Committee of three, and a Financial Committee of three, who shall 
meet as often as necessary, and report monthly to the Board concerning all 
matters that haye been brought before them. 

The Publishing Committee shall act in concurrence with the Financial 
Committee ; shall haye power to decide upon and publish, if the funds of the 
Society warrant it, all works, original or translated^ or^ selected, presented 
to it for publication ; and no work shall be published by this association to 
which any one of the committee shall object ; and also to make arrangements 
and contracts for their publication and circulation. And in case they may 
consider any book unworthy of publication, they shall report the same to 
the Board, with their reasons, that final decision in regard to it may be then 
made. 

The Editing Committee shall take special charge of the periodicals of the 
Society, and see that they are published and circulated in proper time and 
shape, and also that the publications of the Board be properly advertised. 

The Treasurer of the Society shall be the Chairman of the Financial 
Committee, who shall attend to the investment of the funds of the Society, 
and to such other duties as may devolve upon them.

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SEFOST OF THE OTTSATOS. 

The biennial report of the Curator, Rev. Dr. M. Valentine, 
wa^ read by Rev. Dr. J. A. Brown, and adopted. 

The undersigned, as Curator of the Historical Society, respectfully reports : 
That, since its last meeting, one hundred and eighty-one contributions 
have been made to the Society's Library and collection, as follows :

An addition of 151 has been made to our catalogue of 
pamphlets. Of these 97 are Minutes of Various Synods and Conventions of 
our Church ; 1 6 are sermons and addresses. The rest are documents of dif- 
ferent kinds, many of which, as well as the Minutes and Addresses, are of 
considerable historical interest and value. For the largest part of these 
pamphlets, the Society is indebted to Rev. M. Sheeleigh, and Prof. M. L. 
Stoever, whose steady and active interest in the increase of our collection 
deserves special mention. 

///. Manuscripts. — But a single manuscript has been placed in our Library 
since last report. A sermon, entitled ** the Memorial of the Righteous," 
preached on the death of Rev. Daniel Garver, at Greensburg, Pa., Novem- 
ber, 1865, by Rev. L. M. Euhns. Presented by the author. 

IV. Miscellaneous. — Twenty-two additions have been made to this depart- 
ment, among which is a number of papers connected with the present Jubi- 
lee celebration of the Reformation, a large engraved portrait of Dr. C. Philip 
Erauth, presented by Prof. Stoever, and a card photograph of the Tabernacle 
of the Lutheran Mission, Eansas City, from the missionary, Rev. A. W. Wa- 
genhals. 

These contributions to the Society's Library, it must be confessed, are 
much fewer than ought to have been received. There seems to be great in- 
difference, on the part of most of our ministers, to this matter. Few of them 
either forward their own publications, or collect and contribute the works 

of others. Some time in the winter the Curator called the attention of the 

« 

Church to this subject, through the Lutheran Observer. A response was made 
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on the part of only a few. Every year books and pamphlets are published 
in our Church, that ought to be placed in our Library; and the designs of 
the Society would be greatly promoted could the authors or publishers be 
induced to present a copy of each. To those who have contributed the books 
and papers now acknowledged, the Curator desires, in the name of the So- 
ciety, to return sincere thanks. 

The authority given at the last meeting, to have pamphlets on hand bound, 
and to apply any funds in the Treasury for the improvement of the Library, 
has not been used. The Curator did not find convenient time for a proper 
examination and arrangement of the papers not yet bound, and felt, further, 
that as various Minutes and Pamphlets were still being received, a better 
arrangement of the matter into volumes could be made at a little later pe- 
riod. It is desirable, however, that the authority given at the last meeting 
should be renewed at this.

Section 1. This Association shall be styled <* The HUtorieal Society of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church in the United States of America.'* 

Sec. 2. The object of this Society shall be to make a collection of the pub- 
lished writings of Lutheran Ministers and Laymen in America, whether 
original or translated ; to procure, as far as possible, the Minutes of all the 
Synods from their organization, the printed proceedings of all special Con- 
ferences, Church Councils, and other Ecclesiastical Conyentions, together with 
regular files of the periodicals, published under the patronage of our Church ; 
decisions in Chancery, charters of corporate institutions, constitutions of 
individual Churches, legal reports relating to Church property, and in gener- 
al, to collect all publications, manuscripts and facts, that tend to throw light 
on the history of the Lutheran Church in this country. 

Aet. II. — Of the Officers and their Duties. 

Sec. 1. The officers of this Society shall be a President, two Vice-Presi- 
dents, a Corresponding Secretary, a Recording Secretary, a Treasurer, a 
Curator, and one or two Reoeiyers in every Synod. 

Sec. 2. The duties of the President, Vice-Presidents, Recording Secre- 
tary and Treasurer, shall be such as are usually performed by such officers. 

Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the Corresponding Secretary to confer with 
those persons who have Lutheran books, pamphlets, &c., in their possession ; 
and keep up a correspondence with the Receivers in the different Synods, for 
the purpose of attaining the ends of this Society. He shall give public notice 
of the meetings of the Society from time to time, and make an acknowledg- 
ment of all donations of books and moneys through the papers of the Church. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Curator to obtain, at the expense of the 
Society, a book-case with lock and key, and carefully deposit therein the pub- 
lications of the Society, after they are recorded in a book kept for that pur- 
pose, with the name of the donor. He shall also report at every meeting of 
the Society the condition of the Library, and the additions, since the last 
report, with the names of the donors. 
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Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Beceiyers to co-operate with the Cor« 
responding Secretary in making collections of books, pamphlets, manu- 
scripts, &c., which are to be found in their respective Synods or which may 
appear from time to time. 

Sec. 6. The elections for officers shall be held at the regular meetings of 
this Society, at the time and place hereafter specified. 

Art. III. — Relating to the Library. 

Sec. 1. The Library of this Association shall be kept in the Library room 
of the Theological Seminary at Gettysburg, and shall always be open to the 
inspection of members, without permission of the resident Curator, and to 
all other respectable persons, on application to the Curator or any resident 
member. 

Sec. 2. No book, pamphlet, manuscript, or other document belonging to 
this Society shall be removed from the Library room, except by permission 
of all the resident members, and in addition, when the article, thus taken 
out, is designed to be used by a person residing out of Gettysburg, a written 
acknowledgment that he has the book, and an obligation to return it in good 
order, within a specified time, shall be required of him by the Curator. 

Sec. 8. Should this Society for any reason be dissolved, its books and 
manuscripts shall not be distributed among its members, but shall always 
remain in the place above specified, in care of the Librarian of the Semin- 
ary, for the use of any Lutheran, subject to the regulations above. 

Art. IV. — Relating to Members, 

Sec. 1. Any person interested in the objects of this Society, may become 
a regular member by the nomination of any of the officers, and a vote of 
two-thirds of the members present, at any regular meeting. Honorary mem- 
bers may be elected in the same manner. 

Sec. 2. Every regular member of this Society shall pay into the Treasury 
the sum of fifty cents, immediately after his election. 

Art. V. — Time of Meeting, Sfc. 

Tho regular meetings of this Society shall be held at the place and time 
of the meetings of the General Synod of the Lutheran Church. 

Art. VI. 

This Constitution may be altered or amended, by a vote of two-thirds of 
the members present, at any regular meeting of the Society.
